Helena,  Montana,  January  5,  1925. 

At  12  o'clock  noon,  pursuant  to  law,  the  Honorable  W.  S.  McCorraack, 
Lieutenant  Governor  of  the  State  of  Montana,  and  President  of  the  Senate, 
after  the  oath  of  office  was  administered  to  him  by  the  Honorable  Chief 
Justice  L.  L.  Callaway,  called  the  Senate  of  the  Nineteenth  Legislative  As- 
sembly of  the  State  of  Montana  to  order.

Senate  Joint  Resolution  No.  1,  introduced  by  Leuthold: 
Be  It  Resolved,  By  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Montana,  the  House  of 
Representatives  concurring: 

Section  1.  That  Whereas,  the  Republican  party  of  the  State  of  Mon- 
tana has  sponsored  a  program  of  legislative  economy  in  its  platform  in  the 
campaign  of  the  year  1924;  and  whereas,  the  members  of  the  Senate  and 
the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State  of  Montana  are  now  committed 
to  a  policy  of  economy  during  the  Legislative  Session  of  1925;  and  whereas, 
it  has  been  the  practice  heretofore  for  members  of  either  house  of  the 
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Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana  to  absent  themselves  from 
attendance  upon  legislative  duties  for  many  days  and  sometimes  weeks 
during  the  Legislative  Session. 

Section  2  Now,  Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved,  That  if  any  member  of 
either  the  Senate,  or  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State  of  Mon- 
tana, shall  absent  himself  from  attendance  upon  the  Session  of  the  State 
Legislature  during  the  Nineteenth  Legislative  Session  for  a  period  of 
more  than  five  (5)  days  in  succession  that  he  shall  not  receive  any  com- 
pensation for  the  days  in  excess  of  said  five  days  that  he  shall  be  absent. 

Section  3.  Absence  from  attendance  upon  Legislative  Sessions  on  ac- 
count of  sickness  shall  be  considered  as  a  sufficient  excuse  for  non-attend- 
ance and  no  deductions  in  compensation  shall  be  made  from  any  member's 
per  diem  on  account  of  absence  by  reason  of  sickness. 

Section  4.  This  resolution  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and 
after  its  passage  and  approval  by  both  Houses  and  filed  with  the  Secretary 
of  State. 

Senator  Leuthold  moved  the  adoption  of  the  foregoing  resolution. 
Motion  was  duly  seconded. 

Senator  Walker  moved  that  Section  1  of  the  foregoing  resolution  be 
corrected  so  that  reference  would  be  made  to  both  political  parties  instead 
of  the  Republican  party  only.  Motion  duly  seconded.  The  foregoing  reso- 
lution as  amended  was  thereupon  adopted. 

Moved  by  Senator  Paul  and  duly  seconded  that  the  Attorney  General 
be  requested  to  appoint  an  attorney  to  be  paid  by  the  Senate  to  assist  Senate 
members  in  drafting  bills  during  the  legislature. 

Upon  motion  of  Senator  Walker,  duly  seconded  and  carried,  the  fore- 
going motion  was  tabled. 

Upon  motion  of  Senator  Hazelbaker,  duly  seconded  and  carried,  the 
President  appointed  the  following  as  a  committee  to  notify  the  House  that 
the  Senate  was  ready  to  meet  in  joint  session  to  hear  the  Governor's  mes- 
sage:   Senators  Clark,  Walker  and  Pauline. 

Senator  Clark  of  this  committee  appointed  to  notify  the  House  that 
the  Senate  was  ready  to  meet  in  joint  session  reported  that  the  committee 
had  performed  its  duty. 

At  the  direction  of  the  President,  the  Senate  recessed  and  proceeded 
to  the  hall  of  the  House  to  listen  to  the  Governor's  message  in  joint  as- 
semby. 

The  joint  assembly  having  been  dissolved,  the  Senate  returned  to  its 
own  chamber  at  12:25  P.  M.

latures of  three-fourths  of  the  several  states,  shall  be  valid  to  all  intents 
and  purposes  as  a  part  of  the  Constitution: 
ARTICLE  — 

"Section  1.  The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  limit,  regulate,  and 
prohibit  the  labor  of  persons  under  eighteen  years  of  age. 

"Sec.  2.  The  power  of  the  several  States  is  unimpaired  by  this  article 
except  that  the  operation  of  State  laws  shall  be  suspended  to  the  extent 
necessary  to  give  effect  to  legislation  enacted  by  the  Congress."

Report  of  Pardons  and  Commutations  of  Sentence  Granted  Since  the 
Report  to  the  Eighteenth  Legislative  Assembly 
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PARDONS 

Fred  DeAngelis — Committed  from  Carbon  County  Jan.  10,  1919. 
Crime,  degree  murder;  sentence,  life.  The  Warden,  Count  Attorney  and 
Judge  as  well  as  six  of  the  jurors,  recommended  commutation  of  sen- 
tence. On  Oct.  6,  1923,  a  pardon  was  granted  on  condition  that  DeAngelis 
be  at  once  deported  to  his  native  land,  Italy.  Recommendations  were  based 
largely  on  the  poor  health  of  the  prisoner. 

John  Vail — Committed  from  Valley  county  Nov.  24,  1923.  Crime,  vio- 
lation of  liquor  laws;  sentence,  sixty  days  in  county  jail.  It  was  repre- 
sented that  the  prisoner  was  in  very  serious  physical  condition  and  could 
live  only  a  short  time.  On  January  11,  1924,  he  was  granted  a  full  pardon. 
He  died  Jan.  17,  1924. 

Clifton  C.  Dorris — Convicted  in  Silver  Bow  county  May  13,  1924,  on 
the  charge  of  assault  in  the  second  degree  and  sentenced  to  one  to  two 
years.  Dorris  was  a  state  prohibition  officer.  Petitions  signed  by  nearly 
5,000  citizens  of  Silver  Bow  were  presented  asking  a  pardon  for  Dorris, 
and  asserting  that  the  verdict  of  conviction  was  a  gross  miscarriage  of 
justice. 


COMMUTATIONS 

John  Kwansey — Committed  from  McCone  county  March  26,  1923. 
Crime,  larceny;  sentence,  2  to  4  years.  Judge  and  County  Attorney  who 
tried  the  case  urged  commutation  because  Kwansey's  crime  was  only  the 
stealing  of  some  flax,  and  that  he  had  a  large  family  dependent  on  the 
county  for  support.  On  Nov.  13,  1923,  sentence  was  commuted  to  1  to  2 
years. 

Ernest  R.  Gust — Committed  from  Cascade  county  April  30,  1922. 
Crime,  manslaughter;  sentence,  5  to  10  years.  In  consideration  of  the 
facts  in  the  case  and  in  the  belief  that  the  ends  of  justice  had  been  served 
sentence  was  commuted  Jan.  24,  1923,  to  3  to  6  years. 

D.  C.  Ritter — Sentenced  in  Flathead  county  on  two  counts  for  violation 
of  liquor  law:  (1)  3  months  in  county  jail  and  fine  of  $1,000;  (2)  fine  of 
$500.  Judge,  County  Attorney  and  Board  of  County  Commissioners  recom- 
mended clemency,  chiefly  because  of  Ritter's  dependent  family  and  his 
promise  to  leave  liquor  alone.  Sentences  were  commuted  Feb.  10,  1923,  the 
first  to  3  months  in  jail  and  a  fine  of  $200,  and  the  second  to  a  fine  of  $200. 

Paul  Yaple — Committed  from  Yellowstone  county  May  22,  1922.  Crime, 
grand  larceny;  sentence,  5  to  10  years.  The  penalty  seemed  out  of  all  pro- 
portion to  the  crime  committed.  Yaple's  reputation  was  good  before  this 
trouble  and  the  Warden  recommended  him  for  services  and  conduct,  Yaple 
having  had  charge  of  the  prison  electric  plant  while  at  Deer  Lodge  On 
March  23,  1923,  sentence  was  commuted  to  18  months  to  2*4  years. 

James  Donegan — Committed  from  Silver  Bow  county  March  24,  1919. 
Crime,  robbery;  sentence,  10  to  20  years.  On  the  recommendation  of  the 
Judge  and  Warden,  the  sentence  was  on  March  24,  1923,  commuted  to  8  to 
10  years. 

Pat  Azure — Committed  from  Phillips  county  Nov.  18,  1921.  Crime,  rob- 
bery; sentence,  5  to  10  years.  On  recommendation  of  Judge,  County  At- 
torney and  Warden  the  sentence  was  on  March  26,  1923,  commuted  to  2  to 
3  years. 

Julius  Berg — Committed  from  Daniels  county  April  1,  1921.  Crime, 
grand  larceny;  sentence,  5  to  10  years.  Because  of  the  serious  physical 
condition  of  the  prisoner  and  on  recommendation  of  officials  and  physician, 
the  sentence  was  commuted  March  26,  1923,  to  4  to  6  years. 

James  Welsh — Committed  from  Custer  county  Jan.  20,  1919.  Crime, 
sodomy;  sentence,  25  to  50  years.  Welsh  was  53  years  old,  had  been  a 
model  prisoner,  and  officials  recommended  clemency.  On  March  26,  1923, 
the  sentence  was  commuted  to  8  to  12  years. 

George  Dyer — Committed  from  Yellowstone    county   Feb.    18,  1914. 
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Crime,  robbery;  sentence,  10  years.  He  escaped  and  was  later  returned. 
Based  on  his  good  conduct  as  a  prisoner  and  the  fact  that  the  crime  was  com- 
mitted nine  years  previous  the  sentence  was  on  March  26,  1923,  commuted 
to  6  years. 

James  Colbert — Committed  from  Silver  Bow  county  March  22,  1919. 
Crime,  second  degree  murder;  sentence,  30  to  60  years.  Because  of  good 
conduct  in  prison,  ill  health,  and  extenuating  circumstances,  the  Judge, 
County  Attorney  and  Warden  recommended  clemency.  On  March  26,  1923, 
the  sentence  was  commuted  to  8  to  15  years. 

Fred  Harter — Committed  from  Gallatin  county  February  8,  1923. 
Crime,  grand  larceny;  sentence,  1  to  2  years.  Judge,  County  Attorney, 
Sheriff  and  others  recommended  clemency,  and  on  March  28,  1923,  the 
sentence  was  commuted  to  6  months  to  one  year. 

J.  L.  Davis — Committed  from  Carbon  county.  Crime,  first  degree  as- 
sault; sentence,  5  to  10  years.  Eight  of  the  jurors  wrote  that  they  would 
not  have  convicted  Davis  in  the  light  of  subsequent  evidence.  Because  of 
doubt  as  to  the  prisoner's  guilt,  the  sentence  was  on  April  14,  1923,  com- 
muted to  2  to  4  years. 

John  King  Holliway — Committed  from  Cascade  county  April  20,  1922. 
Crime,  robbery;  sentence,  5  to  10  years.  Because  of  his  previous  good 
record,  his  youth  and  his  conduct  while  in  prison,  his  sentence  was  on 
April  18,  1923,  commuted  to  2  to  4  years. 

Edward  Nelson— Committed  from  Daniels  county  February  19,  1923. 
Crime,  second  degree  arson;  sentence,  1  to  2  years.  The  Judge,  County 
Attorney  and  Assistant  Fire  Marshal  recommended  clemency,  and  on  April 
28,  1923,  the  sentence  was  commuted  to  6  months  to  1  year. 

Charles  Berger — Committed  from  Sweet  Grass  county  January 
13,  1923.  Crime,  carrying  concealed  weapons;  sentence,  lYz  to  3  years. 
Numerous  letters  and  petitions  were  filed  in  the  prisoner's  behalf,  includ- 
ing one  from  the  County  Attorney.  On  May  9,  1923,  the  sentence  was 
commuted  to  9  months  to  18  months. 

Roy  C.  Spangler — Committed  from  Cascade  county  October  15,  1922. 
Crime,  grand  larceny;  sentence,  2  to  4  years.  The  County  Attorney 
strongly  urged  executive  action,  and  on  May  10,  1923,  the  sentence  was 
cut  to  14  months  to  3  years. 

Jack  Clark — Committed  to  the  Flathead  county  jail  May  15,  1923. 
Crime,  violation  of  liquor  laws;  sentence,  60  days  and  a  fine  of  $600. 
Because  of  recommendations  by  the  Judge  and  County  Attorney,  the  sen- 
tence was  on  June  4,  1923,  commuted  to  30  days  in  the  county  jail  and 
a  fine  of  $600. 

W.  J.  Little — Committed  from  Silver  Bow  county  March  7,  1917. 
Crime,  second  degree  murder;  sentence,  40  to  80  years.  Upon  the  rec- 
ommendation of  Judge  Jackson,  who  was  prosecuting  attorney  at  the  time 
of  the  trial,  the  sentence  was  dn  June  18,  1923,  commuted  to  12  to  14 
years. 

Jack  Hanson — Committed  from  Richland  county  November  1,  1919. 
Crime,  grand  larceny;  sentence,  2  to  6  years.  Because  of  his  youth  and 
this  having  been  his  first  offense,  the  sentence  was  on  June  18,  1923,  com- 
muted to  2  to  4  years,  conditioned  on  his  reimbursement  of  the  State  for 
the  expenses  of  his  recapture  and  return  to  the  prison  in  1920. 

Jack  Riley — Committed  from  Cascade  county,  December  8,  1917. 
Crime,  second  degree  murder;  sentence,  30  to  60  years.  On  the  recom- 
mendations of  Judge  Dwyer,  Senator  Speer,  the  Warden  and  others,  the 
sentence  was  on  June  18,  1923,  commuted  to  12  to  25  years. 

Mack  Hickerson — Committed  from  Mineral  county  June  21,  1920. 
Crime,  attempted  rape;  sentence,  8  to  16  years.  On  the  strength  of  a 
letter  from  the  trial  Judge  the  sentence  was  on  June  18,  1923,  commuted 
to  6  to  10  years. 

Albert  E.  Victor — Committed  from  Silver  Bow  county.    Crime,  bur- 
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glary  and  prior  conviction;  sentence,  15  to  30  years.  It  was  ( apparent 
that  this  was  a  case  of  mistaken  identity  and  that  the  man  had  been  con- 
victed because  he  had  been  in  prison  before.  Those  associated  with  Victor 
in  the  crime  had  been  paroled.  On  June  18,  1923,  the  sentence  was  com- 
muted to  7  to  14  years. 

Joel  Holcomb — Committed  from  Rosebud  county,  May  28,  1918.  Crime, 
murder  in  the  second  degree;  sentence,  15  to  30  years.  On  the  recom- 
mendation of  Judge,  County  Attorney  and  Warden  the  sentence  was  on 
June  18,  1923,  commuted  to  10  to  20  years. 

Alfred  J.  Brantingham — Committed  from  Silver  Bow  county  May 
22,  1922.  Crime,  obtaining  money  under  false  pretenses;  sentence,  6  to 
12  years.  On  recommendation  of  the  Judge,  County  Attorney  and  others 
the  sentence  was  on  August  16,  1923,  commuted  to  5  to  12  years. 

Jos.  W.  Jacobs — Committed  from  Silver  Bow  county  March  27,  1919. 
Crime,  robbery;  sentence,  10  to  20  years.  On  recommendation  of  Judge 
Jackson  and  Lynch  and  others,  the  sentence  was  on  August  16,  1923,  com- 
muted to  9  to  12  years. 

John  M.  Berkebile — Committed  from  Phillips  county  December  21, 
1922.  Crime,  grand  larceny;  sentence,  3%  to  7  years.  On  recommenda- 
tion of  Judge  and  County  Attorney  and  many  reputable  citizens,  the 
sentence  was  on  August  16,  1923,  commuted  to  IV2  to  3  years. 

Thomas  Casey — Committed  from  Glacier  county  October  27,  1922. 
Crime,  second  degree  burglary;  sentence,  2  to  4  years.  It  being  apparent 
that  the  prisoner  was  likely  to  die  if  longer  confined  to  prison,  the  sen- 
tence was  on  September  11,  1923,  commuted  to  20  to  24  months. 

Henry  Ehlers — Committed  from  Silver  Bow  county  May  8,  1922. 
Crime,  grand  larceny;  sentence,  5  to  10  years.  Many  citizens  appealed  on 
the  prisoner's  behalf,  expressing  the  belief  that  Ehlers  was  not  guilty  and 
that  if  guilty,  the  penalty  was  too  severe.  On  September  11,  1923,  the 
sentence  was  commuted  to  3  to  5  years. 

Ed  Gieske — Committed  from  Silver  Bow  county  December  18,  1919. 
Crime,  attempted  rape;  sentence,  24  to  48  years.  The  prisoner  was  62 
years  old  and  on  statements  by  the  Judge  and  County  Atorney  who  tried 
the  case  the  sentence  was  on  September  24,  1923,  commuted  to  8  to  12 
years. 

Joe  Nadau — Committed  from  Custer  county  April  23,  1923.  Crime, 
grand  larceny;  sentence,  3  to  6  years.  The  man  was  drunk  when  the 
crime  was  committed.  Acting  on  recommendation  and  the  belief  that  the 
prisoner  had  been  sufficiently  punished,  the  sentence  was  on  September 
24,  1923,  commuted  to  2  to  4  years. 

Cecil  Wilson — Committed  from  Judith  Basin  county  October  4,  1923. 
Crime,  burglary  in  the  second  degree;  sentence,  2  to  4  years.  Because 
the  prisoner  was  only  15  years  of  age,  the  Governor  on  November  28,  1923, 
recommended  his  transfer  to  the  State  Industrial  School  at  Miles  City. 

Clarence  B.  Young — Committed  June  7,  1905,  from  Granite  county. 
Crime,  holding  up  Northern  Pacific  train;  sentence,  50  years.  March  8, 
1908,  crime  prison  breaking;  sentence,  life.  Many  letters  were  presented 
testifying  to  Young's  good  conduct  prior  to  the  commission  of  this  crime, 
and  in  consideration  of  the  fact  that  he  was  a  young  man  when  the  of- 
fense was  committed,  the  sentence  was  on  February  23,  1924,  commuted 
to  30  years. 

Phil  Michael — Committed  from  Silver  Bow  county  February  13,  1923. 
Crime,  first  degree  assault;  sentence,  5  to  10  years.  On  recommendation 
of  the  Judge  and  County  Attorney  the  sentence  was  on  March  20,  1924, 
commuted  to  2  to  3  years. 

Joe  Barnhard  and  Harry  Koch — Committed  from  Rosebud  county 
December  20,  1923.  Crime,  stealing  30  bushels  of  wheat;  sentence,  1  to 
4  years.  Judge,  County  Attorney  and  others  recommended  clemency.  On 
March  20,  1924,  the  sentences  were  commuted  to  6  months  to  2  years. 
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Paul  Mihalovich — Committed  from  Golden  Valley  county  October  17, 
1922.  Crime,  statutory  rape;  sentence,  2  to  4  years.  As  Judge,  County 
Attorney  and  others  recommended  clemency,  and  further  incarceration 
would  have  left  his  wife  and  children  as  public  charges,  his  sentence  was 
on  March  20,  1924,  commuted  to  4  months  to  1  year. 

John  Watkins — Committed  in  Fergus  county  January  8,  1924,  to 
county  jail.  Crime,  violation  of  liquor  laws;  sentence,  90  days  in  county 
jail  and  a  fine  of  $300.00.  Clemency  was  recommended  by  the  trial  judge, 
who  found  after  the  trial  that  the  crime  was  committed  in  another  county. 
The  prisoner's  family  were  being  cared  for  by  the  county.  On  April  22, 
1924,  the  sentence  was  commuted  to  90  days  and  $25  fine. 

Joseph  E.  Allen— Committed  from  Richland  County  Feb.  26,  1923. 
Crime,  grand  larceny,  sentence,  4  to  8  years.  On  Recommendation  of  the 
trial  judge,  Deputy  Sheriff  and  Warden,  the  sentence  was  on  April  26, 
1924,  commuted  to  2  to  4  years. 

John  T.  Dwyer  and  Jacob  Fischer — Committed  from  Valley  county  Feb. 
28,  1923.  Crime,  violation  of  liquor  laws;  sentence,  in  Dwyer's  case,  county 
jail  5  months  and  $1,000  fine;  in  Fischer's  case,  county  jail  5  months  and 
$1,500  fine.  The  trial  Judge  recommended  clemency  because  he  thought 
at  time  of  sentence  that  the  men  had  the  money  with  which  to  pay  the 
fines,  but  later  discovered  his  mistake.  Each  had  served  more  than  a 
year.  On  May  1,  1924,  Dwyer's  sentence  was  cut  to  5  months  and 
$400,  and  Fischer's  to  5  months  and  $500. 

James  Minor — Committed  fromj  Yellowstone  county  Sept.  5,  1923. 
Crime,  grand  larceny;  sentence,  2  to  4  years.  Minor  was  19  years  old  at 
the  time  of  the  crime,  and  on  recommendation  of  the  Judge,  County  At- 
torney an,p"  others  the  sentence  was  on  May  2,  1924,  commuted  to  16 
months  to  2  years. 

John  S.  Goforth  and  John  T.  Goforth — Committed  from  Beaverhead 
county  March  17,  1924.  Crime,  theft  of  an  automobile;  sentence  7  to  14 
years.  The  prisoners  were  respectively  18  and  19  years  of  age.  On  the 
ground  that  the  punishment  were  excessive,  their  sentences  were  on  June 
12,  1924,  commuted  to  seven  months. 

Robert  Worth — Committed  from  Musselshell  county  Dec.  2,  1916, 
Crime,  white  slavery;  sentence  18  to  20  years.  Because  of  recommendations 
of  officials  and  the  belief  that  Worth  had  been  sufficiently  punished,  his 
sentence  was  on  June  25,  1924,  commuted  to  10  to  12  years. 

Ernest  A.  Hoiland — Committed  to  the  Flathead  county  jail  in  December 
1920,  on  a  plea  of  guilty  to  a  charge  of  violating  the  liquor  laws;  sen- 
tenced to  30  days  in  jail  and  to  pay  a  fine  of  $300.  On  recommendation 
of  Judge  and  CountyAttorney  the  fine  was  remitted  on  July  22,  1924. 

M.  T.  Polich— Committed  Dec.  1,  1923,  to  Musselshell  county  jail. 
Crime,  violation  of  liquor  laws;  sentence,  90  days  in  jail  and  a  fine 
of  $500.  On  recommendation  of  officials  the  jail  sentence  was  on  Aug. 
1,  1924,  cut  to  45  days. 

Chester  B.  Loudon — Committed  from  McCone  county  Nov.  17,  1923. 
Crime,  Statutory  rape;  sentence,  2  to  4  years.  On  statements  by  Judge 
and  County  Attorney,  sentence  was  on  Aug.  1,  1924,  commuted  to  18 
months  to  2  years. 

George  Williams — Committed  Jan.  19,  1924,  from  Ravalli  county. 
Crime,  Statutory  rape;  sentence,  2  to  4  years.  On  recommendation  of  the 
jurors  in  the  case  sentence  was  on  Aug.  1,  1924,  commuted  to  1  to  2  years. 

George  Albertson — Committed  from  Silver  Bow  county,  Jan.  31,  1924. 
Crime,  forgery;  sentence,  3  to  7  years.  In  view  of  statements  of  Judge 
and  County  Attorney  and  others,  sentence  was  on  Aug.  5,  1924,  commuted 
to  1  to  3  years. 

Enoch  Flyum — Committed  Dec.  12,  1922,  from  Sweet  Grass  County. 
Crime,  Statutory  rape;  sentence,  12%  to  25  years.  Ten  of  the  jurors  pre- 
sented a  request  for  clemency;  being  of  the  opinion  that  the  prisoner  was 
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not  guilty.    On  Nov.  8,  1924,  the  sentence  was  commuted  to  3  to  5  years. 

Jacob  Hakala — Committed  March  11,  1917,  from  Silver  Bow  county. 
Crime,  murder;  sentence,  life.  On  strength  of  recommendations  by  prison 
officials,  sentence  was  on  Nov.  15,  1924,  commuted  to  15  to  20  years. 

Leonard  Isaacson — Committed  May  19,  1918,  from  Silver  Bow  county. 
Crime,  second  degree  murder;  sentence,  40  to  80  years.  Because  of  doubt 
as  to  guilt  of  the  prisoner  and  statements  by  persons  familiar  with  the  case, 
the  sentence  was  on  Nov.  15,  1924,  commuted  to  12  to  20  years,  conditioned 
on  Isaacson's  immediate  return  to  his  eld  home  in  Finland. 

Berry  Doby — Committed  from  Carter  county,  Oct.  7,  1918.  Crime, 
second  degree  murder;  sentence,  15  to  90  years.  Because  of  requests  of 
Judge  and  emmbers  of  the  board  of  county  commissioners,  sentence  was  on 
Nov.  15,  1924,  commuted  to  12  to  15  years. 

George  Hamm — Committed  from  Missoula  county,  March  9,  1920. 
Crime,  statutory  rape;  sentence,  12  to  24  years.  On  recommendation  of 
the  County  Attorney  and  Warden,  sentence  was  on  Nov.  26,  1924,  commuted 
to  8  to  10  years. 

Joe  Reiser — Committed  Feb.  28,  1916,  from  Gallatin  county.  Crime, 
second  degree  murder;  sentence,  40  to  50  years.  On  recommendation  of 
the  Warden  and  because  of  the  prisoner's  good  record  sentence  was  on  Nov. 
26,  1924,  commuted  to  16  to  20  years. 

Lester  Babb — Committed  from  Dawson  county,  Feb.  24,  1921.  Crime, 
statutory  rape;  sentence,  15  to  30  years.  On  recommendation  of  the 
Warden  sentence  was  on  Nov.  26,  1924,  commuted  to  7  to  10  years. 

Rennie  Mignault — Committed  from  Richland  county  June  14,  1918. 
Crime,  murder;  sentence,  life.  On  statements  of  Judge  and  County  At- 
torney sentence  was  on  Dec.  2,  1924,  commuted  to  13  to  20  years. 

Adolph  Scharf — Committed  from  Park  county  Jan.  28,  1924.  Crime, 
statutory  rape;  sentence,  5  to  10  years.  Because  of  recommendations  by 
the  Judge,  County  Attorney  and  Warden,  sentence  was  on  Dec.  2,  1924, 
commuted  to  2  to  3  years. 

Ralph  Brevik — Committed  from  Daniels  county  April  20,  1924. |  Crime, 
statutory  rape;  sentence,  3  to  6  years.  On  petition  by  many  citizens  of 
his  county,  sentence  was  on  Dec.  2,  1924,  commuted  to  16  months  to  2  years. 

William  Mumford — Commited  from  Valley  county  Jan.  24,  1924.  Crime, 
manslaughter;  sentence,  5  to  10  years.  Upon  petition  of  six  of  the  jurors 
in  the  case,  and  others,  sentence  was  on  Dec.  6,  1924,  commuted  to  2  to  4 
years. 

Chas.  T.  Kalbow — Committed  July  4,  1921,  from  McCone  county.  Crime, 
statutory  rape;  sentence,  15  years.  The  prisoner  was  56  years  of  age  and 
on  recommendation  of  the  Warden  sentence  was  on  Dec.  10,  1924,  commuted 
to  7  to  10  years. 

Nick  Pavich — Committed  from  Lewis  and  Clark  county  for  murder. 
Sentence,  48  to  96  years.  Pavich  had  served  more  than  7  years.  On  recom- 
mendation of  the  Warden  sentence  was  on  Dec.  10,  1924,  commuted  to  15 
to  20  years. 

Joseph  Burshia — Committed  from  Roosevelt  county  Feb.  9,  1920.  Crime, 
second  degree  murder;  sentence,  15  to  30  years.  Six  of  the  jurors  re- 
quested clemency  and  in  this  were  joined  by  other  prominent  citizens  of  the 
county.    Sentence  was  on  Dec.  15,  1924,  commuted  to  11  to  15  years. 

Daniel  Merrigan — Committed  from  Silver  Bow  county  Oct.  7,  1919. 
Crime,  second  degree  murder;  sentence,  40  to  80  years.  On  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Warden  and  others  sentence  in  the  case  of  Merrigan,  who  is 
64  years  old,  was  on  Dec.  15,  1924,  commuted  to  10Y2  to  15  years. 

William  A.  Hedrick — Committed  Dec.  21,  1919,  from  Carter  county. 
Crime,  second  degree  murder;  sentence,  25  to  50  years.  On  recommenda- 
tion of  Senator  John  Oliver,  Judge  Comer  and  others,  sentence  was  on  Dec. 
17,  1924,  commuted  to  10  to  20  years. 

Ray  Newell — Committed  from  Ravalli  county  July  27,   1924.  Crime, 
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burglary;  sentence,  2  to  4  years.  On  recommendation  of  the  county  At- 
torney and  others  sentence  was  on  Dec.  17,  1924,  commuted  to  1  to  2  years.

Resolved*  That  the  members  of  the  Senate  of  the  Nineteenth  Legisla- 
tive Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana,  deploring  the  recent  death  of  Ex- 
Governor  Edwin  Lee  Norris,  desiring  to  express  in  permanent  form  their 
esteem  and  the  esteem  of  the  people  of  this  Commonwealth  of  his  life  and 
character  and  public  services,  present  this  memorial  for  preservation  in  the 
records  of  the  Senate: 

Edwin  Lee  Norris  was  born  August  15,  1865,  in  Cumberland  county, 
state  of  Kentucky.  He  was  the  son  of  W.  W.  Norris  and  Martha  Nunn,  both  , 
pioneers  of  Kentucky  and  of  revolutionary  stock.  He  received  his  primary 
education  in  the  public  schools  of  his  native  state  and  afterwards,  in  1886, 
was  graduated  from  the  Southern  Normal  School  at  Bowling  Green.  He 
taught  school  for  two  years,  during  which  period  he  pursued  the  study  of 
law  when  not  absorbed  in  his  duties  as  an  instructor. 

In  December,  1888,  he  changed  his  residence  to  Dillon,  Montana,  where 
he  studied  law  under  his  preceptor,  the  Honorable  Robert  B.  Smith,  who 
afterwards  became  governor  of  this  Commonwealth.  During  October,  1889, 
he  was  admitted  to  the  bar  of  this  state,  and  immediately  entered  upon  the 
practice  of  his  profession  at  Dillon.  As  an  early  recognition  of  his  ability 
as  a  young  lawyer,  he  was  appointed  city  attorney  of  Dillon,  in  which 
capacity  he  served  for  a  period  of  five  years.  He  also  became  a  member 
of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Beaverhead  county  high  school  and  was  ap- 
pointed as  a  member  of  the  local  board  of  the  State  Normal  School  He 
married  Miss  Betty  Wilkins,  a  daughter  of  his  native  state,  April  19,  1892. 
He  was  elected  state  senator  from  Beaverhead  county  in  1896.  During  his 
four-year  term  as  senator  he  rendered  valuable  services  to  the  state  of  his 
adoption.  The  journals  of  this  honorable  body  record  his  intelligent  and 
patriotic  labors  during  that  period. 

He  was  elected  lieutenant-governor  of  Montana  at  the  November  elec- 
tion of  1904  and  was  installed  in  office  in  the  following  January.  Upon 
the  resignation  of  the  governor,  the  Honorable  Joseph  K.  Toole,  he  became 
governor  and  served  as  such  from  April  1,  1908,  until  January,  1909.  At 
the  November  election  of  1908  he  was  elected  governor  of  Montana  and  was 
inaugurated  in  January,  1909.  He  served  as  governor  during  the  full  term 
for  which  he  was  elected,  which  expired  January,  1913. 

Upon  the  expiration  of  his  term  as  governor,  although  urged  by  his 
personal  friends  and  many  admirers  to  seek  re-election,  he  retired  from 
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public  life,  and  after  having  served  the  people  of  his  adopted  state  in  dif- 
ferent official  capacities  for  some  twenty-two  or  twenty-three  years,  and 
during  the  most  vigorous  period  of  his  young  manhood,  entered  again  upon 
the  practice  of  his  chosen  profession  at  Great  Falls,  Montana.  He  there 
soon  became  one  of  the  leaders  of  the  bar  and  acquired  a  lucrative  practice 
which  extended  throughout  the  state.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Masonic 
order  and  of  the  order  of  Elks.  He  died  at  Great  Falls,  Montana,  April  25, 
1924. 

Edwin  Lee  Norris  was  truly  a  gentleman  of  the  old  school;  intelligent, 
intellectual  and  courageous,  with  a  heart  full  of  loving  kindness  and  gentle- 
ness He  was  mentally  and  practically  honest  in  all  activities  throughout 
his  life.  He  considered  a  public  office  a  public  trust  and  he  executed  such 
a  trust  without  hestitation,  pursuant  to  his  conscience  and  the  judgment 
of  a  thoughtful,  honest  and  cultivated  mind.  He  had  no  ambitions  for  per- 
sonal aggrandizement  and  sought  only  to  serve  well  the  people  whom  he 
represented.  He  served  no  special  interests,  the  humblest  citizen  received 
as  great  attention  as  did  the  high  and  mighty. 

As  president  of  the  Senate,  he  presided  with  dignity  and  grace,  and  his 
rulings  were  always  just  and  impartial,  and  his  association  with  his  fellow- 
senators  was  frank,  congenial  and  harmonious.  From  temperament  and 
ability  he  was  eminently  fitted  to  fill  the  gubernatorial  chair,  and  his  ad- 
ministration was  a  marked  success.  There  was  little  dissension,  but  great 
prosperity  among  the  people.  There  was  much  important  legislation  en- 
acted during  his  administration  and  the  state  institutions  expanded  and 
were  prosperous.  If  all  of  the  important  events  and  official  acts  that  oc- 
curred during  his  administration  were  fully  set  forth  herein,  this  memorial 
would  be  of  undue  length. 

A  faithful  public  servant,  a  great  governor  and  an  excellent  Christian 
gentleman  has  gone  from  us  forever. 

Resolved,  That  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Montana  extend  its  profound 
sympathy  to  his  bereaved  wife  and  family,  mourning  their  loss  as  its  own 
loss,  and  the  loss  of  the  people  of  this  Commonwealth  which  he  so  faithfully 
and  ably  served. 

Resolved,  That  this  memorial  be  made  a  part  of  the  permanent  records 
of  this  Senate,  and  that  a  copy  of  the  same  be  sent  by  the  secretary  of 
this  body  to  his  wife  and  other  members  of  his  family. 

Moved  by  Senator  Hazelbaker,  duly  seconded  and  carried,  that  out  of 
respect  to  the  memory  of  the  late  Edwin  L.  Norris,  former  Governor  of 
Montana,  the  Senate  adjourn  until  1:00  P.  M.,  January  13,  1925.

Whereas,  Under  the  present  Reclamation  Act  many  thousands  of  acres 
have  been  reclaimed  and  farmers  induced  to  settle  thereon,  who  could  not 
possibly  make  a  success  of  their  business,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  prices 
obtainable,  due  to  overproduction  of  farm  products  for  a  number  of  years, 
have  not  paid  the  cost  of  production  upon  many  of  the  staple  crops. 

Now,  Therefore  Be  It  Resolved,  The  House  of  Representatives  con- 
curring, that  we  of  the  Nineteenth  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Montana  do  hereby  petition  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  to  imme- 
diately modify  the  present  federal  reclamation  policy  to  accomplish  the 
following  purposes: 

1.  Equal  and  exact  justice  to  farmers  who  have  been  induced  to  settle 
upon  Government  irrigation  projects. 

2.  To  prohibit  the  creation  of  any  more  such  projects  until  such  time 
as  more  farmers  are  needed  to  furnish  at  a  fair  price  to  the  grower  the 
foodstuffs  necessary  to  the  nation.

Senate  Joint  Resolution  No.  3,  introduced  by  Scofield:  A  Joint  Resolu- 
tion relating  to  the  opening  of  the  Great  Lakes-St.  Lawrence  waterway 
from  Duluth  to  the  sea. 

Whereas,  The  opening  of  and  direct  passage  from  Duluth  to  the  sea 
through  the  St.  Lawrence  River  enabling  ocean  going  vessels  to  load  at 
Duluth  and  other  Lake  ports  for  any  port  in  the  world,  is  absolutely  neces- 
sary to  bring  the  Great  West  in  close  contact  with  the  markets  of  the 
world;  and 

Whereas,  This  route  shortens  the  distance  from  Montana  to  Northern 
Europe  five  hundred  miles  and  places  all  points  in  the  Great  West  one 
thousand  miles  nearer  an  ocean  port,  thereby  enabling  us  to  ship  to  market 
the  products  of  our  farms,  mines  and  factories,  at  rates  that  would  enable 
us  to  sell  them  at  a  profit  and  also  create  numerous  new  industries  that 
cannot  now  be  operated  without  loss;  and 

Whereas,  The  International  Commission,  established  by  the  United 
States  and  Canadian  Governments  to  consider  the  advisability  of  opening 
the  Great  Lakes  to  ocean  going  ships,  and  to  employ  engineers  to  make  pre- 
liminary surveys  and  report;  did  report  on  June  9,  1921,  favorably  to  Con- 
gress; and 

Whereas,  The  establishment  of  this  route  to  the  sea  is  the  only  hope 
of  this  great  Midland  Empire  for  a  reduction  of  freight  rates. 

Now,  Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved,  By  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Montana, 
the  House  of  Representatives  concurring,  that  our  representatives  in  the 
Senate  and  Congress  of  the  United  States  be  and  are  hereby  requested  to 
bring  this  matter  before  their  respective  Legislative  bodies;  explain  to 
them  the  imperative  necessity  now  existing  for  said  waterway,  and  do  all 
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in  their  power  to  get  the  United  States  Government  to  take  immediate  action 
to  make  this  waterway  a  reality  in  the  near  future. 

Be  It  Further  Resolved,  That  a  copy  hereof  be  transmitted  by  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  State  of  Montana  to  the  Senators  and  Representatives  of  the 
State  of  Montana  in  Congress,  and  that  they  be  urged  to  use  their  best 
efforts  to  obtain  Congressional  action  as  herein  indicated."  Referred  to 
Committee  on  Federal  Relations. 

MOTIONS  AND  RESOLUTIONS 

Senator  Paul  submitted  the  following  resolution: 
Senate  Resolution  No.  3: 

Whereas,  Section  20  of  Article  VII  of  the  Constitution  provides,  among 
other  things  as  follows: 

"The  governor,  secretary  of  state  and  attorney  general  shall  constitute 
a  board  of  state  prison  commissioners,  which  board  shall  have  such  super- 
vision of  all  matters  connected  with  the  state  prisons  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  law.  They  shall  constitute  a  board  of  examiners,  with  power  to  examine 
all  claims  against  the  state,  except  salaries  or  compensation  of  officers 
fixed  by  law,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 
And  no  claim  against  the  state,  except  for  salaries  and  compensation  of 
officers  fixed  by  law,  shall  be  passed  upon  by  the  legislative  assembly 
without  first  having  been  considered  and  acted  upon  by  said  board." 

And  Whereas,  Section  241  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana  of  1921  is 
as  follows: 

"Claims  Provided  for,  But  for  Which  There  Is  No  Appropriation.  If  no 
appropriation  has  been  made  for  the  payment  of  any  claim  presented  to  the 
board,  the  settlement  of  which  is  provided  for  by  law,  or  if  an  appropria- 
tion made  has  been  exhausted,  the  board  must  audit  the  same,  and  if  they 
approve  it,  must  transmit  it  to  the  legislative  assembly  with  a  statement 
of  their  approval." 

And  Whereas,  Section  242  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana  of  1921 
is  as  follows: 

"Unsettled  Claims.  Any  person  having  a  claim  against  the  State,  the 
settlement  of  which  is  not  otherwise  provided  for  by  law,  must  present  the 
same  to  the  board  of  examiners,  at  least  two  months  before  the  meeting 
of  the  legislative  assembly,  accompanied  by  a  statement  showing  the  facts 
constituting  the  claim,  verified  in  the  same  manner  as  complaints  in  civil 
actions." 

And  Whereas,  Section  243  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana  of  1921  is 
as  follows: 

"Time  for  Meeting  for  Action  on  Unsettled  Claims.  On  the  first  Mon- 
day of  November  preceding  the  meeting  of  each  legislative  assembly,  the 
board  must  hold  a  session  for  the  purpose  of  examining  the  class  of  claims 
referred  to  it  in  the  preceding  section,  and  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time 
until  their  work  is  completed.  They  must  cause  a  list  and  brief  abstract  of 
all  claims  filed  with  them  up  to  that  date  to  be  made  and  published  in  some 
newspaper  at  the  seat  of  government  for  such  time  as  they  may  prescribe. 
The  list  must  be  accompanied  by  a  general  notice  of  the  order  in  which  and 
of  the  time  when  the  board  will  proceed  to  examine  the  claims." 

And  Whereas,  Section  244  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana  of  1921 
is  as  follows: 

"Proof  and  Examination  of  Such  Claims.  The  board  must  at  the  time 
designated  proceed  to  examine  and  adjust  all  such  claims.  They  may  hear 
evidence  in  support  of  or  against  them,  and  report  to  the  legislative  assem- 
bly such  facts  and  recommendations  concerning  them  as  they  may  think 
proper.  In  making  their  recommendations  they  may  state  and  use  any 
official  or  personal  knowledge  which  any  member  of  the  board  may  have 
touching  such  claims." 
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And  Whereas,  Section  245  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana  of  1921  is 
as  follows: 

"Report  on  Such  Claim.  The  board  must  make  up  their  report  and 
recommendations  at  least  thirty  days  before  the  meeting  of  the  legislative 
assembly.  A  brief  abstract  of  their  report  showing  the  claims  rejected,  and 
those,  or  the  amounts  thereof,  allowed,  must  be  published  in  a  newspaper 
published  at  the  seat  of  government  for  such  time  as  the  board  may  pre- 
scribe before  the  meeting  of  the  legislative  assembly." 

Now,  Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved  that  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Mon- 
tana demand  a  full  statement  of  all  claims  presented  to  the  State  Board 
of  Examiners  for  allowance,  and  which  this  legislative  assembly  must  ap- 
propriate money  for  the  payment  thereof,  and  that  a  report  of  the  same, 
together  with  all  information  in  connection  therewith  be  presented  to  the 
Senate  as  soon  as  possible  after  receipt  of  a  copy  of  this  Resolution.

The  following  majority  report  of  the  Committee  on  Elections  and 
Privileges  was  read: 

Report  of  Committee  on  Privileges  and  Elections  is  re  contest  of  J.  H. 
Lyle  vs.  Ralph  H.  Tower,  as  to  which  is  entitled  to  be  seated  as  state 
senator  from  Lake  county. 

We  a  majority  of  your  Committee  on  Privileges  and  Elections  having 
had  under  consideration  the  contention  between  Mr.  J.  H.  Lyle  and  Mr. 
Ralph  H.  Tower  as  to  which  thereof  is  entitled  to  represent  the  County  of 
Lake  in  the  Montana  State  Senate  at  this  session  of  the  Legislature  beg 
leave  to  report  as  follows: 

That  your  committee  gave  each  of  the  above  parties  an  opportunity  to 
be  heard  before  the  committee  both  in  person  and  by  counsel  and  the  fol- 
lowing facts  are  agreed  to-wit: 

That  Lake  county  was  created  at  a  special  election  held  on  the  30th 
day  of  April,  1923,  called  by  the  county  commissioners  of  Flathead  county 
under  the  provisions  of  the  special  act  of  the  Legislature  providing  for  the 
creation  of  new  counties.  That  in  said  special  election  provision  was  made 
for  the  election  of  the  State  Senator  from  the  proposed  new  County  of 
Lake.  That  J.  H.  Lyle  was  a  candidate  at  said  special  election  on  the  Demo- 
cratic ticket  for  state  senator  from  said  proposed  county.  That  he  was 
elected  and  served  as  a  state  senator  from  said  Lake  county  in  the  special 
session  of  the  Legislature  called  in  January,  1924.  That  no  writ  of  election 
was  issued  by  the  Governor  for  an  election  to  be  held  in  Lake  County  for 
the  purpose  of  electing  a  state  senator  at  said  special  election  held  on  April 
30,  1923,  as  aforesaid.  That  in  the  fall  of  1924  the  Governor  of  Montana 
in  due  form  issued  a  writ  of  election  calling  for  an  election  of  a  state  sen- 
ator for  Lake  County  at  the  general  election  to  be  held  in  November,  1924. 
That  at  said  election  in  November,  1924,  J.  H.  Lyle  was  the  candidate  on 
the  Democratic  ticket  and  Ralph  H.  Tower  was  the  candidate  on  the  Repub- 
lican ticket,  at  said  election  Ralph  H.  Tower  received  a  majority  of  the 
votes  and  was  issued  a  certificate  of  election  by  the  Board  of  Canvassers 
of  Lake  County.  No  evidence  has  been  presented  to  your  committee  as  to 
any  fraud  having  been  practiced  in  the  election  of  November  1924  by  either 
party  and  nothing  is  presented  here  to  indicate  that  the  people  of  Lake 
County  did  not  have  a  full  and  fair  opportunity  to  express  their  choice  be- 
tween these  two  candidates  for  the  office  of  state  senator.  These  are  all 
of  the  pertinent  facts. 

That  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Montana  is  the  sole  judge  of  the 
election  and  qualification  of  its  members  is  generally  admitted.  This  is 
settled  by  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Montana.  Any  action  therefore 
that  this  Senate  may  take  in  this  matter  can  not  be  questioned  anywhere 
else.  However,  it  behooves  us  as  Senators  and  as  Representatives  of  the 
people  to  act  with  caution  in  such  contests  with  a  view  to  fairness  to  all 
concerned  and  as  nearly  as  possible  to  conform  to  well  established  rules  of 
law.  We  may  look  to  the  decisions  of  our  Courts,  the  opinions  of  our  At- 
torney General,  both  present  and  past,  and  to  the  acts  of  the  State  Legisla- 
ture as  a  guide  in  settling  the  purely  legal  question  involved  in  this  con- 
troversy. 

In  the  act  providing  for  the  creation  of  new  counties  no  mention  is 
made  nor  is  provision  made  for  the  election  of  a  State  Senator  at  any  such 
special  election.  If  any  authority  exists  in  said  act  for  the  calling  of  a 
special  election  to  elect  a  State  Senator  it  must  be  construed  into  the  Act 
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because  it  does  not  contain  in  words  any  such  provision  nor  by  an  reason- 
able inference.  The  question  of  the  election  of  a  State  Senator  under  sim- 
ilar circumstances  was  before  the  Attorney  General's  office  in  1914.  The 
Hon.  D.  M.  Kelly,  then  Attorney  General  had  the  following  to  say: 

June  8,  1914. 

Hon.  Herbert  H.  Hoar, 

Savage,  Montana. 
Dear  Sir: 

Some  doubt  seems  to  exist  as  to  whether  the  persons  selected  at  the 
special  election  at  which  the  county  was  created  to  the  office  of  state 
senator,  clerk  of  the  district  court,  and  county  commissioners,  hold  office 
beyond  the  first  Monday  in  January,  1915.  No  request  has  been  filed 
here,  either  by  you  or  any  other  county  official  for  an  opinion,  but  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  the  question  will  undoubtedly  reach  your  office,  I  thought 
it  not  inadvisable  to  call  your  attention  to  the  law  as  viewed  by  this  de- 
partment, for  similar  questions  arise  in  every  county  that  has  been  created 
since  the  last  general  election. 

Section  4  of  Chapter  133,  Laws  of  1913,  relating  to  the  creation  of 
new  counties,  after  providing  for  the  election  of  county  officers  at  the 
special  election  at  which  the  new  county  is  created,  contains  this  special 
paragraph: 

"All  the  officers  elected  at  said  election,  or  appointed  under  this  Act, 
shall  hold  their  offices  until  the  time  provided  by  general  law  for  the  elec- 
tion and  qualification  of  such  officers  in  this  state  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  elected  and  qualified  and  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the 
term  of  office  of  such  officers,  the  years  said  officers  are  to  hold  office, 
are  to  be  computed  respectively  from  and  including  the  first  Monday  af- 
ter the  first  day  of  January  following  the  last  preceding  general  election." 

Whatever  question  may  exist  as  to  whether  this  provision  has  ap- 
plication to  the  office  of  state  senator,  that  being  a  state  office,  there 
can  be  no  doubt  of  its  application  to  county  officers,  and  the  clerk  of  the 
district  court  is  a  county  officer. 

Sec.  2957,  R.  C.,  Sec.  18  Art.  XVIII,  State  Const. 

The  Constitution  further  provides  that  the  clerk  of  the  court  shall 
be  elected  at  the  same  time  and  for  the  same  term  as  the  district  judge. 

Sec.  18  Art.  XVIII,  State  Const. 
But  district  judges  are  not  elected  until  the  general  election  in  1916.  Hence, 
the  clerk  of  the  court  elected  at  the  special  election  creating  the  county, 
holds  office  until  the  first  Monday  in  January,  1917. 

County  Commissioners  are  likewise  county  officers,  and  under  the  pro- 
visions of  Section  4,  Art.  XVI  of  the  State  Constitution,  they  should  at  the 
first  election  be  elected,  one  for  two  years,  one  for  four  years,  and  one  for 
six  years.  I  am  informed  that  in  that  county  the  term  for  which  commis- 
sioners were  elected,  was  not  designated,  hence,  it  will  be  impossible,  with- 
out another  election  to  determine  which  one  was  elected  for  the  two-year, 
four-year,  or  six-year  term.  I  °m,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that  an  elec* 
tion  should  be  held  this  fall  for  county  commissioners,  for  under  the  act  it- 
self, had  a  commissioner  been  elected  for  a  two-year  term,  his  term  would 
expire  on  the  Monday  of  January,  1915,  and  unless  the  terms  were 
designated,  it  will  require  another  election  to  determine  which  commis- 
sioner was  elected  for  the  two-year  term. 

The  state  senator  is  a  state  officer,  and  so  are  the  representatives, 
but  the  term  of  the  representative  elected,  if  one  was  elected,  would 
under  the  act  itself,  expire  on  the  first  Monday  in  January,  1915,  and  his 
successor  would  therefore,  have  to  be  elected  at  the  coming  general  elec- 
tion. Hence,  it  is  immaterial,  so  far  as  this  election  is  concerned,  whether 
the  representative  was  properly  elected  or  not  at  the  election  creating  the 
county.  The  term  of  the  state  senator,  however,  being  for  four  years, 
presents  a  different  question,  and  it  is  unnecessary  here  to  consider 
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whether  it  was  the  intent  of  the  legislature  that  the  senator  elected  at 
the  special  election  creating  the  county,  should  hold  for  the  full 
term  or  whether  any  senator  at  all  should  be  elected  at  that  election,  for 
the  reason  that  the  provisions  of  the  state  constitution,  being  paramount, 
forbid  any  such  construction  being  placed  upon  the  act  relating  to  the 
creation  of  new  counties.  The  office  of  state  senator  in  that  county  was 
created  at  the  time  the  county  was  created  and  by  reason  of  the  creation 
of  the  county.  It  became  vacant  as  soon  as  created,  for  an  office  newly 
created  becomes  ipso  facto  vacant  in  its  creation." 
State  vs.  Mayor,  41  Mont.  377-383. 

Section  45,  Article  V  of  the  State  Constitution  provides:  "Where 
vacancies  occur  in  either  house,  the  Governor  ....  shall  issue  writs  of 
election  to  fill  the  same." 

This  provision  of  the  constitution  is  mandatory  and  prohibitory. 

Section  29,  Art.  3,  State  vs.  Weston,  29  Mont.  129. 

No  such  writ  of  election  was  issued,  hence,  the  election  of  a  state 
senator  was  as  a  matter  of  law  void.  It  is  further  to  be  noticed  that  no 
such  writ  of  election  could  be  issued,  for  the  office  did  not  exist  until  the 
county  was  created,  and  the  county  was  not  created  until  the  result  of  the 
election  was  declared.  Hence,  it  is  my  judgment  that  a  state  senator 
should  be  elected  at  the  general  election  this  fall.  It  is  well,  however,  to 
note  the  fact  that  under  the  constitution: 

"Each  house  shall  be  the  judge  of  the  elections,  returns  and  qualifica- 
tions of  its  members." 

Sec.  9,  Art.  V  State  Const. 

State  vs.  Kinney,  9  Mont.  232. 

Hence,  while  as  a  matter  of  law,  a  senator  should  be  elected  this 
fall,  yet  it  is  still  within  the  power  of  the  senate,  if  it  so  desired,  to  seat 
the  one  who  was  elected  at  the  special  election,  but  if  the  county  failed  to 
elect  and  the  senate  refused  to  seat  the  one  elected  at  such  special  election, 
then  the  county  would  be  without  representation  in  the  senate.  Hence,  I  be- 
lieve it  is  the  duty  of  the  county  officials  to  hold  an  election  for  state 
senator.

The  above  opinion  is  the  only  one  based  squarely  on  the  proposition 
presented  in  this  test.  There  have  been  other  contests  with  reference  to 
State  senators,  but  in  nearly  all  cases  the  question  involved  was  whether 
or  not  there  had  been  fraud  in  the  election,  or  whether  the  people  had  an 
opportunity  to  fairly  elect  their  representative  or  senator. 

Counsel  for  J.  H.  Lyle  cites  the  case  of  Sligh  vs.  Dingwall,  a  senatorial 
contest  in  1897.  This  case,  however,  is  not  in  point  with  the  present  case. 
Granite  County  was  created  by  an  Act  of  Legislature  in  1893.  The  Legis- 
lature appointed  all  county  officers,  but  did  not  appoint  a  senator  or  rep- 
resentative. Dr.  James  M.  Sligh  was  elected  at  the  general  election  held 
in  1894  as  senator  from  that  county.  In  1896  at  the  general  election  he 
ran  again  and  was  defeated.  His  opponent,  Dingwall,  presented  his  elec- 
tion certificate,  but  the  Senate  decided  that  a  term  of  a  senator  was  four 
years  and  refused  to  seat  Dingwall.  It  will  be  noted  as  a  significant  fact 
in  the  first  place  that  the  State  Legislature  did  not  appoint  a  senator  and 
representative  in  the  act,  leaving  the  matter  to  the  people.  Of  course, 
there  was  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  state  senator,  and  at  a  general  elec- 
tion in  1894  and  pursuant  to  the  proclamation  of  the  Governor,  Dr.  James 
M.  Sligh  was  elected  as  state  senator,  and  undoubtedly  the  action  of  the 
Senate  was  right  in  seating  him.  He  was  elected  at  the  general  election 
pursuant  to  a  proclamation  therefor,  and  entitled  to  his  seat  as  a  state 
senator  for  four  years.  No  such  question  is  involved  in  the  case  at  bar, 
because  J.  H.  Lyle  was  not  elected  at  a  general  election,  and  was  not 
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elected  pursuant  to  a  proclamation  by  the  Governor.  Another  significant 
difference  is  that  the  legislature  did  not  even  assume  to  appoint  a  senator 
or  representative  for  Granite  County,  indicating  that  such  matters  should 
be  left  to  the  people  in  the  regular  way.  There  is  no  similarity  between 
the  Granite  County  case  and  the  case  at  bar. 

The  present  Attorney  General,  Mr.  L.  H.  Foot,  in  submitting  his  re- 
port to  our  committee  calls  attention  to  the  Mayhew  case  found  in  21st 
Mont.  TJiis  was  an  act  creating  Ravalli  County.  The  contest  matter  in- 
volved the  office  of  County  Commissioner.  The  Legislature  appointed  the 
Commissioners.  The  question  turned  on  whether  or  not  a  vacancy  existed 
in  the  office  of  County  Commissioner  of  Ravalli  County,  and  Judge  Pem- 
berkon  held  that  the  act  creating  the  office  also  supplied  the  incumbent, 
and  that  there  was  no  vacancy,  and  it  was  therefore  lawful. 

It  will  be  noted  that  there  is  a  material  distinction  between  the  May- 
hew  case  and  the  case  at  bar,  because  in  the  Mayhew  case  the  Legislature 
itself  did  the  creating  and  appointing,  and  the  office  filled  was  that  of  a 
county  officer,  and  not  a  state  senator.  Furthermore  the  Legislature  in 
such  matter  is  limited  only  by  the  Constitution,  while  the  act  providing 
for  the  creation  of  new  counties  must  Joe  followed,  specifically  in  all  mat- 
ters pertaining  to  the  creation  of  new  counties.  The  source  of  authority 
for  the  act  of  the  commissioners  of  Flathead  County  in  calling  the  special 
election  held  April  30th,  1923,  must  be  found  in  the  special  act  aforesaid, 
and  must  be  exactly  followed. 

The  Mayhew  case  while  not  expressly  referred  to  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Supreme  Court  in  State  vs.  Mayor,  41  Montana  377,  is  in  fact  overruled 
by  the  decision  in  that  case.  It  holds  that  an  office  newly  created  becomes 
ipso  facto  vacant  in  its  creation.  The  Supreme  Court  of  Montana  can  not 
be  presumed  to  have  ignored  the  Mayhew  case.  Neither  case  involves 
the  question  of  state  officers,  such  as  a  state  senator,  the  Mayhew  case 
being  a  county  office  and  State  vs.  Mayor  being  a  city  office.  41  Mont.  377 
must  be  considered  the  law  of  the  State  of  Montana,  since  it  is  the  latest 
expression  of  the  Supreme  Court.  This  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  is 
amply  supported  by  the  authorities. 

State  vs.  Breckenridge,  121  Pac.  810  (Okla.)  says  as  follows: 

"When,  the  office  came  into  being,  there  was,  ipso  facto,  a  vacancy  in 
the  office." 

Words  and  phrases  Vol.  8,  page  7261  has  the  following  to  say: 

It  has  been  held  that  a  "Vacancy"  may  exist  when  an  office  is 
created  and  no  one  has  been  appointed  to  fill  it;  and  it  has  been  said  an 
existing  office  without  an  incumbent  is  vacant  whether  it  be  a  new  or  an 
old  one."  •

State  ex  rel.  Van  Buskirk  v.  Boedecker,  56  Mo.  17,  21;  State  v.  Con- 
don, 65  S.  W.  871,  875,  108  Tenn.  82;  State  vs.  Scott  15  S.  E.  405,  407,  36 
W.  Va.  704. 

A  vacant  office  is  an  office  without  an  incumbent,  and  it  can  make 
no  difference  whether  the  office  be  new  or  an  old  one.  An  old  office  is 
vacated  by  death,  resignation,  or  removal.  An  office  newly  created  be- 
comes ipso  facto  vacant  in  its  creation. 

State  ex  rel.  Brown  v.  McMillan,  18  S.  W.  784,  786,  108  Mo.  153.  Thus, 
there  is  a  "vacancy"  within  the  meaning  of  Const.  Art.  7,  P.  50,  providing 
that  all  vacancies  occuring  in  certain  judicial  offices  shall  be  filled  by 
special  election,  by  the  fact  of  the  creation  of  an  additional  judgeship. 

State  v.  Askew,  2  S.  W.  349,  351  48  Ark.  82. 
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Where  a  new  county  was  created  by  the  Legislature  out  of  territory 
taken  from  two  adjoining-  counties,  the  office  of  sheriff:  an,d  other,  county 
offices  in  such  new  county  were  vacant,  and  could  be  filled  either  by  ap- 
pointment by  the  Legislature  or  by  the  Governor.  The  court  said:  "There 
is  no  technical  nor  peculiar  meaning  to  the  word  'vacant,'  as  used  in  the 
constitution.  It  means  empty,  unoccupied,  as  applied  to  an  office  without 
an  incumbent.  There  is  no  basis  for  the  distinction  urged  that  it  applied 
only  to  the  office  vacated  by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise.  An  existing 
office  without  an  incumbent  is  vacant  whether  it  be  a  new  one  or  ah  old 
one.  A  new  house  is  as  vacant  as  one  inhabited  for  years,  but  abandoned 
yesterday.    We  must  take  the  words  in  their  usual  sense."  « 

State  v.  Irwin,  5  Nev.  Ill,  130.  ; 

The  foregoing  is  one  view  of  the  case  and  established  the  rule  that 
the  office  was  vacant  in  its  creation  and  required  a  writ  of  election  by  the 
Governor  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Another  view  is  that  the  election  was  void  from  the  beginning  an$ 
office  was  vacant  because  of  a  void  election. 

The  opinion  of  Attorney  General  Kelly  above  cited  states  that  a  state 
senator  is  a  state  officer,  this  we  believe  to  be  a  fact,  and  the  law  of  this 
state.  '  :        ;  .  Y 

Sec.  1,  Art.  IV  of  the  Constitution  says:  "The  powers  of  the  govern- 
ment of  this  state  are  divided  into  three  distinct  departments:  The  Leg- 
islative, Executive,  and  Judicial,  and  no  person  ior  collection  of  persons 
charged  with  the  exercise  of  powers,  properly  belonging  to  one  of  these 
departments,  shall  exercise  any  power  properly  belonging  to  either  of  the 
other,  except  as  in  this  Constitution  expressly  directed  pr  permitted;" 

Sec.  1,  Art.  V  provides  as  follows:  "The  Legislative  authority  of 
the  state  shall  be  vested  in  a  legislative  assembly,  consisting  of  a  Senate 
and  House  of  Representatives — etc."  The  quotation  from  the  State  Con- 
stitution of  themselves  are  sufficient  to  indicate  that  the  state  senator 
is  a  state  officer.  In  adition  to  this  information,  Sec.  VI  of  Art  19  of  the 
Constitution  provides  that  all  county  officers  shall  keep  their  offices  at 
the  county  seat  of  their  respective  county. 

Section  V  of  Art.  XVI,  provides  as  follows: 

There  shall  be  elected  in  each  county  the  following  officers:  One 
county  clerk,  who  shall  be  clerk  of  the  board  of  the  county  commissioners 
and  ex-officio  recorder;  one  sheriff;  one  treasurer,  who  shall  be  collector 
of  taxes;  provided,  that  no  person  shall  hold  the  office  of  county  treasurer 
for  more  than  two  consecutive  terms;  one  county  superintendent  of  schools, 
one  county  surveyor;  one  assessor;  one  coroner;  one  public  administrator. 
Persons  elected  to  the  different  offices  named  in  this  section  shall  hold 
their  respective  offices  for  the  term  of  two  years,  and^until  their  succes- 
sors are  elected  and  qualified.  Vacancies  in  all  county  townships  and 
precinct  offices,  except  that  of  county  commissioners  shall  be  filled  by 
appointment  by  the  board  of  county  commissioners,  and  the  appointee 
shall  hold  his  office  until  the  next  general  election. 

It  will  be  noted  that  state  senators  are  not  mentioned  among  the 
county  officers  to  be  elected  by  the  above  Section.  Further  more  a  state 
senator  does  not  have  his  office  at  the  county  seat  of  the  county  which 
he  represents,  and  in  fact  performs  no  official  function  whatever  in  the 
county.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Legislative  branch  of  the  State  Govern- 
ment as  noted  in  the  constitutional  provisions  above  cited.  He  is  paid  by 
the  State  of  Montana,  he  serves  at  the  capital  of  the  State;  his  oath  of 
office  is  administrated  by  the  Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  he 
is  a  State  officer  in  all  of  the  duties  which  he  has  to  perform.  State  sen- 
ators together  with  the  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  con- 
stitute the  legislative  branch  of  the  State  government,  and  when  regularly 
elected  are  the  state  officers  of  the  State  of  Montana,  ;in  the  Legislative 
Department  thereof.  It  sems  to  a  majority  of  your  committee  that  there 
can  not  be  any  question  about  a  state  senator  being  a  state  officer. 
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The  act  of  the  Legislature  providing  for  the  creation  of  new  counties 
contains  no  provision  whatever  concerning  the  election  of  a  state  officer. 
Sec.  4396  R.  C.  1921  has  this  to  say: 

At  the  election  provided  for  in  Section  4394  of  this  code,  there  shall 
be  chosen  such  county,  township,  and  district  officers  as  are  now  or  may 
be  hereafter  by  general  law,  be  provided  for  in  counties  of  the  class  to 
which  the  said  new  county  is  determined  to  belong,  as  herein  provided: — 
etc.    These  words  specify  the  limitations  of  the  act. 

This  does  not  provide  for  the  election  of  a  state  senator,  unless  you 
can  make  up  your  mind  to  the  fact  that  a  state  senator  is  a  county  officer. 
If  a  state  senator  is  a  county  officer,  then  the  election  under  Sec.  4394 
which  was  held  for  the  purpose  of  creating  Lake  County  might  be  con- 
strued to  include  a  state  senator.  The  better  reasoning  seems  to  indicate 
that  a  state  senator  is  not  a  county  officer,  and  that  a  state  senator  is  not 
an  officer  to  be  chosen  under  the  election  provided  for  in  Sec.  4394  of  the 
Code,  and  that  the  act  of  the  county  commissioners  of  Flathead  County,  in 
providing  at  the  special  election  on  April  30,  1923,  that  a  state  senator 
should  be  elected  was  in  excess  of  their  authority  and  not  an  act  provided 
for  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  permitting  the  creation  of  new  coun- 
ties. In  exceeding  their  authority  in  providing  for  the  election  of  state 
senator  at  said  special  election,  their  act  was  void  and  of  no  force  or  effect. 

The  office  of  state  senator  therefore  came  into  being  when  the  county 
was  created,  but  the  action  of  the  county  commissioners  of  Flathead  in 
providing  for  the  election  of  state  officers  at  the  special  election,  held  on 
April  30,  1923,  was  void.  The  new  county  act  gave  them  no  authority  to 
provide  for  the  election  of  any  thing  higher  than  a  county  officer. 

The  only  way  that  a  state  senator  can  be  elected  is  by  the  people  on 
a  writ  of  election  to  fill  a  vacancy  or  at  a  general  election  by  proclamation 
of  the  Governor.  No  writ  of  election  was  issued  to  fill  the  vacancy  in  the 
office  of  state  senator  from  Lake  County,  and  office  vacant  in  its  creation, 
and  also  vacant  because  of  a  void  election.    Either  view  may  be  adopted. 

The  fact  that  J.  H.  Lyle  was  elected  from  Lake  County  at  the  special 
election  on  April  30,  1923,  or  that  he  served  at  the  special  session  of  Janu- 
ary 1924,  is  of  no  significance,  unless  he  was  legally  elected  in  compliance 
with  the  constitution,  and  the  law  of  the  state. 

In  the  case  of  the  State  ex  rel  Cutts  vs  Hart  56  Mont  574  the  gover- 
nor attempted  to  appoint  a  Representative  and  the  court  says: 

Sec.  29.  Art  III.  of  the  Constitution  provides;  "the  provisions  of  this 
Constitution  are  mandatory  and  prohibitory,  unless  by  express  words  they 
are  declared  to  be  otherwise."  In  our  view,  the  Constitution  (Art.  V.,  Sec. 
45,  supra),  provides  the  only  means  for  filling  vacancy  occuring  by  death 
or  resignation  of  a  member.  The  Constitution  being  mandatory  as  to  the 
subject  on  which  it  speaks  (Sec.  29  supra)  and  having  provided  that  when 
vacancies  occur  in  either  house,  the  governor  shall  issue  writs  of  election 
to  fill  the  same,  the  people  retained  in  themselves  and  in  themselves  alone, 
the  power  to  fill  vacancies  in  the  legislative  bodies.  There  being,  by  the 
terms  of  the  constitutional  provisions  above  referred  to,  the  "mode  pro- 
vided by  law  for  filling  such  vacancy,"  the  provisions  of  the  statute  (Sec. 
423)  do  not  apply  here;  and  relator's  appointment  having  been  made  con- 
trary to  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  he  was  at  most  a  de  facto 
officer. 

The  act  of  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  of  Flathead  County  in 
providing  for  the  election  of  a  state  senator  in  the  proposed  county  of 
Lake,  must  be  justified  by  said  act  providing  for  the  creation  of  new  coun- 
ties or  else  it  was  void.  The  provisions  of  the  code  with  reference  to  the 
creation  of  new  counties  contain  no  section,  clause,  or  sentence  authorizing 
the  election  of  a  state  officer.    Section  4396  limits  it  to  county  officers. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  your  committee  that  a  state  senator  is  not  entitled 
to  a  seat  unless  he  has  been  elected  by  virtue  of  a  proclamation  of  the 
Governor,  as  provided  for  in  Sec.  533  of  the  Code,  above  specified,  or  by 
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virtue  of  a  writ  of  election  to  fill  a  vacancy  as  provided  in  the  Constitu- 
tion. Unless  there  is  a  writ  of  election  or  a  proclamation  there  is  no  valid 
election;  that  the  people  of  the  State  of  Montana  have  retained  in  them- 
selves the  right  to  fill  any  vacancy  in  this  office  and  the  Constitution  and 
the  Code  have  provided  how  it  must  be  done. 

The  fact  that  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Flathead  County  did  not 
have  authority  to  call  the  election  of  a  state  senator  for  the  proposed  new 
county  of  Lake,  invalidated  the  election  of  J.  H.  Lyle  at  that  time,  and 
not  having  been  elected  in  compliance  with  the  Constitution  and  the  laws 
of  the  State,  he  was  not  legally  elected  to  his  office,  and  a  vacancy  existed 
which  was  filled  at  the  election  in  the  fall  of  1924. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  reasons  there  is  still  another  reason 
which  actuates  your  committee  in  the  belief  that  Ralph  H.  Tower  is  en- 
titled to  a  seat  in  this  body.  At  the  time  the  primary  nominating  election 
was  held  in  August  1924,  J.  H.  Lyle  filed  a  writing  supposed  to  be  a  pro- 
test against  the  election  of  a  state  senator  from  Lake  County.  As  a  legal 
document  this  protest  had  no  validity  and  served  no  purpose  save  to  notify 
the  public  of  Lake  County  that  Lyle  did  not  consider  the  election  of  a 
state  senator  a  proper  proceeding  at  the  fall  election  in  1924,  but  as  a 
legal  protest  or  as  any  effective  measure  it  was  useless.  The  law  provided 
J.  H.  Lyle  with  an  effective  means  of  protest.  He  could  have  appeared 
in  proper  proceeding  in  the  District  Court  of  Lake  County  and  asked  that 
no  candidate  for  the  office  of  state  senator  be  allowed  on  the  primary 
nominating  ballot,  and  presented  his  legal  reason  therefore.  This  he  did 
not  do.  He  still  had  another  effective  means  of  protest  by  a  proper  pro- 
ceeding in  the  District  Court  of  Lake  County  to  prevent  the  names  of 
candidates  for  the  office  of  state  senator  being  placed  on  the  ballot  at 
the  regular  election  in  November  1924.  This  he  failed  to  do.  He  still  had 
another  effective  means  of  legal  protest  by  appearing  in  the  district  court 
of  Lake  County  in  a  proper  proceeding  to  prevent  the  issuance  to  Ralph 
H.  Tower  of  a  certificate  of  election.  Any  one  of  these  proceedings  would 
have  presented  the  legal  question  involved,  and  the  action  of  the  court 
would  have  served  as  a  guide  to  this  body  in  determining  the  legal  status 
of  the  contest.  None  of  these  effective  means  of  protest  were  adopted  by 
J.  H.  Lyle. 

We  must  assume  that  the  people  of  Lake  County  were  thoroughly 
familiar  with  the  facts  both  at  the  primary  nominating  election  and  at  the 
general  election.  That  the  people  of  Lake  County  knew  of  the  protest  of 
the  said  Lyle  must  be  assumed  because  he  states  that  he  filed  the  same 
in  the  office  of  the  clerk  and  recorder  of  Lake  County.  So  far  as  this 
body  knows  the  people  of  Lake  County,  in  voting  for  the  state  senator  at 
the  fall  election,  were  familiar  with  the  facts.  The  election  in  Lake  County 
is  not  contested  because  of  fraud  of  any  kind,  nor  contested  because  the 
people  of  Lake  County  were  prevented  by  any  unfair  means  from  properly 
expressing  their  choice  for  state  senator.  All  of  the  election  proceedings 
were  fair  as  your  committee  is  informed.  They  were  regular  under  the 
proclamation  provided  in  Sec.  533  of  the  Code,  and  Ralph  H.  Tower  re- 
ceived the  majority  of  the  votes,  and  a  certificate  of  election.  The  people 
of  Lake  County  therefore  have  expressed  themselves  fairly  and  squarely 
on  this  proposition  and  have  chosen  Ralph  H.  Tower  by  their  votes  to 
represent  them.  J.  H.  Lyle  is  seeking  to  over  turn  this  choice  of  the 
people  on  grounds  which  at  best  are  decidedly  technical  and,  we  believe, 
can  not  be  legally  sustained  in  the  courts  of  this  state.  He  submitted  his 
cause  to  the  people  of  Lake  County  and  was  fairly  defeated.  He  should 
not  now  be  heard  to  complain. 

We  Therefore  Recommend  that  Ralph  H.  Tower  be  seated  as  a  member 
of  this  body.

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The  following-  minority  report  of  the  Committee  on  Elections  and 
Privileges  was  read: 

Mr.  President:  The  undersigned,  a  member  of  your  Committee  on 
Privileges  and  Elections,  after  having  had  under  consideration  Senate  Reso- 
lution No.  1  directing  said  committee  to  investigate  and  report  to  the  Senate 
as  to  which  person,  J.  H.  Lyle  or  Ralph  Tower,  is  entitled  to  a  seat  in  this 
body  as  Senator  for  Lake  County,  hereby  begs  leave  to  submit  a  minority 
report  as  follows: 

After  thoroughly  and  carefully  considering  all  the  facts  pertaining  to 
said  matter,  we  find  that  J.  H.  Lyle  was  duly  elected  State  Senator  for 
Lake  County  at  the  special  election  duly  and  legally  called  and  held  April 
30th,  1923,  at  which  time,  Lake  County  was  created,  that  a  certificate  of 
election  was  duly  issued  to  him,  and  that  at  the  Extraordinary  Session  of 
the  Legislature  held  in  January  1924,  he  qualified,  and  was  seated  as  State 
Senator  for  Lake  County. 

We  further  find:  That  under  the  Constitution  of  this  State,  the  term 
of  office  of  State  Senator  is  four  years  (Sec.  2,  Art.  V),  and  that  under  the 
law  authorizing  the  creation  of  new  counties  Lyle's  term  of  office,  as  such 
State  Senator  related  back  to  the  first  Monday  in  January  following  the 
last  preceding  general  election,  on  January  1923,  as  provided  in  Sec  4395 
of  the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana  1921,  and  that  his  term  of  office  as  such 
State  Senator  will  not  expire  until  the  day  following  the  general  election 
to  be  held  in  November  1926.    Sec.  6,  Art.  V  Const. 

We  further  find  that  the  election  held  in  Lake  County  November,  1924, 
in  so  far  as  it  related  to  the  election  of  State  Senator,  was  null  and  void, 
and  that  Ralph  Tower,  neither  under  the  facts  nor  the  law,  has  any  right 
to  a  seat  in  this  body. 

Our  grounds  for  the  foregoing  findings  are  these: 

1.  The  only  Constitutional  provisions  we  have  which  vests  authority 
in  the  Governor  to  call  an  election  by  writ  or  otherwise,  has  to  do  with  the 
filling  of  vacancies  which  may  occur  in  the  House  of  Representatives  or  in 
the  State  Senate.    §ec.  45,  Art  V,  State  Constitution. 

Section  533.  R.  C.  1921  is  the  only  provision  in  our  statutory  law  which 
delegates  to  the  Governor  the  power  to  call  elections,  aside  from  the  above 
Constitutional  provisions,  with  reference  to  filling  vacancies  in  the  House 
or  Senate. 

2.  The  creation  of  Lake  County  did  not  create  a  vacancy  in  the  office 
of  State  Senator  for  that  County.  The  office  was  created  and  filled  by 
election  coincident  with  the  creation  of  Lake  County. 

"State  Ex  Rel.  Williams  vs.  Mayhew."  "21— Mont.— 93." 
In  the  above  case,  Judge  Pemberton  used  this  language: 
"Nor  can  we  agree  with  the  Council  that  there  were  vacancies  in  any 
of  the  county  offices  in  the  county  at  and  immediately  after  the  date  when 
the  Act  took  effect  creating  Ravalli  County.  The  same  law  that  created 
the  County  and  its  several  offices,  named  or  appointed  the  incumbent  for 
each  office.  The  moment  the  office  was  actually  created,  there  stood  the 
officer  to  qualify  and  take  possession." 

3.  The  authority  granted  by  the  Constitution  to  the  Legislature  to 
create  or  provide  for  the  creation  of  new  counties  carried  with  it  the  power 
to  elect,  not  only  strictly  county  officials,  but  all  officials  required  in  order 
that  such  county  may  fully  function  as  to  both  county  and  state  affairs. 

In  the  Mayhew  case,  supra,  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  State  held  that 
the  authority  to  create  a  county  carried  with  it  the  authority  to  appoint  or 
elect  officers  thereof.    In  that  case,  the  Court  used  this  language: 

"When  it  is  said  that  a  county  has  been  created,  it  is  and  ought  cer- 
tainly to  be,  understood  that  a  municipality  has  been  organized  with  power 
and  means  to  aid  the.  state  in  administering  its  political  affairs,  and  in  pro- 
moting the  welfare  of  the  people  and  best  interests  of  the  Commonwealth. 
A  county  cannot  be  said  to  be  created  by  the  sovereign  power  until  it  is  en- 
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State." 

4.  The  Act  of  the  Legislature  providing-  for  the  creation  of  new' 
counties  gives  to  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  of  the  old  county, 
out  of  which  the  new  county  is  made,  power  to  call  an  election  in  the  ter- 
ritory proposed  to  be  made  into  a  new  county  to  determine  the  question  of 
its  creation,  and  also  power  to  proclaim  and  notice  such  election,  including' 
the  election  of  officers,  in  order  that  the  county,  if  created,  may  fully  func- 
tion.   Sec.  4394  R.  C.  1921. 

5.  In  the  Mayhew  case,  supra,  the  Supreme  Court  held  that  the  Act 
providing  for  the  creation  of  counties  was  Constitutional  in  authorizing  the 
appointment  of  County  Commissioners  by  the  Legislature,  and  Attorney 
General  Foote,  in  an  opinion  given  to  this  Committee  in  this  case,  said: 

"I  am  unable  to  distinguish  why,  if  the  law  does  not  violate  the  Con- 
stitution in  one  instance,  it  should  violate  it  in  the  other.  Sections  4  and 
5,  Article  XVI,  are  certainly  of  equal  force  and  dignity  with  Section  45, 
Article  V,  and  if  the  election  of  a  Senator  under  the  law  creating  counties, 
is  unconstitutional,  then  it  must  necessarily  follow,  that  the  election  of 
County  Commissioners  and  other  county  officers,  under  the  same  law,  is 
unconstitutional." 

The  Minority  of  your  Committee  therefore,  respectfully  recommonds 
that  Hon.  J.  H.  Lyle  be  allowed  to  retain  his  seat  in  this  body  as  senator 
for  Lake  County,  and  to  vote  and  otherwise  participate  in  all  its  proceed- 
ings, and,  that  this  Senate  hold  that  the  election  held  in  Lake  County  in 
November  1924,  in  so  far  as  it  pertained  to  the  election  of  State  Senator,: 
was  and  is,  null  and  void.

Senators  Walker  and  Paul  gave  notice  that  they  were  paired  on  the 
vote  on  the  adoption  of  the  reports  of  the  Committee  on  Elections  and 
Privileges,  pertaining  to  the  seating  of  a  Senator  from  Lake  County.

Mr.  President:  We,  your  special  committee  appointed  to  investigate 
expenditures  and  budget  requirements  of  the  State  Purchasing  Department 
find  that  the  appropriation  or  amount  for  that  office  for  the  year  ending 
January  30,  1924,  was  $16,127.50,  and  that  the  amount  expended  was  $14,- 
575.79,  leaving  a  balance  of  $1,552.11. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  not  practical  to  combine  this  depart- 
ment with  the  Board  of  Examiners,  but  think  that  a  saving  of  much  dupli- 
cation of  work  and  the  salaries  of  several  employees  can  be  saved  by  an 
arrangement  of  affairs,  whereby  the  Board  of  Examiners  and  the  Purchase 
ing  department  can  work  in  conjunction  with  each  other,  thereby  combin- 
ing all  work  relating  to  the  Purchasing  Department. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  we  find  that  consiedrable  amount  can  be  saved 
by  this  arrangement,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  appropriation  for  the 
State  Purchasing  Department  can  be  cut  to  $14,000.00.

Senator  Delaney  moved  the  adoption  of  the  foregoing  report.  Motion 
duly  seconded. 

As  a  substitute  motion,  Senator  Leuthold  moved  that  the  reports  of 
the  special  committees  appointed  in  accordance  with  Senator  Griffin's  mo- 
tion, adopted  January  12th  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance  and 
Claims.    Substitute  motion  duly  seconded  and  carried. 

Moved  by  Senator  Paul  duly  seconded  and  carried,  that  the  Secretary 
have  mimeographed  sufficient  copies  of  the  special  reports  referred  to  in 
the  preceding  motion  for  the  members  of  the  Senate. 

Since  the  reports  referred  to  are  to  be  mimeographed  for  the  members 
of  the  Senate,  Senator  Hazelbaker  moved  that  these  reports  be  considered 
read.    Motion  duly  seconded  and  carried. 

The  special  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  School  for  the  Deaf 
and  Blind  at  Boulder  and  the  Girls'  Vocational  School  at  Helena  submitted 
the  following  report: 

January  23,  1925. 

Mr.  President:   We,  your  committee  appointed  to  investigate  conditions 
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at  the  State  School  for  Deaf  and  Blind  at  Boulder  and  the  Vocational 
School  for  Girls  near  Helena,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

On  January  16th  we  visited  the  state  institution  at  Boulder  where  we 
found  Superintendent  H.  L.  Menzemer  and  his  staff  employed  in  the  dis- 
charge of  their  duties.  After  obtaining  desired  information  in  the  office 
we  were  conducted  through  the  school  rooms,  printing  office,  shops  and 
various  buildings  occupied  by  the  deaf  and  blind,  and  later  through  the  cus- 
todial buildings  where  the  feeble  minded  are  cared  for.  The  school  rooms, 
shops,  kitchens,  dining  rooms  and  bed  rooms  were  in  good  condition  and 
there  was  no  evidence  of  neglect  in  any  department. 

Present  population:    Deaf  and  dumb,  76;  blind,  20;  feeble  minded,  206. 

Applicants  for  admission:  Feeble  minded,  198. 

The  applicants  will  be  taken  in  as  rapidly  as  arrangements  can  be 
made  for  removing  them  from  present  locations  to  the  asylum.  When  all 
applicants  arrive,  the  population  will  consist  of: 

Deaf  and  dumb,  76;  blind,  20;  feeble  minded,  404.    Total,  500. 

Four  new  custodial  buildings  are  now  ready  for  use.  Present  capacity 
of  buildings:    Deaf  and  blind,  125;  feeble  minded,  400. 

Twenty-eight  of  the  feeble  minded  are  now  employed  on  the  state 
farm  at  Boulder,  and  more  can  be  so  employed  after  the  increase  of  popu- 
lation. There  is  ample  room  for  the  feeble  minded  during  the  next  bien- 
nium.  However,  since  there  has  been  urgent  request  for  separating  the 
deaf  and  blind  from  association  with  the  feeble  minded,  we  recommend 
that  when  more  new  buildings  are  required,  the  school  for  deaf  and  blind 
be  re-located  at  some  populous  center  where  the  students  may  enjoy  asso- 
ciations and  advantages  more  congenial  to  their  welfare. 

Under  the  above  plan  a  re-location  for  the  School  for  Deaf  and  Blind 
can  be  arranged  without  additional  expense  for  new  buildings  at  Boulder. 
Since  the  budget  for  this  institution  has  been  checked  by  the  Committee 
on  Appropriations,  we  deal  with  it  summarily.  One  capital  expense  is  re- 
quired to  meet  the  increase  of  population  and  several  for  replacement. 
Additional  milk  cows  to  increase  the  herd  from  twenty-three  to  thirty- 
five.  A  new  truck  to  replace  the  one  worn  out  and  new  agricultural  imple- 
ments to  replace  others  worn  out. 

Estimated  cost  of  12  cows    ...$  960.00 

A  new  truck    1200.00 

Agricultural  implements     780.00 


Total  $2940.00 

After  discussing  various  items  of  the  budget  and  affairs  of  the  institu- 
tion with  Supt.  Menzemer,  we  were  impressed  with  his  practical  under- 
standing of  the  problems  involved  and  we  believe  that  he  has  used  his  best 
judgment  in  managing  the  affairs  of  the  institution. 

By  figures  presented  to  your  committee  and  attached  hereto,  the  per 
capita  cost  of  maintenance  during  the  last  year  was  $441.00.  This  is  below 
all  maintenance  cost  in  such  institutions  in  neighboring  states.  Idaho  was 
$788.00,  North  Dakota  $657.00,  Utah  $553.00,  and  Washington  $551.00.  No 
comparison  is  made  of  population  nor  of  the  sustaining  activities. 


On  January  21st  we  visited  the  Vocation  School  for  Girls  near  Helena. 
Miss  Edith  Kassing,  the  superintendent  in  charge,  obviously  has  developed 
a  wonderful  organization  for  conducting  the  affairs  of  the  institution.  The 
girls  (eighty-four  in  number)  were  engaged  in  studies,  housework,  domestic 
science  and  dairy  work,  handling  livestock  and  poultry,  in  fact,  doing  most 
of  the  work  to  insure  successful  operation  of  the  farm  and  dormitories. 
The  livestock  on  hand  consists  of:  150  head  of  cattle,  including  32  cows 
now  milking,  18  horses,  50  sheep,  45  hogs,  about  500  chickens,  ducks  and 
geese  not  enumerated. 

The  budget  for  each  year  of  the  next  biennium  is  $45,000.00,  or  $34,- 
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000.00  and  the  income,  indicating-  that  the  self-sustaining  activities  will  net 
approximately  $11,000.00  per  year.  In  addition  to  maintenance,  the  budget 
covers  two  capital  investments,  one  of  $3500.00  for  210  acres  of  land,  ad- 
joining the  state  property  and  essential  to  the  economical  operation  of 
same.  This  land  has  been  rented  by  the  state  during  the  last  few  years 
at  an  expense  of  $250.00  annually.  The  passing  of  this  land  into  the  hands 
of  other  operators  would  involve  an  easement  over  and  through  the  prop- 
erty dedicated  to  this  school,  therefore,  we  recommend  the  purchase  of 
these  210  acres  by  the  State  of  Montana  at  the  price  quoted  by  Supt.  Kass- 
ing.  The  other  capital  investment  of  $800.00  is  for  the  extension  of  a  tele- 
phone line  to  connect  the  institution  with  the  city  of  Helena.  We  have 
used  the  line  now  in  service  and  believe  that  the  improvement  is  not  essen- 
tial at  this  time. 

An  item  of  $4000.00  for  feed  seems  to  be  excessive  and  we  recommend 
a  reduction  to  $3000.00. 

In  regard  to  the  income  from  self-sustaining  activities  at  the  farm, 
we  recommend  that  the  budget  be  made  to  cover  the  full  amount  approved 
and  that  the  income  from  the  property  be  paid  into  the  State  Treasurer.

Report  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance  and  Claims. 

The  special  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  Livestock  Sanitary 
Board  submitted  the  following  report: 

We,  your  special  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  Livestock 
Sanitary  Board,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

We  find  the  work  of  the  Livestock  Sanitary  Board  being  handled  in  a 
very  creditable  manner.  Our  investigation  disclosed  the  fact  that  this 
work  is  not  being  duplicated  by  any  other  department  or  institution.  The 
duties  of  the  Livestock  Sanitary  Board  are  regulatory.  The  duties  of  the 
State  College  at  Bozeman  are  educational.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  de- 
partments having  regulatory  duties  to  perform,  such  as  the  Livestock  Sani- 
tary Board,  should  be  maintained  at  the  center  of  government,  the  capitol, 
where  immediate  consul  may  be  had  with  the  Governor,  Attorney  General 
and  other  executive  officers  and  the  Board  of  Examiners. 

Our  investigation  discloses  the  fact  that  the  livestock  building  and 
laboratories  were  built  and  equipped  by  the  stockmen  of  Montana,  at  no 
cost  to  the  general  fund  of  the  State.  The  money  was  secured  from  a 
special  tax  on  livestock.  The  State  College  at  Bozeman  does  not  maintain 
a  veterinary  college  or  a  bureau  of  animal  industry,  and  is  not  equipped 
to  make  immediate  laboratory  diagnosis  of  specimens,  which  is  necessary 
in  the  suppression  and  control  of  diseases.  At  the  time  the  Livestock  Sani- 
tary Board  laboratories  were  built,  the  State  College  and  Experimental 
Station  employed  one  veterinarian.  At  the  present  time  the  college  veteri- 
narian has  one  assistant.  Their  duties  are  educational  in  basic  principal, 
and  do  not  overlap  the  duties  of  the  veterinarians  employed  by  the  Live- 
stock Sanitary  Board. 

We  concur  in  the  opinion  of  the  Livestock  Sanitary  Board  that  their 
diagnostic  laboratories  should  be  under  the  immediate  control  of  their 
executive  officer,  who  is  held  strictly  accountable  for  their  work. 

Our  examination  of  the  files  of  the  Livestock  Sanitary  Board  discloses 
the  fact  that  they  are  complete  in  detail.  We  find  that  this  department 
is  run  on  a  strict  budget.  Every  employee  works  on  a  budget,  and  is  not 
permitted  to  exceed  this  allotment  except  upon  special  permission  from  the 
executive  officer  of  the  Board,  and  under  no  consideration  can  the  total 
allotments  exceed  the  appropriation.  We  find  that  this  has  been  the  policy 
of  the  department  for  several  years.  We  also  find  that  every  field  em- 
ployee has  to  make  a  detailed  weekly  report  covering  his  entire  operations 
and  mileage  for  that  week,  as  well  as  an  immediate  report  of  disease  con- 
ditions found  and  investigations  made.    We  also  find  that  an  itemized 
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inventory  is  maintained  by  the  office  and  laboratories.  These  businesslike 
procedures  meet  with  the  hearty  commendation  of  your  committee. 

Your  committee  does  not  desire  to  take  up  your  time  with  a  detailed 
report  of  the  work  of  the  Livestock  Sanitary  Board  laboratories.  Their 
work  stands  for  itself.  Sufficient  is  it  for  us  to  report  that  their  records 
proved  to  us  that  their  work  is  accepted  by  the  Federal  government  and 
other  countries.  They  are  a  credit  to  the  State,  and  of  exceptional  value 
to  the  livestock  industry. 

•  The  laws  creating  the  Livestock  Sanitary  Board,  and  the  standard  of 
the  department  has  made  it  possible  for  Montana  to  secure  splendid  aid 
and  co-operation  from  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  in  the 
control  and  eradication  of  livestock  diseases  and  in  the  inspection  of  dairies. 
The  Federal  Bureau  has  a  written  agreement  with  the  Montana  Livestock 
Sanitary  Board,  and  maintain  an  office  in  the  livestock  building.  Their 
veterinary  inspectors  file  a  duplicate  report  of  their  work  with  the  Live- 
stock Sanitary  Board.  Such  a  work  saves  Montana  considerable  money,  in 
that  it  secures  the  services  of  Federal  veterinarians  and  inspectors,  and 
also  a  proportionate  share  of  Federal  money  for  the  payment  of  indemnity 
for  slaughtered  stock.  It  also  insures  immediate  and  constant  support  from 
the  Federal  government. 

An  examination  of  the  books  of  the  department  shows  that  every  item 
of  expense  is  listed  and  submitted  on  a  State  voucher,  and  approved  by 
the  State  Board  of  Examiners  before  the  State  Auditor  issues  a  State  war- 
rant upon  the  State  Treasurer  for  the  payment  of  such  claims.  The  books 
of  the  department  also  show  that  they  have  been  examined  by  the  State 
Bank  Examiner,  and  approved  by  his  office  under  date  of  January  2,  1925. 

An  examination  of  the  State  budget  discloses  the  fact  that  the  ex- 
penses of  this  department  have  been  materially  reduced.  For  the  year 
ending  June  30,  1923,  the  total  expenditures  for  general  administration 
(which  includes  all  salaries,  traveling  expenses,  and  field  and  office  ex- 
pense), was  $04,923.40.  For  the  year  ending  'June  30,  1924,  the  total  ex- 
penditures for  general  administration  was  $46,895.71,  or  $18,027.69  less 
than  for  the  previous  year.  Supplemental  activities,  such  as  laboratory 
maintenance  and  payments  for  animals  destroyed  on  account  of  suffering 
from  a  dangerous  or  uncurable  disease,  for  1923  amounted  to  $25,095.45. 
In  1924  supplemental  activities  amounted  to  $14,678.74  or  $10,416.71  less 
than  for  the  previous  year.  In  1923  $61,687.60  was  paid  from  the  general 
fund.  In  1924  $56,201.11  was  paid  from  the  general  fund.  The  appropria- 
tion from  the  general  fund  in  1923  was  $62,000.00.  The  appropriation 
from  the  general  fund  in  1924  was  $58,438.80. 

As  a  basis  for  comparison,  the  total  appropriation  from  the  general 
fund  in  1913,  including  appropriations  for  dairy  inspection  and  payment 
for  slaughtered  stock  was  $64,600.00.  In  1915  there  was  appropriated  from 
the  general  fund  to  the  Dairy  Commission  $11,100.00,  and  to  the  Livestock 
Sanitary  Board  $83,700.00,  a  total  of  $94,800.00,  a  considerable  sum  of 
which  was  for  the  payment  of  animals  destroyed  on  account  of  foot  and 
mouth  disease.  Since  that  time  the  issuance  of  dairy  and  slaughter  house 
licenses,  and  the  actual  inspection  and  scoring  of  dairies  and  slaughter 
houses,  and  the  testing  of  milk  and  cream  has  been  added  to  the  duties 
of  the  Livestock  Sanitary  Board.  Monies  collected  for  licenses  do  not  ac- 
crue to  the  Livestock  Sanitary  Board,  but  are  deposited  immediately  by  the 
board  with  the  State  Treasurer,  and  credited  to  the  general  fund  of  the 
State. 

The  general  fund  of  the  State  is  not  now  called  upon  to  pay  for 
slaughtered  stock.  Payments  for  slaughtered  stock,  and  a  goodly  portion 
of  laboratory  maintenance,  are  now  paid  out  of  the  Livestock  Sanitary 
Board  fund,  which  is  created  and  maintained  by  a  special  tax  on  livestock. 

We  find  that  the  Fourteenth  Legislative  Assembly  provided  for  an 
emergency  fund,  to  be  built  up  from  monies  received  from  the  special  tax 
on  livestock.  This  fund  is  safeguarded  in  that  it  can  not  be  touched  unless 
an  emergency  exists,  such  as  an  outbreak  of  foot  and  mouth  disease,  and 
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such  emergency  is  declared  to  exist  by  the  Livestock  Sanitary  Board  and 
approved  by  the  State  Board  of  Examiners.  Monies  in  this  fund  have  been 
invested  in  State  bonds.  Interest  has  been  added  to  principal.  Small 
transfers  have  been  made  from  time  to  time  to  this  fund  from  monies  col- 
lected from  the  special  tax  on  livestock.  No  monies  have  ever  been  spent 
from  this  fund,  and  no  monies  from  the  general  fund  have  ever  been  appro- 
priated to  this  fund.  It  is  an  emergency  fund  pure  and  simple,  created 
and  maintained  by  stockmen. 

The  Budget  Act  provides  that  no  money  shall  be  spent  by  any  depart- 
ment unless  appropriated  to  them  by  the  Legislative  Assembly.  This  makes 
it  necessary  for  each  Legislative  Assembly  to  appropriate  to  the  Livestock 
Sanitary  Board  the  sum  of  money  in  this  fund,  so  that  if  an  emergency 
should  arise  the  money  would  be  available.  Each  Legislative  Assembly  has 
made  such  an  appropriation.  Each  year  it  has  appeared  as  a  separate 
appropriation,  yet  not  one  cent  of  it  has  ever  been  spent,  as  no  emergency 
has  arisen.    It  has  simply  been  re-appropriated  year  after  year. 

Appropriation  bills  of  past  Legislative  Assemblies  will  also  show  ap- 
propriations to  the  Livestock  Sanitary  Board  to  be  paid  out  of  the  Live- 
stock Sanitary  Board  fund.  These  appropriations  are  authority  to  spend 
monies  derived  from  a  special  tax  on  livestock  for  the  payment  of 
slaughtered  stock,  and  partial  maintenance  of  the  laboratories.  The  Legis- 
lative appropriation  from  this  tax  fund  puts  a  limit  on  how  much  may  be 
spent  in  any  one  year,  but  such  Legislative  appropriation  does  not  mean 
that  the  amount  appropriated  is  collected  and  available.  For  the  year  1924 
the  Legislature  appropriated  $25,000.00  from  this  fund,  but  only  $17,896.62 
was  collected.  Stockmen  tax  themselves  to  pay  the  State's  share  of  in- 
demnity for  slaughtered  stock.  The  Legislative  appropriation  from  the 
Livestock  Sanitary  Board  fund  grants  the  stockmen  the  privilege  to  pay 
this  indemnity  with  money  collected  by  a  special  tax  on  livestock. 

The  appropriation  from  the  general  fund  to  the  Livestock  Sanitary 
Board,  for  the  year  1924,  was  $58,438.80.  The  work  of  this  department 
is  for  the  public  good,  as  well  as  for  the  livestock  grower,  in  that  they 
have  supervisory  control  over  dairies  and  the  sanitary  production  of  milk 
and  meat  products,  and  also  the  eradication  of  diseases  that  may  be  trans- 
mitted from  animals  to  man,  as  well  as  from  domestic  animal  to  domestic 
animal. 

Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  work  of  the  Livestock  Sani- 
tary Board  is  being  conducted  with  efficiency  and  economy,  and  that  they 
are  entitled  to  an  adequate  and  commensurate  appropriation  from  the  gen- 
eral fund.

Mr.  President:    We,  your  Committee  on  Finance  and  Claims,  having 

had  under  consideration  Senate  Bill  No.  2  as  printed,  respectfully  report 

as  follows: 

That  said  Senate  Bill  No.  2,  as  printed,  be  amended: 

1.  By  striking  out  of  the  title  the  words  "Providing  for  temporary 
loans  secured  by  delinquent  taxes  and  the  creation  of  the  delinquent  tax 
fund." 

2.  By  striking  out  of  Section  9,  line  31,  the  words  and  figures  "ten 
per  centum  (10%)  of  the  amount  expended"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof 
the  words  and  figures  "five  per  centum  (5%)  of  the  amount  appropriated." 

3  By  striking  out  of  Section  10  all  of  lines  10  to  21  inclusive,  and 
inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following:  "Such  summary  must  show  for 
each  office,  board,  bureau,  department,  institution  and  agency:  1 — The 
three  principal  items  for  which  appropriations  are  made  in  the  provisional 
budget,  with  the  amount  appropriated  for  each  thereof.  2 — The  total 
amount  appropriated  for  all  other  items  in  a  lump  sum  under  a  general 
designation  of  "Miscellaneous  Expenses"  or  "All  Other  Expenses."

vided, however,  that  no  such  transfer  shall  be  made  except  when  both 
appropriations  are  made  for  the  same  office,  board,  bureau,  department, 
institution  or  agency,  and  are  both  made  from  the  same  fund." 

19.  By  inserting  in  Section  22,  line  7,  after  the  word  "sources"  the 
words  "including  fund  balances."

REPORTS  OF  SELECT  COMMITTEES 

The  committee  appointed  to  adopt  resolutions  on  the  death  of  Senator 
Peterson's  father  submitted  the  following  resolution: 

On  the  third  day  of  January,  1925,  Gustave  Peterson,  father  of  our 
esteemed  colleague,  Senator  Peter  Peterson,  received  his  final  summons 
at  Glasgow,  Montana,  after  a  long,  eventful  and  useful  career.  Gustave 
Peterson  had  reached  the  ripe  old  age  of  85  years  before  he  crossed  the 
Great  Divide.    He  was  born  in  Sweden,  of  that  splendid  pioneer  stock 
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•which  has  permeated  every  avenue  of  advancement  in  our  national  civiliza- 
tion. Endowed  with  an  ambition  and  determination  to  endure  the  severest 
struggles  and  hardships  of  frontier  life,  he  came  to  the  United  States  in 
the  year  1877  and  forthwith  found  himself  linked  to  the  herculean  work 
of  connecting  the  Atlantic  and  the  Pacific,  with  the  building  of  that  great 
transcontinental  railroad,  the  Northern  Pacific.  He  was  indeed  a  rugged, 
determined  and  resourceful  character,  with  unlimited  courage  and  nat- 
urally it  soon  displayed  itself  to  his  employers,  so  that  with  the  coming 
of  spring  in  1878,  when  it  was  discovered  that  navigation  on  the  Missouri 
river  was  at  a  standstill  by  reason  of  the  unusual  low  water,  and  it  was 
found  that  an  emergency  had  arisen,  which  meant  food  immediately  and 
at  any  price,  or  any  risk  or  danger,  Gustave  Peterson  undertook  with  his 
wonted  calm  courage,  and  a  small  detachment  of  men,  to  take  the  news 
to  the  outside  world,  and  bring  relief  to  his  comrades,  and  started  out 
on  foot  from  west  of  Glendive,  to  the  Missouri  river,  a  distance  of  over 
one  hundred  miles.  It  is  needless  to  say,  that  the  mission  of  himself  and 
his  little  band  of  patriots  soon  brought  about  results,  and  camp  life  was 
soon  restored  to  peace  and  plenty. 

Gustave  Peterson  lived  to  see  Montana  grow7  from  its  very  infancy 
from  forest  and  plain  primeval,  to  a  commonwealth  of  great  richness;  he 
saw  sagebrush  disappear,  and  wheat  fields  bloom;  the  log  cabin  sup- 
planted by  the  sky  scraper;  the  fords  of  the  muddy  Missouri  replaced 
by  gigantic  bridges  of  steel;  the  schooner  and  the  ox-team  give  way  to 
the  Pullman  car,  the  automobile  and  the  aeroplane.  He  saw  the  mighty 
forests  of  pine  and  fir  disappear,  and  as  if  by  magic,  populous  cities  take 
their  place  in  phoenix-like  fashion.  In  fact,  in  all  of  this  great  trans- 
formation of  Montana,  as  a  sturdy  pioneer,  he  was  a  factor  and  an  energy. 
May  he  enjoy  the  peace  which  his  long  useful  and  eventful  life  on  this  earth 
so  well  merits. 

Be  It  Therefore  Resolved,  That  we,  the  Senate  of  the  Nineteenth  Legis- 
lative Assembly,  as  a  mark  of  our  esteem  towards  our  colleague,  Senator 
Peterson,  and  his  good  family,  hereby  extend  our  sincere  sympathy  to  the 
bereaved  family;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  delivered  to  Senator 
Peterson,  that  these  resolutions  take  the  usual  and  ordinary  course  in  the 
proceedings  of  the  Senate  of  the  Nineteenth  Legislative  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Montana.

Moved  by  Senator  Hazelbaker,  duly  seconded  and  carried,  that  the 
reports  referred  to  in  the  foregoing  motion  be  read  at  length  and  only 
parts  as  are  of  pertinent  (as  designated  by  the  Finance  and  Claims  Com- 
mittee) interest  be  mimeographed  or  printed  for  the  members  of  the 
Senate. 

The  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  Department  of  Agriculture, 
Labor  and  Publicity  submitted  the  following  report: 

Mr.  President:  We,  your  special  committee  appointed  to  investigate 
the  affairs  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  Labor  and  Publicity,  beg 
leave  to  submit  the  following  report: 

The  work  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  falls  into  six  main  di- 
visions: (1)  That  which  is  handled  directly  by  the  Commissioner  of  Agri- 
culture, (2)  Grain  Standards  and  Marketing,  (3)  Horticulture,  (4)  Dairy- 
ing, (5)  Labor  and  Publicity,  and  (6)  Montana  State  Fair. 

The  divisions  of  duties  between  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and 
the  Montana  State  College  is  distinct.  The  work  of  the  department  is 
almost  wholly  regulatory,  concerned  with  law  enforcement  and  duties 
under  the  State's  police  power  aimed  at  public  protection.  The  work  of 
the  Agricultural  College  has  wholly  to  do  with  research,  education  and 
educational  extension.    There  is  no  unnecessary  duplication  of  work. 

Exclusive  of  the  Montana  State  Fair,  the  appropriation  from  the 
State  general  fund  for  the  work  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  was 
$38,259.00  for  each  year  of  the  biennium  closing  June  30,  1925.  In  addition 
to  this  sum,  the  Department  of  Agriculture  has  the  use  of  the  fees  and 
earnings  of  the  several  divisions,  which  in  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1924,  amounted  to  $34,703.53,  making  a  total  of  $72,962.53  available  for 
the  fiscal  year  last  closed. 

The  Grain  Division  in  its  several  important  functions,  is  entirely  self- 
supporting  from  its  earnings,  and  imposes  no  cost  upon  the  State  general 
fund.  The  Horticultural  Division  normally  is  about  40  per  cent  self- 
supporting.  New  sources  of  income  provided  for  the  Dairy  Division  by 
the  Eighteenth  Legislative  Assembly,  make  that  division  approximately  30 
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per  cent  self-supporting.  The  division  of  Labor  and  Publicity,  which  is  in 
charge  of  the  State  land  settlement  program  and  the  issuance  of  State 
publications,  is  entirely  dependent  on  the  general  fund,  since  it  has  no 
source  of  income. 

2.  Grain  Standards  and  Marketing.  This  division,  which  is  entirely 
self-supporting  from  the  license  fees  which  it  collects,  and  from  the  earn- 
ings of  the  grain  grading  and  scale  testing  branches,  has  charge  of  licens- 
ing and  bonding  all  grain  elevators,  warehouses,  dealers  and  track  buyers, 
and  looks  after  the  public  interest  in  all  phases  of  grain  marketing. 

Another  important  function  of  this  division  is  the  inspection  and  cor- 
rection of  all  the  scales  in  the  State  over  which  grain  is  weighed  for  the 
public. 

3.  Horticulture.  In  a  sense,  this  title  is  misleading,  since  the  work 
of  this  division  is  not  confined  to  horticulture.  One  of  its  most  important 
functions  is  the  enforcement  of  the  quarantine  laws  and  regulations,  upon 
which  the  freedom  of  Montana  crops  from  serious  pests  and  diseases  to  a 
considerable  extent  depends.  This  division  enforces  the  alfalfa  weevil 
quarantine,  those  intended  to  check  the  sqread  into  the  State  of  the  black 
stem  rust  of  wheat,  and  the  white  pine  blister  rust;  the  potato  eel  and 
tuber  moth,  the  numerous  fruit  insect  pests  and  diseases. 

4.  Dairying.  This  division  has  charge  of  the  licensing  and  super- 
vision of  the  creameries  and  cream  stations.  It  has  had  signal  success, 
with  the  co-operation  of  the  dairy  interests,  in  raising  the  standards  of 
cleanliness  and  sanitation  of  those  agencies  which  handle  the  farmers's 
cream  on  its  way  to  market  as  a  finished  product.  This  division  licenses 
and  supervises  users  of  the  Babcock  test  to  secure  honest  and  accurate 
tests,  and  enforces  the  laws  on  butter  weights,  contents,  and  labels. 

5.  Labor  and  Publicity.  For  convenience,  the  administration  of  the 
State  labor  laws  and  functions  that  are  outside  the  jurisdiction  of  the  In- 
dustrial Accident  Board,  are  lodged  in  this  division.  The  labor  duties  in- 
clude the  administration  of  the  child  labor  law  and  laws  relating  to  hours 
of  labor,  the  direction  of  municipal  free  employment  offices  in  the  State, 
and  the  handling  of  harvest  and  emergency  labor.  To  add  to  the  effi- 
ciency of  the  labor  work,  an  agreement  was  entered  into  two  years  ago 
whereby  the  chief  of  this  division  is  named  Federal  Labor  Director  for  Mon- 
tana, and  a  part  of  the  expenses  of  this  office  are  met  by  the  U.  S.  Em- 
ployment Service. 

This  division  handles  all  the  correspondence  relating  to  land  settlement 
and  resources  of  Montana,  agricultural  and  other  statistics.  It  issues  the 
State  publications  dealing  with  these  subjects.

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The  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  Veterans'  Welfare  Com- 
mission and  the  Montana  Soldier's  Home  submitted  the  following  report: 

Mr.  President:  We,  your  Special  Committee  appointed  for  the  pur- 
pose of  investigating  the  departments  and  approving  appropriations  of  the 
Veterans'  Welfare  Commission .  and  the  Montana  Soldiers'  Home,  submit 
the  following  report: 

Veterans'  Welfare  Commission:  This  commission  was  formed  for  the 
purpose  of  assisting  all  veterans  of  the  Wrorld  war.  This  commission  has 
during  the  last  few  years  and  in  fact  since  its  inception  narrowed  its  duties 
to  assisting  disabled  men  and  women  of  the  World  war  in  properly  pre- 
senting their  claims  to  the  U.  S.  Veterans'  Bureau. 

We  find  that  it  was  mainly  through  their  efforts  that  a  sub-bureau 
has  been  placed  in  the  city  of  Helena,  which  has  assisted  the  ex-service 
men  and  women  of  Montana  in  placing  their  claims  before  the  federal 
officials.  Then,  too,  it  was  through  their  efforts  that  a  hospital  has  been 
established  at  Fort  Harrison. 

Members  of  this  commission  have  operated  at  a  minimum  expense  to 
the  State  considering  the  duties  performed.  This  commission  is  the  means 
through  which  the  State  of  Montana  is  able  to  cause  the  Federal  govern- 
ment to  assume  its  rightful  obligations  to  the  ex-service  men  and  women 
of  our  State  who  were  disabled  during  the  World  war.  By  causing  the 
Federal  government  to  assume  its  rightful  obligations,  we  are  saving  the 
State  of  Montana  large  sums  of  money  which  would  have  to  be  appropiated 
for  soldiers'  homes  and  hospitals. 

We  cannot  too  strongly  recommend  that  this  commission  should  be 
continued  and  that  an  adequate  appropriation  be  made  with  which  it  can 
carry  on  its  operations. 

We,  therefore,  recommend  that  an  appropriation  of  $10,000  for  each 
fiscal  year,  making  a  total  of  $20,000  to  be  appropriated  for  the  biennium, 
for  the  operation  of  the  Veterans'  Welfare  Commission. 

Montana  Soldiers'  Home:  The  appropriations  committee  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  saw  fit  to  call  Mr.  W.  B.  Harlan,  commandant  of  the 
Montana  Soldiers'  Home,  to  Helena.  Mr.  Harlan  placed  before  the  Appro- 
priations Committee  the  necessity  for  the  appropriation  asked  by  them. 

We  are  informed  that  the  House  Committee  are  in  hearty  accord  with 
their  request. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing,  we  feel  that  no  further  investigation  should 
be  made  of  this  department.

Whereas,  The  present  Section  4  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Act  by  its 
terms,  perpetuates  an  intolerable,  indefensible  and  grievous  discrimination 
against  the  intermountain  states,  and  particularly  against  the  State  of 
Montana — a  system  that  has  thwarted  and  prevented  the  natural  and  legiti- 
mate development  of  agriculture  and  industry  within  that  territory  and  in 
this  State;  and, 

Whereas,  The  State  of  Montana  and  the  intermountain  country  in  gen- 
eral, needs  a  non-discriminatory  rate  base  and  an  equality  of  transporta- 
tion charges  and  services  before  the  intermountain  territory  can  go  forward 
in  full  development  of  its  enormous  resources,  and  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Act  as  it  stands,  authorizes  the  charging  of  a  higher  rate  for  a  shorter 
than  for  a  longer  haul — in  some  cases  being  two  thousand  miles  in  excess 
of  the  shorter  haul,  thereby  producing  uncertainty  for  intermediate  points 
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in  the  bidding  for  new  capital  and  population  and  permitting  the  hauling 
of  traffic  right  through  intermediate  points  and  on  to  far-distant  waterport 
terminals  for  warehousing  and  reshipment  back  to  intermediate  points; 
and, 

Whereas,  A  fair  example  of  these  death-dealing  discriminations  is  that 
for  a  haul  of  twenty-three  hundred  miles  from  Chicago  to  San  Francisco 
and  intermediate  mountain  State  points,  eight  hundred  miles  inland,  the 
rate  on  dry  goods  is  §31.60  per  ton,  while  under  the  present  interestate 
commerce  Act  the  railroads  propose  to  maintain  the  rate  of  $31.(50  per 
ton  at  intermountain  points  and  reduce  the  rate  to  $22.00  per  ton  at  Pacific 
Coast  terminals;  and, 

Whereas,  Eastern  jobbing  centers  have  always  been  free  from  long 
and  short  haul  transconinental  rates  and  the  burden  has  been  carried  by 
intermountain  and  southern  shippers,  on  the  cry  of  water  competition, 
and  yet  long  and  short  haul  rates  are  not  applied  to  cities  intermediate 
to  points  on  the  great  lakes  despite  the  enormous  volume  of  traffic  mov- 
ing by  water  on  those  lakes, 

Now,  Therefore  Be  It  Resolved  by  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Mon- 
tana and  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State  of  Montana,  Nine- 
teenth Legislative  Assembly,  that  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  be, 
and  it  is  hereby  urged  to  complete  the  passage  of  the  Gooding  Bill,  and 
accelerate  its  application  to  transcontinental  rates  as  soon  as  possible;

REPORTS  OF  SELECT  COMMITTEES 

The  special  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  Supreme  Court 
submitted  the  following  report: 

January  28,  1925. 

Mr.  President:  We,  your  special  committee  appointed  to  investigate 
and  report  to  this  honorable  Senate  concerning  the  expenditures  which  it 
will  be  necessary  to  incur  in  order  to  properly  and  efficiently  carry  on  the 
business  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  State  during  the  next  two  years,  beg 
leave  to  report  that  we  have  made  such  investigation  and  therefrom  submit 
the  following  report: 

The  Chief  Justice  and  four  Associate  Justices  constitute  the  judges  of 
this  Court;  and  there  are  also  a  Clerk  and  Court  Stenographer,  a  Marshal 
and  Court  Attendant,  all  of  whose  salaries  are  fixed  by  law  as  follows: 

The  Chief  Justice  and  each  Associated  Justice  receives  $6,000.00  per 
annum;  the  Clerk  receives  $3,000.00  per  annum;  the  Court  Stenographer 
receives  $2,400.00  per  annum;  the  Marshal  receives  $1,800.00  per  annum; 
and  the  Court  Attendant  receives  $1,200.00  per  annum. 
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In  addition  to  these  officers,  the  Court  employs  one  Special  Stenog- 
rapher, whose  salary  has  in  the  past  been  fixed  by  appropriation  at 
$1,800.00  per  annum. 

The  law  also  provides  for  the  payment  to  the  Justices  of  the  Supreme 
Court  for  reporting  Montana  Decisions  the  sum  of  $7,500.00,  all  of  which 
makes  the  total  fixed  charges  of  the  Court  to  be  met  for  each  of  the  two 
years  to  come  $47,700.00. 

Besides  these  fixed  charges  to  be  met,  we  find  also  that  it  will  cost 
approximately  $4,500.00  to  publish  the  Montana  Reports  for  the  coming 
year,  and  approximately  $3,375.00  to  publish  these  Reports  for  the  year 
following,  all  of  which  must  be  paid  through  this  Department. 

We  find  also  that  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  Court  to  expend  for  fur- 
niture during  the  coming  year  approximately  $500.00;  also  for  postage, 
stationery,  record  books  and  blanks,  sundry  office  supplies  and  expenses, 
telephone  and  telegraph,  express,  freight,  and  drayage,  traveling  expenses, 
sundry  publications,  official  bonds,  and  general  supplies,  approximately 
$1,600.00. 

For  the  year  following  it  is  not  thought  any  furniture  will  have  to  be 
purchased,  but  the  office  expenses  for  that  year  will  be  of  a  similar  kind 
and  like  amount  to  that  of  the  coming  year,  viz.,  $1,600.00. 

The  total  necessary  expenses,  aside  from  the  fixed  charges,  for  this

During  the  past  several  years  we  find  that  the  Legislature  has  appro- 
priated as  the  salary  for  the  Supreme  Court  Stenographer  the  sum  of 
$2,600.00  per  annum,  and  $1,680.00  per  annum  as  the  salary  for  the  Court 
Attendant;  whereas  we  find  that  the  salaries  of  these  officials  are  fixed 
by  law  as  follows: 
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Court  Stenographer,  $2,400.00;    Sec.  440  R.  C.  1921. 
Court  Attendant,  $1,200.00;  Sec.  440  R.  C.  1921. 

Supplemental  to  the  regular  work  required  of  the  Supreme  Court,  it 
has  under  its  supervision  the  Attorneys  Examining  Board,  and  controls 
all  disbarment  proceedings.  The  expenses  of  this  Board  and  these  pro- 
ceedings are  met  and  paid,  however,  out  of  a  fund  created  from  license 
fees  collected  annually  through  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  from  all  lawyers 
practicing  in  the  courts  of  the  State,  the  annual  license  paid  by  each  lawyer 
being  $5.00. 

Your  committee  finds  the  Judicial  Department  of  our  State  Govern- 
ment well,  efficiently,  and  economically  cared  for  in  every  way.  Mr.  Chief 
Justice  Callaway  showed  your  Committee  every  courtesy  and  gladly  gave 
all  information  sought.

The  special  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  State  Board  of 
Equalization  submitted  the  following  report: 

January  27,  1925. 

Mr.  President:  We,  your  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  de- 
partment of  the  State  Board  of  Equalization,  beg  leave  to  report  the  fol- 
lowing: 

Your  committee  met  with  the  members  of  the  board  on  January  16th 
and  again  on  January  22nd,  and  were  given  full  opportunity  to  examine 
the  records  and  the  work  of  the  Board.  We  found  that  the  appropriation 
for  this  department  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1924,  was  $59,310, 
of  which  $39,499  was  expended,  leaving  nearly  $20,000  to  revert  to  the 
general  fund.  It  may  be  remembered  that  when  the  appropriation  for  this 
department  was  up  for  consideration  two  years  ago  the  chairman  of  the 
board  in  a  letter  to  Senator  Leuthold,  chairman  of  the  Appropriations 
Committee,  stated  that  from  the  nature  of  the  duties  of  the  Board  it  would 
be  difficult  to  determine  the  amount  of  its  requirements,  but  promised  to 
expend  only  that  portion  of  the  appropriation  actually  necessary  for  the 
proper  functioning  of  the  board,  and  we  believe  that  this  board  has  kept 
faith  with  the  members  of  the  appropriation  committee  and  the  taxpayers 
of  the  State  of  Montana. 

We  find  the  total  expenditures  of  the  board  for  their  first  full  year's 
operation  was  only  $8,500  more  than  the  last  full  year's  operation  of  the 
old  board  when  its  members  were  ex  officio  members  and  drew  no  salaries 
from  the  board's  appropriation.  We  also  find  that  the  orders,  rulings, 
audits  and  investigations  of  the  present  board  have  resulted  in  the  collec- 
tion of  $62,734.60  for  state  purposes  and  $87,125.20  for  county  purposes,  a 
total  of  $149,859.80  that  would  not  have  been  collected  under  the  rulings 
and  audits  of  the  old  board. 

We  find  this  department  exceedingly  well  organized;  the  members  of 
the  board  making  the  assessments  of  all  inter-county  properties,  hearing 
appeals  from  county  boards  of  equalization  and  the  general  supervision 
over  the  various  departments. 

Mr.  R.  D.  Miller  is  secretary  of  the  board  and  keeps  the  minutes  of 
the  proceedings  and  has  charge  of  the  inheritance  tax  department. 

Mr.  C.  W.  Gross  is  assistant  secretary  and  has  charge  of  the  oil  pro- 
duction records  of  the  state.  We  were  surprised  at  the  detailed  information 
this  department  was  able  to  furnish  in  regard  to  the  oil  fields  and  wells 
and  the  production  of  each. 

Mr.  L.  W.  Dutcher  has  charge  of  the  corporation  license  tax  depart- 
ment, which  necessitates  the  examination,  and  in  many  cases  a  careful 
audit,  of  over  5,000  corporation  license  tax  reports. 

Mr.  D.  R.  Sloan,  chief  clerk,  has  charge  of  the  license  tax  department, 
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gasoline,  coal,  oil  and  cement,  and  also  collects  and  compiles  statistics  from 
the  several  county  assessors  and  county  clerks. 

Mr.  M.  B.  Milligan,  net  proceeds  clerk,  has  charge  of  the  metal  mines 
license  tax  and  the  net  proceeds  of  mines. 

Mr.  R.  J.  Myhrvold  is  field  auditor  and  spends  his  time  checking  up 
coal  miners  and  dealers,  gasoline  dealers  and  refiners  and  oil  producers. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  but  three  stenographers  employed,  but 
at  certain  times  of  the  year  more  are  required.  We  believe  that  the  effi- 
ciency of  this  department  is  due  largely  to  its  perfect  organization. 

We  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  very  complete  First  Biennial 
Report  of  the  Montana  State  Board  of  Equalization,  of  which  you  each  have 
a  copy.  This  report,  in  addition  to  other  matters,  contains  valuable  in- 
formation and  statistics  concerning  the  assessed  and  taxable  value  of 
property  of  all  kinds  in  the  several  counties;  also  the  tax  levies  in  each 
of  the  counties  for  all  purposes;  also  many  other  tables  that  have  and  will 
be  valuable  to  the  members  of  this  legislature  and  the  other  departments 
of  the  state. 

The  appropriation  requested  by  this  department  for  the  next  two  years 
is  $56,745  per  year.  This  amount  is  about  $3,000  per  year  less  than  allowed 
two  years  ago,  but  considerably  more  than  the  amount  actually  expended. 
As  this  board  has  supervision  over  all  revenue  laws  of  the  state,  and  in- 
volves investigations  and  audits,  it  is  difficult  to  determine  the  exact 
amount  required,  but  believing  that  this  board  will  do  in  the  future  as  it 
has  in  the  past — spend  only  that  portion  of  the  appropriation  actually 
necessary — we,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  appropriation  requested  be 
allowed. 

In  conclusion,  we  desire  to  report  that  the  affairs  of  the  State  Board 
of  Equalization  have  been  economically  and  efficiently  administered.

Mr.  President:    We,  your  Committee  on  Printing,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred Senate  Bills  Nos.  30,  36,  41,  beg  leave  to  report  that  the  same  have 
this  date  been  returned  from  the  printer  correctly  printed.

The  Committee  on  Oils  and  Leases  submitted  the  following  report: 
Mr.  President:    We,  your  Committee  on  Oils  and  Leases,  having  had 
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under  consideration  Senate  Bill  No.  29,  recommend  that  the  bill  be  amended 
by  striking  out  the  word  "and"  in  the  fourth  line  after  the  word  "act"  in 
the  title  of  the  bill,  and  that  the  original  committee  amendment  to  Section  2 
be  stricken  out;  and  that  Section  2  of  the  original  bill  be  amended  as  fol- 
lows: In  line  5  of  Section  2  strike  out  the  word  "require"  and  insert  in 
lieu  thereof  the  word  "request,"  and  that  Section  2  be  further  amended  by- 
striking  out  the  comma  after  the  word  "services"  and  inserting  in  lieu 
thereof  a  period,  and  striking  out  the  following  words,  commencing  in  line 
11:  "and  no  field  superintendent  or  operator  shall  be  allowed  or  permitted 
to  act  in  any  particular  case  without  the  consent  of  the  owner  of  the  well 
affected."  And  the  bill  be  further  amended  by  inserting  a  new  section  to 
be  known  as  Section  4  as  follows: 

"Section  4.  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  in  any  manner  be  con- 
strued as  constituting  or  attempting  to  constitute  oil  or  gas  wells  as  a 
public  utility  or  utilities;"  and  by  renumbering  former  Section  4  as  Section

Mr.  President:  We,  your  Committee  on  Irrigation  and  Water  Rights, 
having  had  under  consideration  House  Joint  Memorial  No.  1,  introduced 
by  Dellwo,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

That  Section  1  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Whereas,  It  has  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  legisla- 
tive body  of  the  State  of  Montana  that  upon  the  Flathead  project,  an 
irrigation  project  being  constructed  and  operated  by  the  United  States 
Indian  Reclamation  Service  in  the  lower  Flathead  Valley,  a  shortage  of 
water  for  irrigation  purposes  has  existed  during  the  past  season  on  account 
of  the  delay  in  completing  said  project;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  the  conviction  of  this  body  that  profitable  crops  cannot 
be  produced  upon  this  project  without  irrigation,  and  that  there  is  an  ample 
supply  of  water  available  upon  the  completion  of  said  project;  and 

Whereas,  Farmers  and  business  men  settled  upon  said  project  almost 
fifteen  years  ago  with  the  assurance  that  its  works  would  be  completed 
and  placed  in  full  operation  without  unnecessary  delay.  They  have  sac- 
rificed from  ten  to  fourteen  years  of  their  lives,  together  with  capital 
brought  in  from  former  enterprises.  They  have  demonstrated,  with  the 
limited  supply  of  water  at  their  disposal,  that  profitable  crops  can  be 
raised,  if  they  are  assured  an  ample  supply  of  water  for  irrigation  purposes; 

Whereas,  This  development  and  the  influx  of  new  settlers  taking  place 
at  present  creates  a  need  for  water  for  irrigation  purposes  which  is  im- 
perative; therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  By  the  Nineteenth  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Montana  that  ordinary  justice  to,  and  a  fair  consideration  for  the  right  of, 
the  farmers  and  business  men  aforesaid  demand  that  no  curtailment  in 
construction  on  account  of  lack  of  funds  be  permitted  at  this  time,  and  that 
sufficient  money  should  be  provided  to  carry  on  construction  work  upon 
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said  project  in  anticipation  of  all  probable  water  requirements;  and  be  it 
further 

Resolved,  That  Congress  be  respectfully  memorialized  and  petitioned, 
and  is  hereby  memorialized  and  petitioned  to  appropriate  not  less  than 
$150,000.00  to  be  used  during*  the  current  fiscal  year  for  construction  work 
upon  the  Flathead  project,  and  that  work  on  said  project  in  the  future  be 
completed  without  any  unnecessary  delay,  and  as  so  amended  said  memorial 
be  concurred  in.  .

REPORTS  OF  SELECT  COMMITTEES 

The  special  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  office  of  the  State 
Treasurer  submitted  the  following  report: 

Mr.  President:  We,  your  special  committee  appointed  for  the  purpose 
of  examining  the  office  of  the  State  Treasurer,  beg  leave  to  submit  the 
following  report.  We  have  made  an  examination  of  the  office  of  the  State 
Treasurer  and  find  that  there  was  appropriated  for  salary  purposes  and 
office  maintenance  for  the  Treasurer's  office  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1924,  the  amount  of  $19,824.00.  Of  this  amount  $17,624.84  was 
expended,  leaving  a  balance  of  $2199.16  to  revert  to  the  general  fund.  The 
expenditures  of  this  office  for  the  above  mentioned  fiscal  year,  show  a  de- 
crease over  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1922,  of  $5789.71. 

After  reviewing  the  records  of  the  committee  appointed  to  investigate 
this  particular  office  during  the  last  session,  we  find  that  the  Treasurer's 
offices  has  complied  with  their  suggestions  in  part.  The  clerk  and  stenog- 
rapher used  in  connection  with  the  Corporation  and  Inheritance  Tax,  were 
disposed  of  and  the  work  of  these  was  transferred  to  the  Tax  Commission. 
All  funds  that  appear  inactive  that  were  recommended  for  transfer  to  the 
general  fund  were  transferred,  with  the  exception  of  the  Gasoline  Inspec- 
tion Fund,  and  the  Anti-Hog  Cholera  Serum  Fund.  The  total  amount  of 
these  two  funds  amount  to  $8247.77  and  the  total  amount  transferred  to 
the  general  funds  amount  to  $251,932.91. 

In  the  committee's  supplemental  report,  they  suggested  that  the  Treas- 
urer's office  combine  the  106  special  funds  under  various  heads  for  con- 
venience sake,  also  to  serve  to  lessen  the  expense  of  publishing  the  State 
Treasurer's  Report,  and  upon  investigation,  we  find  that  this  request  has 
been  carried  out  in  every  detail.  It  was  also  suggested  in  a  supplemental 
report  that  the  $50.00  balance  the  Biological  Station  Maintenance  Fund, 
be  transferred  to  the  University  Interest  and  Income  Fund,  and  also,  that 
the  sum  of  $36.29  left  in  the  Capitol  Building  Annex  Board  Fund,  should 
be  transferred  to  the  Capitol  Building  Interest  and  Sinking  Fund.  Neither 
one  of  these  transfers  were  made.  Our  committee  would  suggest  that 
transfer  be  made  of  these  two  funds  as  suggested  together  with  the  transfer 
of  the  Anti-Hog  Cholera  Serum  Fund,  and  the  Gasoline-  Inspection  Fund  to 
the  General  Fund.  We  would  also  suggest  that  monies  in  the  State  Board 
of  Health  Maintenance  Fund  and  all  fees  collected  hereinafter  for  this  fund, 
be  transferred  to  the  general  fund,  and  that  the  Treasurer's  Office  discon- 
tinue the  carrying  of  the  Veterans'  Welfare  Interest  and  Sinking  Fund  and 
transfer  the  same  to  the  General  Fund  of  the  State,  as  well  as  all  receipts 
in  this  fund  from  now  on.  Upon  making  thorough  examination  of  the 
efforts  made  by  the  State  Treasurer's  Office,  in  trying  to  make  collec- 
tions on  all  loans  made  by  the  War  Relief,  we  find  that  every  effort  has 
been  made  by  the  outgoing  Treasurer,  to  make  collections  of  these  items, 
but  the  sum  total  of  $681.12  was  all  that  was  realized.  It  is  our  opinion 
that  it  is  almost  impossible  to  realize  anything  from  these  claims.  Prac- 
tically all  of  the  crop  mortgages  given  to  secure  these  loans  that  are  now 
uncollected  were  perimtted  to  expire,  and  no  additional  security  taken  by 
the  various  agencies  under  whose  jurisdiction  these  loans  were  made, 
making  it  impossible  for  the  Treasurer  to  fall  back  on  any  tangible  assets 
to  force  collection  of  this  paper.  In  the  year  1926  the  notes  themselves 
will  be  outlawed.    The  present  State  Treasurer,  Mr.  Harmon,  advises  that 
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the  outgoing  State  Treasurer,  Mr.  Junod,  filed  with  him  a  list  of  the  few 
claims  upon  which  something  might  be  realized,  and  it  is  his  intention  to 
follow  these  up  and  make  whatever  collections  are  possible.  The  approxi- 
mate loss  on  war  relief  fund  loans  amounts  to  $200,000.00. 

We  find  that  the  State  Treasurer  had  on  deposit  in  banks  closed  during 
the  financial  depression,  $438,000.00.  On  January  1st,  1925,  claims  for 
money  deposited  in  closed  banks  had  all  been  liquidated,  with  the  exception 
of  one,  which  amounted  to  $668.93.  During  this  period  we  find  no  loss 
whatever  through  the  acceptance  of  checks  or  otherwise.  We  think  this 
record  of  the  State  Treasurer,  worthy  of  honorable  mention,  especially  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  counties  had  tied  up  in  closed  banks  approximately  six 
million  dollars. 

The  State  Treasurer  published  his  quarterly  warrants  paid  listed  as  to 
number  and  amount  only,  eliminating  the  column  of  interest.  In  this  way, 
he  has  condensed  his  report,  and  what  is  most  important  reduced  the  pub- 
lishing expense  on  his  report  to  a  minimum. 

The  1925  budget  requests  for  this  office,  are  approximately  the  same 
as  1923  request,  and  as  the  expense  in  this  office  deals  almost  wholly  with 
salaries  and  it  is  our  opinion  that  very  little,  if  any  cut  can  be  made  in 
the  appropriation. 

Your  committee  suggests  the  passage  of  a  law  making  it  possible  for 
the  State  Treasurer  to  accept  trust  certificates  from  the  Federal  Reserve 
or  solvent  banks  designated  by  the  state  depositary  board  in  lieu  of  securi- 
ties deposited  by  banks  of  the  State  as  security  to  the  State  Treasurer  for 
deposits  in  banks.  This  would  effect  quite  a  saving  in  the  way  of  insur- 
ance on  securities  held  in  trust  and  eliminate  handling  of  so  many  nego- 
tiable securities  by  the  Treasurer's  office. 

We  would  suggest  appointment  of  a  fiscal  agent  in  New  York  City,  for 
the  handling  of  all  bonds  of  the  State,  and  sub-divisions  thereof. 

Due  to  the  fact  that  the  amount  invested  in  bonds  and  securities  by 
the  State  is  increasing  at  the  rate  of  approximately  one  million  dollars  a 
year,  we  would  recommend  that  the  committee  on  Finance  and  Claims  look 
into  the  advisability  of  reconstructing  or  rather  building  a  new  vault  ade- 
quate for  the  needs  of  the  State  Treasurer's  Office.

Report  referred  to  Committee  on  Finance  and  Claims. 

The  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  Chancellor's  office  sub- 
mitted the  following  report: 

Mr.  President:  We,  your  committee  to  whom  you  referred  the  matter 
of  expenditures  of  the  Chancellor's  office,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

We  find  that  there  has  never  been  a  direct  appropriation  made  for  the 
Chancellor's  office,  other  than  the  appropriation  made  for  administrative 
purposes  for  the  Greater  University  of  Montana. 

We  find  that  the  staff  of  the  Chancellor's  office  consists  of  the  Chan- 
cellor, Executive  Secretary  and  one  stenographer,  who  are  drawing  salaries 
of  $10,000,  $3600  and  $1600  respectively  per  annum.  This  office  is  expend- 
ing a  total  for  administration  purposes  of  approximately  $17,000  per  year. 
The  State  Board  of  Education  allows  this  office  a  maximum  of  $20,000  per 
annum.  This  expenditure  for  the  Chancellor's  office  is  charged  to  the  four 
teaching  units,  the  experiment  station,  sub-stations  and  agricultural  ex- 
tension work  of  the  University,  in  such  amounts  as  are  designated  by  the 
State  Board  of  Education. 

The  cost  of  operating  the  office  for  the  year  1924  was  $16,286.98  which 
amount  should  be  sufficient  for  the  year  1925,  and  each  succeeding  year 
hereafter.  In  the  Chancellor's  report  the  request  for  1925  to  the  State 
Board  of  Education  indicates  a  request  of  $17,000  per  anuum,  see  page 
193  of  the  1925  budget  book.|  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  $16,286.98  should 
be  sufficient. 
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We  find  that  the  salary  of  the  Chancellor  and  the  employees  of  the 
office  are  not  fixed  by  law  but  contracts  are  made  by  the  State  Board  of 
Education,  under  and  pursuant  to  the  power  conferred  upon  the  State  Board 
of  Education  by  law. 

The  committee  find  that  the  Chancellor  is  the  highest  salaried  officer 
of  the  State  and  we  recommend  to  the  State  Board  of  Education,  in  com- 
pliance with  the  demands  for  economy,  and  not  desiring  to  lower  the  ef- 
ficiency in  the  administration  of  the  higher  education  in  Montana,  that  the 
State  Board  of  Education  reduce  the  salaries  of  the  Chancellor  and  Execu- 
tive Secretary  in  this  office.

The  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  Office  of  Superintendent 
of  Public  Instruction  submitted  the  following  report: 

February  2,  1925. 

Mr.  President:  We,  your  committee  appointed  to  report  on  the  office 
of  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  submit  the  following: 

Insofar  as  this  office  and  its  allied  activities  are  concerned,  the  ques- 
tion involved  is  not  so  much  one  of  economy  within  the  department,  as  of 
policy.  Some  of  the  activities  cannot  be  dispensed  with.  The  office  organ- 
ization and  the  certification  work  must  be  maintained.  The  work  of  certi- 
fication, formerly  largely  a  function  of  the  counties,  is  now  carried  on 
through  the  superintendents  office,  at  a  great  saving  over  the  old  system. 
The  cost  is  met  through  fees  for  teacher's  certificates  and  returns  a  balance 
to  the  general  fund. 

The  allied  activities  are:  Rural  and  high  school  inspection,  normal 
training  in  high  schools  and  vocational  education,  consisting  of  part  time, 
full  time  and  evening  work  in  agriculture,  trades  and  home  economics.  For 
the  year  last  past,  the  state  has  received  from  the  federal  government  $34,- 
666.00,  which  will  be  increased  to  about  $40,000.00  for  each  of  the  coming 
two  years.  The  federal  aid  is  met  in  part  by  state  funds  and  in  part  by 
local  funds  from  the  thirty-one  schools  which  participate  in  the  division  of 
the  funds.  The  state's  contribution  has  been  $14,580.86,  and  $19,500.00  is 
asked. 

The  normal  training  in  high  schools,  which  is  intended  to  train  teachers 
for  the  rural  schools,  has  an  appropriation  of  $16,200.00.  The  cost  of  rural 
and  high  school  supervision  is  $10,398.75. 

So  far  as  your  committee  could  ascertain,  no  considerable  reduction 
can  be  made  by  paring  down  expenditures  within  the  several  lines  of  ac- 
tivity mentioned.  It  is  a  matter  for  the  legislature  to  determine  whether 
vocational  education,  normal  training  in  the  high  schools  and  high  and 
rural  supervision  shall  be  maintained  or  dispensed  with, -for  it  is  only  by 
the  withdrawal  of  the  state  from  these  activities  that  any  appreciable  reduc- 
tion can  be  made.

The  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  Attorney  General's  office 
submitted  the  following  report: 

Mr.  President:  We,  your  Special  Committee  appointed  to  investigate 
the  Attorney  General's  department  of  this  state  for  the  purpose  of  ascer- 
taining the  amount  of  money  necessary  to  be  appropriated  in  order  that  this 
department  may  properly  and  efficiently  carry  on  its  business  during  the 
next  two  years,  and  to  report  the  result  of  such  investigation  to  this  honor- 
able Senate,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  as  the  result  of  such  investi- 
gation: 

Your  committee  first  secured  from  the  Attorney  General  a  written  re- 
port pertaining  to  affairs  of  his  office,  and  thereafter  had  a  personal  in- 
terview with  the  Attorney  General,  and  from  this  report  so  furnished,  and 
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this  personal  interview  had  with  him,  and  information  secured  from  other 
sources,  we  find: 

1.  That  the  last  legislature  appropriated  for  this  department  for  the 
year  beginning  July  1,  1923,  and  ending  June  30,  1924,  the  sum  of  $26,- 
671.50,  and  for  the  year  beginning  July  1,  1924,  and  ending  June  30,  1925, 
$29,008.25,  making  a  total  appropriation  for  the  two  past  years  ending  with 
June  30,  1925,  $55,679.75.  There  was  an  unexpended  balance  in  this  depart- 
ment tor  the  year  ending  June  30,  1924,  of  $2,040.82,  so  if  the  total  ap- 
propriation provided  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1925,  of  $29,008.25,  is 
used,  the  total  expenditures  for  the  two  years  ending  June  30th  next  will  be 
$53,638.93. 

So  far  as  your  committee  has  been  able  to  ascertain,  the  necessary  ex- 
penses to  be  incurred  by  this  department  during  the  next  two  years  should 
not  exceed  the  expenses  incurred  for  the  two  years  ending  June  30,  1925, 
and,  in  fact,  it  appears  to  your  committee  that  the  expenses  of  this  de- 
partment can  be  materially  reduced  without  in  any  manner  jeopardizing 
the  efficiency  of  the  same. 

2.  This  department  had  made  a  request  for  the  two  years  beginning 
June  30,  1925,  as  follows: 

For  the  first  year  the  department  asks  for  the  sum  of  $29,235.00 

For  the  second  year  the  sum  of   31,735.00 


Total   $60,970.00 

Your  committee  understands  that  the  Appropriation  Committee  in  the 
House  has  reduced  these  requests  in  the  total  sum  of  $600.00  or  $300.00 
each  year.  These  reductions  touch  office  expenses  only  and  amount  to 
$400.00  for  each  year,  but  the  House  Appropriations  Committee  has  appar- 
ently increased  the  amount  to  be  expended  for  furniture  from  $100.00  each 
year  to  $200.00  each  year,  making  a  net  reduction  for  the  department  each 
year  $300.00,  or  a  total  reduction  for  the  two  years  $600.00. 

If  these  amounts  as  apparently  fixed  by  the  House  committee  are 
allowed,  the  total  appropriations  for  the  department  for  the  next  two  years 
will  be  $60,370.00,  as  against  a  total  actual  expenditure  for  the  two  years 
ending  June  30,  1925,  of  $53,638.93,  or  an  increase  of  $6,731.07. 

3.  Your  committee  finds  that  the  law  specifically  fixes  the  following 
annual  salaries  to  be  paid  to  the  officials  and  employees  of  this  department:

Three  Assistants  each  $3000.00  per  annum    9000.00 

One  Law  Clerk  and  Stenographer    2100.00

No  other  offices  or  employees  are  specifically  provided  for  by  law  for 
this  department.  There  is  no  specific  law  giving  this  department  the  right 
to  employ  any  other  •  assistants  or  help  or  fix  any  other  compensation  to 
be  paid,  but  your  committee  was  advised  by  the  Attorney  General  that 
under  Section  273  R.  C.  1921,  the  State  Board  of  Examiners  by  resolution 
increased  the  salary  of  the  additional  stenographer  from  $1200.00  to 
$1620.00  per  annum,  and  authorized  the  employment  of  a  third  stenographer 
with  a  salary  of  $1500.00  per  annum,  and  also  a  special  assistant  attorney 
at  a  salary  of  $175.00  per  month  or  $2100.00  per  annum.  The  necessity  for 
the  employment  of  this  third  stenographer  and  the  special  assistant  is  not 
apparent  to  your  committee,  and  the  power  of  the  State  Board  of  Ex- 
aminers to  increase  the  salary  of  the  second  stenographer  from  $1200.00 
per  annum  to  $1620.00  per  annum  under  Section  273  is  doubtful. 

It  appears  to  your  committee  that  the  provisions  of  Section  273  R.  C. 
1921,  giving  the  power  to  the  Board  of  Examiners  to  employ  assistants, 
clerks,  and  stenographers  for  all  civil  executive  state  officers,  boards,  com- 
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missions  or  departments  on  any  salary  it  may  determine  upon,  is  in  the 
first  place,  being  misconstrued,  in  that  the  Board  of  Examiners  under  it 
raise  salaries  of  employees  above  amounts  expressly  fixed  by  law,  and,  in 
the  second  place,  it  is  too  broad  and  far  reaching  in  effect. 

We  recommend  that  said  Section  273  be  amended  or  repealed. 

4.  For  the  two  years  ending  June  30,  1925,  the  Attorney  General  ap- 
parently did  not  appoint  a  first  assistant,  as  the  budget  shows  there  were 
three  assistants  drawing  a  salary  of  $3000.00  each  per  annum  and  one  spe- 
cial assistant  drawing  a  salary  of  $2500.00  per  annum,  making  a  total  salary 
of  the  four  assistants  for  each  year  $11,500.00,  whereas,  for  the  next  two 
years,  a  request  is  made  in  this  budget  for  an  appropriation  of  $14,700.00 
for  the  four  assistants  which  includes  the  first  assistant  and  a  special 
assistant  at  $2100.00  per  annum.  It  appears  to  the  committee  that  the  At- 
torney General  with  his  four  assistants  should  be  able  to  carry  on  the 
work' of  this  department  efficiently  at  the  salaries  fixed  by  law,  and  we 
do  not  believe  that  the  department  will  really  require  a  special  assistant 
at  $2100.00  per  annum.  It  may  be  that  this  department  requires  three 
stenographers  including  the  law  clerk,  but  as  to  the  salaries  to  be  paid  these 
stenographers,  we  believe  the  same  should  be  fixed  by  special  legislation 
rather  than  by  the  Board  of  Examiners. 

Should  Section  273  be  amended  as  above  suggested,  it  would  be  neces- 
sary, in  the  event  this  department  requires  more  than  two  stenographers, 
and  in  the  event  that  it  is  necessary  to  pay  the  second  stenographer  more 
than  $1200.00  per  annum,  to  change  the  law  so  as  to  increase  the  salary  of 
the  second  stenographer  and  give  the  department  another  stenographer  with 
a  fixed  salary,  but  as  the  law  now  stands — eliminating  the  provisions  of 
said  Section  273 — this  department  instead  of  receiving  appropriations  for 
the  next  two  years  as  requested  in  the  budget,  less  deductions  made  by  the 
Appropriations  Committee,  that  is  the  sum  of  $28,935.00  for  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1926,  and  $31,435.00  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1927,  this  de- 
partment should  receive,  in  order  to  be  within  the  law,  for  the  next  two 
years  the  following: 

Appropriations  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1926  $25035.00 

For  the  year  ending  June  30,  1927    27535.00 


Total   $52570.00 

which  is  $7800.00  less  than  has  apparently  been  fixed  by  the  House  Appro- 
priation Committee. 

The  Attorney  General  in  the  request  contained  in  the  budget  asks  for 
appropriations  for  each  of  the  coming  years  of  $3900.00  to  cover  salaries 
of  a  special  assistant  and  extra  stenographer,  which  special  assistant  and 
extra  stenographer,  are  not  provided  for  by  law  and  the  allowance  of  this 
money  for  this  special  assistant  these  stenographers  can  only  be  justified 
by  holding  that  the  Board  of  Examiners  may  under  the  provisions  of  said 
Section  273  provide  for  same  and  fix  and  increase  salaries  at  its  will. 

Your  committee  does  not  believe  that  any  reduction  can  be  safely  made 
as  to  office  and  other  expenses  incidental  to  the  operation  of  this  depart- 
ment. 

In  this  connection  your  committee  believes  that  each  county  of  the  state 
should  pay  in  full  the  salary  of  its  county  attorney,  and  the  state  should 
not  bear  any  part  of  this  salary.  Under  Section  19,  Art.  8  of  our  Con- 
stitution, one-half  the  salary  paid  the  county  attorney  is  paid  by  the  county 
and  the  other  half  paid  by  the  state.  As  the  county  attorney  is  strictly  a 
county  officer  it  appears  proper  that  the  county  should  pay  the  entire 
salary. 

Attorney  General  Foot  gave  us  gladly  all  information  sought.  He 
believes  this  department  in  order  to  properly  and  efficiently  operate  needs 
all  the  assistance  and  employees  now  employed  under  him.  It  does  appear 
to  the  committee,  however,  that  some  reduction  in  the  force  of  this  office 
could  be  made  without  doing  injustice  to  the  department  or  hampering  its 
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efficiency  in  any  manner.  The  work  of  the  office  appears  to  be  up  to  date 
and  well  and  efficiently  cared  for. 

So  far  as  your  committee  was  able  to  ascertain,  however,  the  duties  and 
work  of  this  department  should  not  be  greater  during  the  next  two  years 
than  they  have  been  during  the  past  two  years,  and  hence  the  expenses 
should  be  no  greater.   They  ought  to  be  less. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  the  total  sum  appropriated  for  this  de- 
partment for  the  next  two  years  do  not  exceed  $52,570.00,  which  sum  is 
$8400.00  less  than  the  request  contained  in  the  budget  and  $7800.00  less 
than  the  amount  tentatively  approved  by  the  Appropriation  Committee  of 
the  House. 

We  recommend  too,  that  a  constitutional  amendment  be  submitted  to 
the  people  at  the  next  general  election  looking  to  the  payment  of  the  entire 
salaries  of  the  county  attorneys  by  their  respective  counties. 

We  further  recommend  that  Section  273  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  Mon- 
tana 1921  be  so  amended  that  the  power  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  as  to 
its  authority  to  employ  clerks,  stenographers  and  other  employees  for  the 
several  civil  departments  of  our  State  Government,  and  to  fix  their  salaries 
so  they  may  not  be  misunderstood.

REPORTS  OF  SELECT  COMMITTEES 

The  special  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  Board  of  Examiners 
submitted  the  following  report: 

Report  of  special  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  Board  of 
Examiners: 

Mr.  President:  We,  your  special  committee  to  investigate  the  depart- 
ment of  the  Board  of  Examiners,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

We  find  two  separate  departments  under  this  head:  Board  of  Exam- 
iners and  Budget  Office. 

1.  The  duty  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  is  to  check  and 
audit  claims  prior  to  their  approval  by  the  Board  of  Examiners,  to  ad- 
vertise and  to  open  bids  on  buildings  of  state  institutions,  to  advertise  and 
to  open  bond  bids,  and  to  transact  such  other  business  as  he  is  directed 
to  do  by  the  Board  of  Examiners. 

2.  The  Budget  Department  is  constituted  of  a  Public  Accountant, 
who  checks  all  the  accounts  of  the  different  state  institutions,  and  pre- 
pares the  budget  and  the  budget  estimates,  and  checks  the  State  Pur- 
chasing Department.  The  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  is  Mr.  Mc- 
Fatridge.  We  find  that  he  is  administering  the  affairs  of  the  office  in  a 
very  careful  and  efficient  manner.  There  is  employed  in  this  department 
besides  Mr.  McFatridge  an  assistant  clerk  and  an  office  assistant.  The 
clerk  receives  a  salary  of  $3,000.00,  the  assistant  clerk  $2,400.00,  and  the 
office  assistant  $2,100.00. 

This  department  has  asked  for  an  appropriation  of  $11,750.00  for 
the  year  commencing  July  1,  1925,  and  ending  June  30,  1926,  and  the  sum 
of  $11,700.00  for  the  year  commencing  July  1,  1926,  and  ending  June  30, 
1927,  making  a  total  for  the  biennium  of  $23,450.00.  This  estimate  is 
based  upon  an  expense  of  $5,700.00  for  salaries,  $450.00  for  miscellaneous 
expenses,  and  $500.00  for  traveling  expenses,  and  $5,000.00  for  general 
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expenses  and  general  supplies,  with  a  decrease  of  $50.00  for  the  second 
year. 

This  department  is  a  very  important  one,  and  its  efficient  adminis- 
tration means  a  saving  of  thousands  of  dollars  to  the  commonwealth. 

Mr.  McFatridge  advised  the  committee  that  the  appropriation  asked 
for  under  general  supplies  and  expenses  would  be  cut  in  two  and  not  im- 
pair the  efficiency  of  the  department.  In  fact,  he  called  the  attention  of 
your  committee  to  the  fact  that  his  department  will  return  the  sum  of 
$5,000.00  out  of  his  appropriation  for  the  last  biennium  of  $22,050.00.  In 
view  of  the  fact  that  from  the  appropriation  of  the  sum  of  $22,050.00  for 
the  last  biennium  this  department  is  returning  $5,000  to  the  general  fund, 
it  appears  to  your  committee  that  this  department  can  well  function  on 
$18,000.00  for  the  biennium. 

We  are  informed  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  that  there 
are  on  file  in  his  office  at  the  present  date  claims  against  the  State  for 
which  there  are  no  appropriations  to  meet  in  the  sum  of  $54,485.00.  The 
largest  single  class  of  these  claims  is  made  up  of  claims  filed  by  differ- 
ent newspapers  for  the  publication  of  the  different  constitutional  amend- 
ments and  of  the  initiated  laws  ordered  by  the  Secretary  of  State. 

Your  committee  found  that  it  cost  the  State  to  publish  the  proposed 
amendments  and  initiated  measures  and  election  expense  the  sum  of  $51,- 
723.33. 

The  Budget  Department  is  under  the  direction  of  the  State  Account- 
ant. The  State  Accountant's  salary  is  provided  for  in  the  appropriation 
under  the  heading  of  State  Accountant,  and  the  work  of  the  Budget  De- 
partment is  performed  by  the  head  of  the  Budget  Department  at  a  salary 
of  $2,100.00  per  annum  and  one  stenographer  receiving  a  salary  of  $1,200.00 
per  annum,  and  one  employee  who  receives  a  salary  of  $1,800.00  per  an- 
num, making  a  total  of  salaries  for  the  administration  of  the  department 
of  $5,100.00  per  annum.  To  meet  this  salary  charge  the  department  is 
asking  for  an  appropriation  of  $6,000.00  per  annum.  This  department 
asks  for  $500.00  for  stationery;  records  and  sundry  supplies  the  sum  of 
$300.00  per  annum;  and  for  printing  and  binding  publications  the  sum  of 
$1,500.00  per  annum;  and  for  furniture  and  furnishings  and  for  repairs 
the  sum  of  $200.00,  making  a  total  requirement  of  $8,000.00  per  annum. 

Your  committee  finds  that  the  budget  office  is  very  efficiently  and 
economically  administered,  and  we  believe  that  they  in  asking  for  appro- 
priations have  asked  for  as.  little  as  the  department  can  well  function 
under. 

In  connection  with  the  Budget  Department  your  committee  recom- 
mends that  the  dormitory  earnings,  in  form  of  payment  for  board  and 
room,  be  turned  in  to  the  general  fund  as  income  and  expenses  be  paid 
through  requisitions  on  Purchasing  Agent  out  of  general  fund  instead  of 
by  present  system  under  self-supporting  activities.  This  account  shows 
a  balance  of  $50,025.91  under  present  arrangement. 

We  further  call  the  attention  of  this  Body  to  a  saving  of  $25,000.00 
which  could  be  effected  bv  one  centralized  accounting  system  at  the  State 
Capitol  wherebv  twenty-five  bookkeepers  could  be  eliminated,  which  are 
required  under  the  system  of  keeping  a  set  of  books  at  each  of  the  various 
institutions.  Also  some  measure  should  be  taken  to  save  the  trade  dis- 
count which  is  lost  now  by  failure  to  pay  bills  on  time.  This  saving 
would  amount  to  $15,000.00  annually,  and  possibly  more.

We  find  that  the  State  have,  under  the  charge  of  the  Adjutant  General, 
at  this  time,  nineteen  companies  organized  and  equipped  and  that  the  Adju- 
tana  General's  office  have  planned  to  organize  and  equip  eleven  addi- 
tional companies  during  the  next  two  years.    We  find  also  that  the  appro- 
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priation  of  the  United  States  for  these  companies  is  about  eight  dollars  for 
every  one  dollar  expended  by  the  State  and  for  this  reason  the  Adjutant 
General's  office  consider  it  a  wise  move  to  increase  the  number  of  com- 
panies to  thirty. 

The  expenditures  for  the  year  ending  June  30th,  1924,  of  $19,045.28 
represent  the  expense  of  an  average  of  about  eleven  companies.  The  budget 
request  for  the  year  ending  June  30th,  1926,  of  $32,328.00  and  $35,578.00 
for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1927,  represents  the  estimated  expense,  includ- 
ing the  additional  eleven  companies. 

Your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  finances  of  the  State  do  not 
warrant  this  increase  and  recommend  an  expenditure  of  $22,650.00  for  the 
year  ending  June  30th,  1926,  and  the  same  amount  for  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1927,  which  in  their  opinion  will  maintain  the  present  nineteen 
companies  now  organized  and  equipped  in  the  State.

Mr.  President:  We,  your  Committee  appointed  to  investigate  the 
budget  requirements  of  the  Consolidated  Boards  find  that  the  expenditures 
for  the  last  fiscal  year  were  within  the  amount  appropriated  for  the  pur- 
pose, and  we  find  that  the  amount  asked  for  that  office,  $4,072.00,  to  be  a 
reasonable  amount  for  carrying  on  the  work  of  that  office. 

We  suggest,  however,  that  the  work  of  this  office  be  transferred  to  the 
Board  of  Examiners,  and  the  office  be  discontinued.  We  are  of  the  opinion 
that  considerable  economy  will  result  from  this  change.

The  special  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  Historical  Library 
submitted  the  following  report: 

February  2,  1925. 
Mr.  President:    We,  your  Committee  appointed  to  investigate  and  report 
upon  the  condition  of  the  Historical  Library,  beg  leave  to  report  as  fol- 
lows: 

We  have  gone  over  the  biennial  report  of  the  Librarian  for  the  years 
1923  and  1924,  made  a  thorough  inspection  of  the  quarters  occupied  by  the 
Library,  the  business  methods,  records  of  files  and  find  the  same  in  a 
very  satisfactory  condition. 

We  find  that  the  Library  is  in  a  crowded  condition,  owing  to  the  vacat- 
ing of  the  rooms  now  occupied  by  the  Adjutant  General.  This  necessitates 
the  storing  of  a  large  number  of  books,  newspapers,  files  and  paintings  in 
the  basement  where  they  are  inaccessible  to  the  public.  We  recommend 
that  other  quarters  be  provided  for  the  Adjutant  General's  office  and 
these  rooms  be  restored  to  the  Historical  Library. 

Few  people  comprehend  the  value  of  the  Historical  Society's  collections, 
extending  over  a  half  century,  especially  the  newspaper  files,  historical 
books,  manuscripts,  oil  portraits  and  museum  collections  well  preserved 
for  the  future  historian. 

We  find  that  the  appropriation  of  $4,800.00  per  annum  made  two  years 
ago  was  insufficient  to  bind  the  accumulating  newspapers,  pamphlets,  gov- 
ernment documents,  etc.,  and  they  are  now  tied  up  in  bundles  and  difficult 
to  access.    The  law  also  provides  for  the  publication  of  an  annual  volume 
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of  Historical  Contributions  which  costs  approximately  $700.00  for  five 
hundred  copies  to  publish.  The  manuscript  for  this  volume  is  prepared  and 
ready  for  the  printer,  but  there  are  no  funds  for  the  printing. 

These  newspapers,  etc.,  should  be  bound  and  the  annual  volume  pub- 
lished in  order  to  perpetuate  and  preserve  Montana  history.  This  depart- 
ment has  received  these  valuable  collections  by  donation  and  the  expense 
of  maintenance  has  been  very  nominal  to  the  State.  The  highest  figure  ap- 
propriated was  $8,500.00,  while  the  present  figure  is  $4,800.00,  which  pro- 
vides a  salary  of  $2,100.00  for  the  Librarian  and  $1,800.00  for  an  Assistant 
Librarian,  leaving  just  $900.00  for  everything  else,  including  the  items  of 
telephone,  stationery,  postage,  expressage  and  the  purchase  of  actually 
necessary  reference  and  historical  books,  hence  no  money  is  left  for  the 
binding  of  newspapers  and  the  publishing  of  the  annual  volume. 

We  wish  to  commend  the  especial  qualification  of  the  Librarian,  Mr. 
Hilger,  and  the  conditions,  neatness  and  order  of  the  Library  and  indorse 
his  budget  of  $7,000.00  per  annum  as  actually  necessary  and  should  be  ap- 
propriated.

The  special  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  office  of  State  For- 
ester submitted  the  following  report: 

Mr.  President:  We,  your  Committee  appointed  to  examine  the  office 
of  State  Forester  of  the  State  of  Montana,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

This  Committee  has  been  unable  to  make  any  real  investigation  of  the 
expenditures  and  operations  of  this  office  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  all  of 
the  records  of  the  office  are  in  the  city  of  Missoula  and  the  Committee  did 
not  feel  justified  in  going  to  the  expense  of  making  a  trip  to  Missoula.  The 
State  Forester  kindly  made  a  trip  to  Helena  and  conferred  with  your  Com- 
mittee and  gave  up  such  information  as  he  could  bring  with  him,  but  the  • 
information  that  he  had  consisted  principally  of  summaries  and  totals  of 
the  various  activities  and  we  had  no  way  of  determining  whether  any  sub- 
stantial reduction  could  be  made  or  not  without  affecting  the  services 
rendered  by  this  office.  * 

From  such  information  as  we  have  been  able  to  obtain  we  believe  that 
the  office  is  efficiently  administered,  and  it  is  possible  that  the  amount  re- 
quested in  the  budget  is  no  greater  than  what  is  necessary,  but  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  the  State  expenditures  must  be  reduced,  we  believe  that  there 
should  be  a  cut  of  approximately  fifteen  per  cent  (15%),  or  $6,000.00,  de- 
ducted from  the  amount  reauired  last  year  for  this  department,  which 
would  leave  approximately  $34,000.00  for  the  total  expenditures  of  this 
office,  and  that  this  reduction  could  be  made  without  seriously  interferring 
with  the  efficiency  and  operation  of  this  office.

The  special  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  Board  of  Child  and 
Animal  Protection,  State  Orphan's  Home  and  the  Board  of  Charities,  sub- 
mitted the  following  report: 

February  2,  1925. 

Mr.  President:  We,  your  Special  Committee,  appointed  to  investigate 
conditions,  expenditures  and  budget  requirements  of  the  Board  of  Child  and 
Animal  Protection,  State  Ophans'  Home  and  the  Board  of  Charities,  submit 
the  following  report: 

Our  investigation  was  confined  to  interviews  with  the  heads  of  the 
departments,  and  such  other t  information  as  was  available.    No  expense 
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1    was  incurred  in  visiting  the  Orphans'  Home  as  your  Committee  did  not 
feel  the  expense  was  justified  with  the  information  at  hand. 
Board  of  Child  and  Animal  Protection: 

The  appropriation  for  the  Bureau  of  Child  and  Animal  Protection  for 
the  year  ending  June  30,  1924,  was  $15,595.00  with  a  total  expenditure  of 
$15,219.65.  The  appropriation  for  the  fiscal  year,  ending  June  30,  1925,  is 
$15,650.00,  while  the  expenditures  to  December  31,  1924,  or  one-half  of  the 
year,  was  $7,648.38.  Your  Committee  feels  that  the  work  in  this  depart- 
ment is  commendable,  but  in  view  of  the  financial  conditions  of  the  state, 

:  a  plan  to  appoint  deputies  in  certain  districts  of  the  state,  wherein  there 
is  no  probation  officer,  on  a  per  diem  basis,  would  materially  reduce  the 

i  cost  of  salaries  for  deputies.  Any  county  in  such  district,  requiring  the 
services  of  the  officer  should  pay  all  other  expenses  pertaining  to  such 
investigation  or  transportation  of  any  child  to  the  Orphans'  Home.  This 
would  reduce  the  cost  of  travel  expense,  for  which  the  department  asks 
$4,000.00  each  year. 

Your  Committee  therefore  recommends: 

That  the  Secretary  be  allowed  one  (1)  deputy,  and  one  (1)  clerk.  The 
appointment  of  5  Part  Time  Deputies  on  a  per  diem  basis  in  districts  not 
,  provided  with  probation  officers,  who  shall  function  only  when  necessary, 
and  that  all  other  expenses  in  connection  with  the  duties  of  the  Part  Time 
officers,  be  paid  by  the  county  in  which  such  case  is  located. 

That  such  legislation  as  is  necessary  to  fulfill  this  recommendation  be 
enacted. 

State  Orphans  Home: 

Your  Committee,  after  a  personal  interview  with  the  Superintendent  of 
!  the  Orphans'  Home  finds  that  the  population  at  present  is  223  of  which  10 
S  are  orphans ;1,  parents  unknown;  24,  mother  living,  father  unknown;  3, 
;  father  living,  mother  unknown;  26,  mother  living,  father  dead;  64,  father 
;  living,  mother  dead;  and  95,  both  parents  living.    The  Superintendent  re- 
;  ports  a  waiting  list  at  present  of  15  to  20  children.    The  appropriation  for 
the  year  ending  June  30,  1924,  was  $88,994.50  and  the  expenditures  $80,- 
i  485.35,  of  which  $3,423.86  was  paid  from  earnings  and  collections  of  the 
institution.    The  appropriation  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1925,  is 
:  $82  909.50  from  which  has  been  expended  the  first  six  months  $40,034  51.  In 
addition  to  the  above  expenditures  $170,338.92  was  spent  for  New  Building, 
I  repairs  and  equipment  from  the  Educational  Bond  Fund  to  June  30,  1924. 
I  It  is  therefore  obvious  that  this  institution  will  not  require  any  appropria- 
;  tion  for  these  purposes  in  the  near  future.    The  only  item  your  Committee 
;  recommends  in  this  respect  is  a  small  expense  for  water  supply  for  the  use 
of  the  Home  and  fire  protection. 

We  are  informed  that  the  state  owns  220  acres  of  land  at  this  institu- 
tion but  which  did  not  produce  sufficient  hay  to  feed  the  30  cows  which  sup- 
;  ply  the  milk  for  the  institution.    Likewise  potatoes  are  purchased  in  the 
;  open  market  because  of  the  lack  of  suficient  production. 

Your  Committee  believes  that  this  land  should  be  made  to  produce  such 
products  as  can  be  produced  to  the  end  that  a  substantial  reduction  may 
be  made  in  the  cost  of  food  used  and  for  which  requests  are  made  for  pro- 
visions and  meats  or  $19,250.00  for  each  of  the  next  two  years. 

In  this  connection  your  Committee  desires  to  recommend  some  system 
of  production  of  feed  supplies  of  all  land  now  owned  by  the  State  to  the 
end  that  each  institution  will  have  a  market  for  products,  in  other  institu- 
tions of  the  State,  rather  than  the  purchase  of  supplies  from  some  outside 
producer.  This  could  be  accomplished  without  any  additional  expense  and 
would  mean  a  substantial  saving. 

Your  Committee  further  recommends  that  wherein  the  fathers  and 
mothers  of  children  now  in  the  Home,  are  living,  that  they  be  required  to 
pay  at  least  part  of  the  cost  of  the  care  of  the  child. 

Your  Committee  believes  that  children  committed  to  this  institution 
should  be  placed  in  suitable  private  homes  at  the  earliest  opportunity,  and 
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therefore  recommends  that  one  of  the  officers  of  this  institution  be  a 
placement  officer. 

Your  Committee  further  recommends,  in  view  of  the  States'  financial 
situation,  that  the  Superintendents'  request  for  traveling  expenses  to  in- 
vestigate institutions  in  other  parts  of  the  country  during  the  ensuing  two 
years  be  denied. 

It  would  appear  to  your  Committee  that  in  committing  children  to  this 
institution,  officers  commiting  children  should  investigate  the  financial  cir- 
cumstances of  parents  or  immediate  relatives  of  such  children,  and  strictly 
adhere  to  the  terms  of  the  law  and  issue  orders  requiring  parents  or  immed- 
iate relatives,  where  financial  circumstances  permit,  to  pay  at  least  part  of 
the  cost  of  the  care  of  the  child. 

In  view  of  the  above  recommendations  your  Committee  believes  that 
the  requests  for  appropriation  for  the  next  two  years  could  be  materially 
reduced  and  recommend  a  10%  reduction  of  the  request. 

State  Board  of  Charities  and  Reforms: 

The  appropriation  for  the  Board  of  Charities  and  Reforms  for  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1924,  was  $400.00,  of  which  $123.68  was  spent.  For 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1925,  the  appropriation  is  $400.00.  The  ex- 
penditures for  the  first  six  months  amount  to  $110.07. 

In  view  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  State  and  guided  by  past  ex- 
penditures, your  Committee  recommends  an  appropriation  of  $250.00  each 
year.

Report  referred  to  Committee  on  Finance  and  Claims. 

The  special  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  office  of  the  State 
Engineer  submitted  the  following  report: 

Mr.  President:  We,  your  Committee  selected  to  investigate  the  office 
of  the  State  Engineer,  respectfully  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

The  State  Engineer  is  Secretary  of  the  Carey  Land  Act  Board,  Chair- 
man of  the  Irrigation  District  Bond  Commission  and  member  of  the  State 
Land  Contest  Board.  It  is  his  duty  to  investigate  the  needs  of  the  State  as 
to  irrigation  matters  and  to  measure  streams  and  keep  records  of  their 
flow  in  co-operation  with  the  United  States  Geological  Survey.  He  pre- 
pares reports  on  water  supply  for  projects  organized  under  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  Public  Service  Commission. 

In  case  owners  of  property  or  residents  below  dams  are  afraid  that  the 
structures  are  unsafe,  and  that  a  break  may  endanger  their  property  or 
lives,  they  may  apply  to  the  State  Engineer  for  an  investigation.  He  is 
occassionally  consulted  on  engineering  matters  by  other  state  departments 
and  represents  the  state  when  an  interstate  or  international  problem  relat- 
ing to  water  rights,  irrigation  and  similar  subjects  are  under  consideration. 

As  Secretary  of  the  Carey  Land  Act  Board  he  is  required  to  approve  all 
plans  for  structures  on  Carey  projects  and  act  as  consulting  engineer  during 
construction.  He  settles  disputes  between  settlers  and  the  contracting  com- 
panies. Before  the  management  of  the  projects  is  turned  over  to  the 
settlers  he  has  to  approve  the  system  and  structures  as  finally  constructed. 
Among  the  six  Carey  projects  in  the  state  is  the  Valier,  which  has  irrigated 
more  land  than  any  other  single  irrigation  project  in  the  State.  It  has 
about  600  land  owners,  and  there  are  hundreds  of  miles  of  canals  and 
many  structures,  including  one  of  the  highest  rock-fill  dams  in  the  world. 
Although  not  completed,  over  four  million  dollars  has  already  been  ex- 
pended on  this  project. 

Office  work  in  connection  with  this  land  titles  are  handled  in  the  of- 
fice of  the  State  Engineer  and  Carey  Land  Act  Board.  This  included  appli- 
cations to  the  United  States  for  segregations  of  land,  applications  to  the 
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United  States  for  patents,  the  filing  of  these  and  of  settlers  individual 
records  of  applications,  final  proofs  and  the  issuance  of  patents  to  settlers. 

Recent  legislative  amendments  have  required  the  State  Engineer  to 
spend  much  more  time  on  irrigation  districts  than  formerly.  Now,  before 
a  district  may  be  created,  under  the  1909  act,  the  district  court  must  be 
supplied  with  a  report  on  feasibility  and  water  supply  by  the  State 
Engineer.  Before  one  of  these  districts  may  proceed  to  dispose  of  bonds 
for  construction  purposes,  approval  of  the  Irrigation  District  Bond  Com- 
mission must  be  obtained.  Most  of  the  work  of  these  investigations  falls 
upon  the  State  Engineer.  During  the  progress  of  construction  work  he 
must  satisfy  himself  that  the  proceeds  of  a  bond  sale  are  used  for  the 
purposes  for  which  the  bonds  were  issued. 

While  spending  some  of  his  own  time  on  stream  measurement  work,  the 
greater  part  is  done  by  employees  of  the  Water  Resources  Branch,  U.  S. 
Geological  Survey.  During  the  year  ending  June  30,  1924,  the  State  En- 
gineers Office  spent  $6,124.00  on  this  work,  while  money  spent  from  United 
States  funds  amounted  to  $10,296.00.  Of  this,  $5,000.00  was  a  direct  U.  S. 
Geological  Survey  expenditure,  while  the  balance  was  received  from  the 
Reclamation  Service,  Indian  Service,  and  other  bureaus.  Some  of  the  other 
states  are  spending  considerably  more  than  they  receive  in  federal  aid  on 
this  work,  as  shown  by  figures  which  follow  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 
1924. 

Arizona  spent  $11,799.99,  while  the  U.  S.  G.  S.  spent  $3,500.00  in  that 

California  spent  $31,047.21,  while  the  U.  S.  G.  S.  spent  $5,500.00  there. 

Idaho  spent  $15,292.81,  while  the  U.  S.  G.  S.  spent  $5,000.00  there. 

Texas  spent  $62,992.41,  while  the  U.  S.  G.  S.  spent  $5,000.00  there. 

Some  of  the  other  states  are  spending  considerably  more  money  than 
the  U.  S.  Geological  Survey  is  allotting  to  them  and  in  order  to  continue 
to  receive  the  benefit  of  this  cooperation  we  must  maintain  our  appropria- 
tions. 

The  estimate  for  budget  of  July  1,  1925,  to  June  30,  1926,  for  the 
direct  operation  is  $5,302.50,  and  for  Supplementarv  Activities  Stream 
Measurement  $6,625.00;  total  $11,927.50.  Estimates  "for  budget  for  year 
July  1,  1926,  to  June  30,  1927,  are  a  duplicate  of  these  figures,  making  a 
total  of  $23,853.00. 

We,  your  committee,  recommend  a  cut  of  $200.00  in  traveling  expenses 
and  $100.00  in  printing  and  binding  of  publication,  making  a  reduction  of

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REPORTS  OF  SELECT  COMMITTEES 

The  joint  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  office  of  Register 
of  State  Lands  submitted  the  following  report: 

Findings  and  recommendations  of  Joint  Committee  on  State  Lands: 

We,  your  Committee,  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  Senate  and 
the  Speaker  of  the  House,  have  carefully  and  thoroughly  investigated  the 
transactions  of  the  office  of  the  Register  of  State  Lands. 

We  find  that  this  business  is  of  immense  proportions.  At  this  time 
the  investments  total  approximately  $22,000,000.00;  and  in  addition  there 
are  4,000,000  (plus)  acres  of  land  which  under  the  Enabling  Act  must 
be  held  for  sale  at  not  less  than  $10  per  acre.  This,  with  the  immediate 
investments,  totals  approximately  sixty-seven  or  sixty-eight  millions  of 
dollars. 

It  is  a  notable  fact  that  the  citizens  of  Montana  have  no  conception 
of  the  immensity  of  this  business  nor  do  they  realize  that  the  income 
from  the  leasing  and  sale  of  such  land  which  has  been  granted  by  the 
Federal  Government  to  the  State  of  Montana  has  such  tremendous  value; 
nor  do  they  have  in  mind  the  fact  that  the  income  which  may  be  derived 
from  the  sale  or  leasing  of  such  State  lands  becomes  available  for  the 
maintenance  of  schools  over  the  State.  When  lands  are  sold  the  prin- 
cipal amount  goes  into  the  Permanent  School  Fund  which  under  the  law 
shall  be  invested  in  securities  which  are  available  and  which  may  be 
realized  upon  without  delay.  The  interest  on  farm  loans  and  contracts  of 
purchase,  revenues  received  from  trespass  and  other  matters  arising  upon 
which  this  department  requires  a  payment,  are  placed  in  the  Income  and 
Interest  Fund.  This  fund  each  year  is  divided  among  the  school  chil- 
dren of  the  State  upon  a  census  made  by  the  State  Superintendent  of 
Schools.  It  has  been  as  high  as  $6.10  per  capita  and  the  last  report  on 
the  division  was  $5.67.  The  receipts  of  this  department  outside  of  any 
delinquencies  which  have  occurred  because  of  adverse  conditions  have  been 
approximately  a  million  and  a  quarter  dollars  a  year.  At  this  time  there 
are  under  lease  1,191,559  acres  of  land.  This  is  covered  by  grazing  leases, 
agricultural  leases  and  oil  leases.  The  remaining  three  million  acres 
are  not  now  leased  for  any  purpose  whatever.  Inasmuch  as  this  land  is  not 
being  used  for  any  purpose  whatever  it  is  the  recommendation  of  this 
committee  that  the  minimum  rental  for  grazing  purposes  be  based  upon 
$40  per  section  rather  than  upon  the  present  minimum  of  $60  per  section. 
It  is  our  opinion  that  under  the  conditions  that  have  and  do  prevail  at 
this  time  as  to  the  livestock  industries  of  the  State  that  a  decided  reduc- 
tion should  be  made.  It  has  not  been  possible  to  go  below  the  minimum 
established  by  the  board  and  we  are  now  recommending  and  insisting 
that  this  minimum  be  reduced  to  the  amount  stated  before.  It  has  been 
our  observation  that  where  rentals  have  been  entirely  out  of  line  and 
beyond  the  ability  of  the  stockmen  or  the  farmer  to  pay  them  that  leases 
have  lapsed  or  cancelled,  and  no  renewals  were  made  for  the  reason  that 
the  lessees  were  financially  unable  to  maintain  the  obligation  which  is 
required  by  the  State.  We  believe  that  such  a  reduction  to  the  minimum 
of  $40  will  result  in  the  releasing  of  many  thousands  of  acres  of  State 
lands  thereby  bringing  a  revenue  that  at  this  time  is  not  had.  We  fur- 
ther recommend  that  the  Legislature  consider  the  rental  charge  for  agri- 
cultural purposes.  At  the  present  time  a  charge  of  75c  per  acre  is  made. 
We  recommend  that  this  be  reduced  to  50c  per  acre.  It  has  been  the 
policy  of  the  land  department,  worked  out  with  the  co-operation  of  the 
State  Land  Agent  and  the  Deputy  Register,  that  land  being  summer  fal- 
lowed should  be  considered  as  grazing  land  upon  proper  notice  to  this 
department.  Under  this  plan  such  lessee  would  pay  the  agricultural 
price  for  the  year  in  which  such  lands  were  in  crop.  It  is  further  recom- 
mended that  the  land  department  shall  issue  leases  for  one  year  upon  pay- 
ment of  rental  in  advance  and  without  bondsmen;  that  such  lease  shall 
automatically  be  cancelled  upon  non-payment  of  rental;  that  leases  shall 
be  issued  for  one  year  with  the  privilege  of  renewing  for  a  term  totaling 
five  years  but  that  the  lessee  upon  delinquency  shall  be  dispossessed  and 
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shall  have  no  further  right  to  the  land  in  the  event  that  such  rental  is 
not  paid  in  advance  and  that  at  all  times  the  lessee  of  record  shall  have 
the  preference  right,  meaning  that  if  another  bid  is  received  either  sealed 
or  oral  that  the  lessee  shall  have  the  right  to  retain  the  land  by  con- 
senting to  pay  the  amount  that  has  been  bid  without  the  necessity  of 
the  lessee  bidding  again.  We  further  recommend  that  the  Register  of 
State  Lands  be  given  such  authority  to  lease  land  upon  which  there  may 
be  'improvements.  This  refers  specifically  to  fences  which  are  of  debat- 
able value  and  of  uncertain  age.  Because  of  the  fact  that  it  is  necessary 
under  the  law  that  a  new  lessee  must  pay  the  former  lessee  for  the  im- 
provements on  the  land  within  90  days  from  the  expiration  of  the  lease, 
or  if  under  the  limitations  they  have  reverted  to  the  State  it  results  in 
our  being  unable  to  issue  a  lease  and  the  lands  have  remained  idle.  It 
would  appear  that  if  this  department  has  the  authority  to  issue  a  lease 
retaining  to  the  State  the  title  and  ownership  of  whatever  improvements 
that  have  reverted,  and  make  such  a  notation  on  the  lease  issued,  that  it 
would  result  in  our  being  able  to  put  the  land  in  use  and  derive  a  revenue 
which  under  the  present  law  is  prohibitive. 

We  recommend  that  the  county  commissioners  have  authority  by 
law  to  cancel  second  mortgages  because  of  seed  liens  where  that  applies 
to  land  upon  which  the  State  has  loaned  money  from  the  Common  School 
Permanent  Fund. 

We  recommend  that  where  lands  have  been  abandoned  and  sufficient 
evidence  is  had  that  the  State  be  given  the  right  to  take  immediate  pos- 
session and  wherever  it  can  be  done  place  some  one  on  the  land  to  pro- 
tect the  improvements  which  may  be  there  and  pay  a  rental  to  the  State 
upon  a  crop  sharing  basis,  such  to  be  applied  upon  the  delinquent  interest 
and  taxes  first;  and  any  additional  amount  received  to  be  applied  upon  the 
principal  of  the  loan. 

We  further  recommend  that  the  State  Land  Agent  be  given  police 
authority  to  deputize  his  agents  and  deputies  to  seize  chattels  for  tres- 
pass where  land  is  enclosed  and  being  used  or  occupied  without  right  of 
law.  This  applies  to  crops,  to  cattle,  sheep  or  any  other  livestock  that 
may  be  grazing  upon  the  land  under  enclosure.  We  recommend  that  the 
law  placing  the  penalty  for  trespassing  at  $25  per  day  be  repealed  and 
that  the  State  should  have  the  right  to  seize  crops  and  chattels  which 
may  be  found  upon  the  land  and  that  the  penalty  be  double  rental,  either 
agricultural  or  grazing. 

It  is  further  recommended  that  where  deeds  have  been  given  to  the 
State  for  lands  mortgaged  that  under  the  law  (Section  1938,  Revised 
Codes  of  1921,  amended  by  Session  Laws  of  1923)  the  initial  payment 
should  be  10%  instead  of  15%.  It  is  further  recommended  that  where  it 
is  deemed  advisable  that  under  the  authority  of  the  Attorney  General  the 
County  Attorneys  shall  be  called  upon  to  conduct  in  court  the  act  of 
proving  the  claim  of  the  State  against  mortgagors.  This  will  result  in 
the  lessening  of  the  expense  of  the  conduct  of  this  department. 

It  is  further  recommended  by  this  committee  that  interest  on  delin- 
quent taxes  be  7%  instead  of  12%  and  that  the  penalty  be  5%.  This  will 
effect  a  saving  not  only  to  the  taxpayers  of  the  State  but  to  the  State 
Land  Department  in  the  conducting  of  its  business  occurring  from  loans 
that  have  been  made.  It  is  estimated  that  a  saving  could  be  made  to 
the  department  as  concerns  the  Permanent  School  Fund  of  from  twenty- 
five  to  forty  thousand  dollars  because  of  the  fact  that  a  great  many  of 
the  loans  made  to  the  farmers  of  the  State  from  this  department  are 
delinquent  not  only  in  the  payment  of  interest  but  in  the  payment  of 
taxes.  The  resultant  saving  would  be  approximately  the  amount  above 
stated. 

It  is  further  recommended  that  certain  words  included  in  Section 
1938  of  the  Revised  Codes,  amended  by  Session  Laws  of  1923,  be  elimi- 
nated for  the  reason  that  there  is  a  difference  between  lands  granted  by 
the  Federal  Government  to  the  State  of  Montana  and  the  lands  that  have 
reverted  to  the  State  because  of  foreclosure  or  unredeemed  deeds;  and 
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th  words  to  be  eliminated  are  "and  the  said  lands  thereafter  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  sale  and  disposal  in  the  same  manner  as  other  State  lands." 

It  is  recommended  by  this  committee  that  the  Register  of  State  Lands 
be  authorized  to  advertise  foreclosed  lands  in  a  paper  published  in  the 
county  where  the  lands  are  located  for  a  period  of  30  days  and  that  the 
Register  of  State  Lands  shall  be  permitted  to  receive  sealed  bids  at  his 
office  in  Helena,  Montana,  for  the  repurchase  of  such  lands  after  having 
been  sold  under  foreclosure.  This,  if  enacted,  will  save  the  Permanent 
School  Fund  a  considerable  amount.  It  is  quite  probable  that  a  saving 
of  from  $50  to  $100  can  be  had  under  this  procedure. 

That  during  the  special  session  of  the  Legislature  in  January,  1924, 
after  careful  investigation,  it  was  disclosed  that  foreclosures  and  acquir- 
ing of  deeds  on  State  farm  loan  lands  were  practically  at  a  standstill 
owing  to  the  lack  of  funds.  A  special  appropriation  was  made  of  $5,682.50 
for  1924  and  a  like  amount  for  1925,  this  money  to  be  used  to  hasten 
foreclosures  and  acquire  deeds  to  stop  the  drain  on  the  Permanent  School 
Fund.  We  find  that  the  results  have  been  obtained.  We  find  that  578 
deeds  and  foreclosures  have  been  completed  as  the  result  of  that  appro- 
priation, or  a  saving  to  the  Permanent  School  Fund  of  $57,800.00  in  de- 
linquent taxes.  This  is  based  on  the  average  of  $100  per  loan.  This  was 
done  at  a  cost  in  field  help  and  additional  help  in  the  office  of  $5,377.31. 
Another  item  we  desire  to  call  to  your  attention  is  that  of  receipts  from 
lands  leased  by  field  agents  on  the  crop  rental  plan.  This  has  returned 
to  the  department  approximately  $4,000.00;  and  we  would  recommend 
that  this  policy  be  continued  in  the  caring  for  farm  lands  acquired  by  the 
State  under  this  Farm  Loan  Act.  We  find  that  of  the  special  appropria- 
tion allowed  there  is  and  will  be  returned  to  the  General  Fund  $4,294.90. 
We  compliment  the  department  in  the  able  way  that  this  has  been  handled 
and  would  recommend  that  activities  be  continued  toward  the  end  that 
all  delinquent  loans  be  converted  into  amortized  contracts  to  stop  the 
drain  on  the  Permanent  School  Fund  in  payment  of  delinquent  taxes. 

We  desire  particularly  to  call  your  attention  to  the  report  of  the 
Register  of  State  Lands,  Table  21,  page  32 — "Land  office  expense  paid 
from  the  Interest  and  Income  Fund  commencing  1894  and  including  all 
years  up  to  1921" — showing  a  total  of  $892,468.54.  On  this  amount  no 
interest  has  been  paid  nor  action  taken  by  any  of  the  prior  Legislative 
Assemblies  to  replace  these  moneys  belonging  to  the  school  children  of 
the  State  of  Montana.  Previous  to  1921  large  amounts  of  the  State 
school  fund  varying  often  from  one  to  two  millions  of  dollars  were  kept 
deposited  in  various  banks  drawing  21/&%  interest,  all  of  which  interest 
was  placed  in  the  general  funds  of  the  State.  This  interest  rightfully 
belonged  to  the  schools  of  the  State  and  should  be  returned  to  them. 
This  is  a  serious  condition  and  should  receive  immediate  consideration 
on  the  part  of  this  Legislative  Assembly  as  to  how  to  return  the  money 
so  taken. 

A  special  committee  of  the  Eighteenth  Assembly  investigating  the 
land  office  made  a  recommendation  that  no  more  farm  loans  be  made. 
We  find  that  contrary  to  the  recommendation  there  have  been  two  loans 
made,  one  for  nine  thousand  dollars  ($9,000.00)  and  one  for  six  thousand 
dollars  ($6,000.00).  There  is  no  question  about  these  loans  being  good, 
but  in  view  of  the  recommendation  of  the  Legislature  we  feel  that  they 
should  not  have  been  made;  especially  when  there  were  approximately 
fifteen  hundred  prior  applications  pending.  The  question  has  been  raised 
that  the  State  Land  Board  received  no  notice  from  the  Senate  as  to  its 
action,  but  past  experience  and  a  general  knowledge  of  conditions  should 
have  guided  the  Board  in  its  action.  We  are  loath  to  recommend  the 
discontinuance  of  farm  loans  from  the  Permanent  School  Fund,  but  the 
net  result  is  that  the  Permanent  School  Fund  is  in  a  serious  condition, 
carrying  a  total  of  almost  four  and  one-half  millions  of  dollars  of  loans 
upon  which  over  eight  hundred  thousand  dollars  has  accrued  in  delin- 
quent interest,  taxes  and  foreclosure  costs — almost  twenty  per  cent  (20^)

of  principal  amount,  with  no  mention  made  of  the  added  cost  of  admin- 
istration which  is  now  a  charge  upon  the  State  General  Fund. 

Therefore,  we,  your  committee,  although  reluctant  to  contemplate 
the  discontinuance  of  farm  loans  from  the  School  Land  Fund  yet,  with  due 
regard  for  the  sacredness  of  this  fund,  entrusted  to  our  State  Govern- 
ment, feel  it  our  duty  to  recommend  that  the  State  Farm  Loan  Act  be 
repealed. 

Appropriations.  In  common  with  all  departments  of  the  State  Gov- 
ernment the  land  department  claims  to  face  stark  ruination  if  their  ap- 
propriations are  reduced.  While  this  is  a  very  important  department, 
and  their  work  necessary,  we  think  that  they  can  get  along  for  the  next 
biennium  on  a  reduced  appropriation,  and  would  recommend  a  flat  re- 
duction of  ten  per  cent  in  their  appropriation  in  the  coming  two  year 
period.  We  do  not  want  to  curtail  any  of  the  necessary  activities,  but 
believe  that  proper  adjutsments  can  be  made  in  their  office  with  this 
reduced  appropriation  so  that  the  absolutely  necessary  activities  may  be 
carried  on.  In  view  of  the  present  state  of  the  treasury  we  feel  that 
all  departments  should  be  cut  down  to  the  lowest  possible  amount  until 
the  State  can  get  on  its  feet. 

We  are  basing  our  recommendations  of  the  ten  per  cent  cut  on  the 
budget  of  the  last  biennium  which  shows  approximately  $35,000,000  al- 
lowed which  would  reduce  this  appropriation  approximately  to  $31,500.00.

Mr.  President:  We,  your  Committee  named  to  investigate  the  office 
of  Fish  and  Game,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

The  status  of  this  office  is  somewhat  different  to  almost  any  of- 
fice in  the  State  as  they  do  not  receive  their  money  through  appropria- 
tion, but  receive  it  through  the  sale  of  fishing  and  hunting  licenses  and  fines 
and  confiscations.  Therefore,  we  see  no  reason  for  this  report  going  to 
the  Finance  and  Claims  committee. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  your  Committee  that  the  Fish  and  Game  commis- 
sion should  attempt,  at  once,  to  put  this  department  on  a  sound  financial 
basis  so  they  can  live  within  the  income  they  are  receiving  at  the  present 
time.  The  people  of  Montana  are  demanding  reductions  in  government 
expense.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  that  your  Fish  and  Game 
department  is  included  in  this  demand,  therefore,  we  submit  the  following 
report:

In  order  that  you  may  fully  understand  the  purport  of  this  report 
of  distribution  by  counties,  I  desire  to  say  that  many  streams  traverse 
several  counties  and  that  the  planting  of  fish  is  usually  made  at  such 
points  as  are  most  convenient  to  the  railroad  or  other  means  of  transpor- 
tation. For  instance,  the  planting  of  fish  in  Rock  Creek  where  it  runs 
into  Missoula  County  near  Bonita  would  serve  to  help  in  stocking  this 
stream  in  Granite  County,  also  the  stocking  of  the  streams  in  western 
Montana,  from  the  Hamilton,  Somers,  Missoula  and  Ovando  hatcheries, 
really  means  the  stocking  of  all  the  streams  of  western  Montana,  as  the 
fish  move  up  and  down  these  streams  as  they  grow  larger.  The  same 
rule,  of  course,  applies  in  eastern  Montana. 

This  information  is  given  in  order  that  you  may  be  able  to  explain 
the  apparent  wide  difference  in  the  number  of  fish  planted  in  the  dif- 
ferent counties.

Mr.  President:  It  is  the  opinion  of  your  committee  that  there  should 
be  no  increase  in  the  price  of  licenses.  We  find  that  over  fifty  per  cent 
of  the  money  collected  is  paid  out  in  wages  to  someone,  and  it  is  the 
opinion  of  your  committee,  while  it  is  not  a  direct  tax  on  the  people,  as 
your  Fish  and  Game  Commission  states,  it  is  an  indirect  tax  neverthe- 
less, in  our  opinion,  as  most  of  the  money  comes  from  fines  and  licenses 
collected  from  the  people — consequently  we  recommend  no  increase  in  the 
price  of  licenses.  We  do  recommend  that  the  Commission  get  under  way 
at  once  to  reduce  the  overhead  expenses. 

We  find  M.  S.  Carpenter  has  been  employed  by  the  Fish  and  Game 
Commission  as  Biological  Educational  Secretary  at  $150  per  month  for 
the  last  fourteen  months.  It  is  understood  that  there  will  be  a  new  bill 
to  increase  his  salary  to  almost  double  this  figure.  That  calls  for  more 
help  and  more  expenses,  such  as  office,  stenographic,  etc. 

Your  committee  also  finds  that  said  Fish  and  Game  Commission  has 
allowed  Chairman  Marlow  a  stenographer  in  his  office  for  the  past  two 
years,  or  longer,  at  $75.00  per  month.  Your  committee  does  not  under- 
stand the  necessity  for  this  expense. 

Four  years  ago  we  raised  the  price  of  licenses  from  $1.50  to  $2.00. 
We  understand  another  raise  is  to  be  asked  for  at  this  session.  With  all 
the  activities  your  Fish  and  Game  Commission  has  in  mind  the  people 
of  Montana  can  look  for  another  raise  two  years  hence,  consequently  we 
recommend  the  price  of  the  license  remain  where  it  is  at  the  present 
time. 

Your  committee  also  recommends  that,  as  we  have  twelve  fish  hatch- 
eries in  number  at  the  present  time,  that  is  sufficient  for  the  state. 

Your  committee  recommends  that  the  Fish  and  Game  Commission 
take  steps  at  once  to  see  that  a  standard  bookkeeping  system  be  installed 
in  the  Game  Warden's  office,  so  that  when  there  is  any  information  de- 
sired it  can  be  secured  at  once  in  an  accurate  and  businesslike  manner. 

We  also  recommend  that  the  Game  Warden  demand  all  moneys  from 
license  dealers  every  thirty  days,  and  when  dealers  do  not  remit  at  said 
time  he  shall  at  once  take  such  steps  as  are  necessary  to  make  said  col- 
lection. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Fish 
and  Game  Commission  reports  to  no  one  and  is  responsible  to  no  one, 
and  as  the  Governor  of  the  State  has  the  authority  to  make  the  appoint- 
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ment  of  said  commission  we  deem  it  only  fair  that  the  commission  send 
a  report  of  all  receipts  and  disbursements  to  the  Governor  every  ninety 
days,  and  set  forth  plans  for  all  other  activities  which  they  anticipate  in- 
itiating. This  is  recommended  only  to  keep  the  Governor  in  touch  with  his 
commission. 

Your  committee  wants  to  extend  thanks  to  the  Game  Warden,  C.  A. 
Jakways,  and  his  office  force  for  the  courtesy  and  assistance  given  in 
securing  this  information  and  in  getting  out  this  report.

The  special  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  State  School  of 
Mines  submitted  the  following  report:

Mr.  President:  Your  committee  appointed  to  make  an  investigation 
of  the  State  School  of  Mines  submit:  That  your  committee  met  and  con- 
ferred with  Dr.  G.  W.  Craven,  president  of  said  school. 

Dr.  Craven,  like  other  state  department  heads,  believes  and  endeav- 
ored to  impress  your  committee  with  the  belief  that  an  increase  of  appro- 
priations should  be  made  in  practically  every  department  of  his  school.  A 
statement  of  these  increases  prepared  by  Dr.  Craven  is  herewith  sub- 
mitted. 

By  reason  of  the  low  ebb  of  the  State's  finances,  your  committee 
feels  that  increased  appropriations  should  not  be  made  for  the  State 
School  of  Mines. 

Your  committee  also  believes  that  the  department  known  as  the 
Bureau  of  Mines  is  a  needless  expense  and  should  be  abolished. 

It  is  the  further  opinion  of  your  committee  that  the  State  Bureau  of 
Mines  is  not  in  any  way  related  to  the  educational  features  of  this  school. 
This  bureau  was  created  a  number  of  years  ago  with  a  very  small  apr 
propriation,  which  was  increased  with  each  session  of  the  Legislature 
until  now  it  has  become  an  expensive  affair. 

The  reason  or  excuse  for  the  creation  of  this  bureau  was  that  it 
would  aid  poor  prospectors  by  assaying  and  analyzing  their  ores.  This 
has  been  carried  out  in  part  only,  by  giving  a  quantity  and  not  a  quality 
report.  In  other  words,  the  amount  in  value  of  metals  contained  in  a 
sample  of  ore  submitted  by  a  prospector  to  this  bureau,  is  not  given, 
for  the  reason  that  it  will  interfere  with  the  commercial  business  of  the 
custom  assayers.  This  bureau  reports  to  the  prospector  submitting  a 
sample  the  character  of  the  ore  only.  For  instance  that  it  is  manganese 
ore,  pyrite  of  copper  ore,  iron  sulphide  ore,  tungsten  or  some  other  type 
of  ore,  giving  the  prospector  information  usually  possessed  by  the  pros- 
pector.

Your  committee  finds  that  the  total  expenditures  for  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1924,  of  $2,210.29  represents  the  expense  of  that  office  from 
December  1,  1923,  to  June  30,  1924,  or  a  period  of  seven  months.  We 
recommend  a  cut  of  15%  from  the  budget  request  for  that  office  as  per  | 
above  statement,  giving  an  appropriation  of  $3,565.00  for  the  year  end- 
ing June  30,  1926,  and  the  same  amount  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 
1927.  We  also  find  that  considerable  extra  expense  for  this  office  is  on  I 
account  of  the  so-called  "Self  Supporting  Activities."  We  suggest  that 
the  Committee  on  Finance  and  Claims  require  a  statement  to  be  submitted 
to  them  of  balances  in  these  accounts  at  the  close  of  the  last  fiscal  year 
and  that  the  carrying  of  these  accounts  be  discontinued,  or  if  this  is  not 
practical  that  the  State  Accountant  be  deputized  as  a  State  Examiner 
so  that  he  may  have  authority  to  enforce  a  proper  accounting  of  these 
funds.

REPORTS  OF  SELECT  COMMITTEES 

The  special  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  Department  of 
the  State  Examiner  and  Superintendent  of  Banks  submitted  the  follow- 
ing report: 

Report  of  Select  Committee  on  Banks  and  Banking: 
To  the  Honorable  W.  S.  McCormack, 
Lieutenant  Governor  and  President  of  the  Senate. 

Mr.  President:  We,  your  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the 
Department  of  the  State  Examiner  and  Superintendent  of  Banks  as  re- 
gards the  conduct  of  the  office  and  its  needs,  beg  to  report,  upon  survey, 
information  and  belief,  as  follows: 

We  find  that  due  to  the  nature  of  the  work,  the  organization  naturally 
falls  into  two  divisions:  the  division  of  Public  Accounting  and  that  of 
Banks  and  Banking. 

The  head  of  the  department  is  appointed  by  the  Governor  and  con- 
firmed by  the  Senate,  and  receives  a  statutory  salary  of  $5,000.00  per 
annum. 

Division  of  Public  Accounting: 

We  find  that  the  division  of  Public  Accounting  consists  of  a  First 
Assistant  State  Examiner,  whose  salary  is  $3,000.00  per  year,  and  a  Sec- 
ond Assistant  State  Examiner,  who  has  charge  of  examination  of  cities 
and  towns,  whose  salary  is  $2,700.00  per  year  (though  they  have  been 
paying  but  $2,400.00),  provided  by  statute,   and  four   deputies,  whose 
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salary  is  $200.00  per  month.  In  addition  to  salary,  the  personnel  receives 
mileage  and  subsistence  when  doing  field  work. 

We  find  that  this  force  visits  and  examines,  once  each  year  (except 
in  cases  where  it  is  physically  impossible  to  do  so)  68  irrigation  districts, 
charging  a  fee  of  $25.00  each,  which  is  turned  into  the  State  Treasury  and 
credited  to  the  General  Fund  of  the  State;  19  high  schools,  charging  a 
fee  of  $25  each,  which  is  turned  into  the  State  Treasury  for  credit  of 
the  General  Fund;  56  counties,  which  pay  a  statutory  fee  into  the  State 
Treasury  for  the  General  Fund  of  the  State;  109  cities  and  towns,  which 
pay  a  statutory  fee  which  is  turned  into  the  State  Treasury  for  the  Gen- 
eral Fund  of  the  State;  23  State  offices  and  various  other  boards,  de- 
partments, commissions  and  institutions,  for  which  no  fee  is  provided  by 
Statute. 

We  find  the  work  of  this  division  up  to  date  except  as  to  cities  and 
towns  and  irrigation  districts. 
Division  of  Banking: 

We  find  the  division  of  Banks  and  Banking  organized  and  operating 
by  virtue  of  Chapter  89  of  Laws  1915,  known  as  the  Bank  Act,  and 
amendments  thereto. 

The  division  of  Banks  and  Banking  consists  of  a  deputy  who  is  As- 
sistant Superintendent  of  Banks  and  Chief  Examiner,  and  receives  a  salary 
of  $3,000  per  year,  and  four  other  deputies  who  receive  a  salary  of  $200 
per  month,  one  of  which,  at  present,  is  in  charge  of  the  examination  of 
receiverships  and  is  more  than  self-supporting  through  fees  provided  for 
in  Chapter  93  Laws  1923.  In  addition  to  salary,  the  personnel  receives 
mileage  and  subsistence  expense  when  doing  field  work. 

We  find  that  these  deputies  who  are  spoken  of  as  Bank  Examiners 
visit  and  examine  all  banks  twice  each  year,  as  provided  by  statute,  and 
in  addition  thereto  conduct  many  special  examinations  under  a  statute 
passed  by  the  Eighteenth  Legislative  Assembly. 

At  present  there  are  152  operating  banks  which  pay  a  graduated  fee 
into  the  State  Treasury,  which  is  credited  to  the  General  Fund  of  the 
State. 

Special  examinations  are  charged  for  and  the  fee  collected  is  reap- 
propriated  to  the  current  departmental  appropriation. 

We  find  that  the  Bank  Examiners  also  visit  and  examine  twice  a 
year  33  Building  and  Loan  Associations  which  pav  into  the  State  Treas- 
ury a  percentage  fee  based  upon  their  assets,  which  is  credited  to  the 
General  Fund  of  the  State. 

We  find  that  formerly  and  until  about  a  year  ago  the  examination 
of  loan  associations  was  conducted  by  the  Public  Examiners  and  exam- 
inations had  once  each  year. 

We  find  that  this  division  has  its  work  up  to  date  except  as  to  three 
domestic  and  one  foreign  building  and  loan  association. 

Comment  and  recommdenations: 

We  find  that  the  department  is  not  quite  self-supporting,  which  is 
largely  due  to  the  failure  of  so  many  banks  over  the  recent  period  of 
deflation  and  the  conseauent  loss  of  estimated  revenue  from  that  source. 
Revenues  derived  from  the  objects  of  examination  are: 


From  Counties   $13,850.00 

From  Cities    7,005.00 

From  Banks   20,000.00 

From  Building  and  Loan  Associations   3,385.00 


Or  a  total  of  -  $44,240.00 


to  which  should  be  added  revenue  derived  from  high  schools,  irrigation 
districts  and  special  examinations,  the  fee  for  which  finds  its  way  into  the 
General  Fund  of  the  State. 

We  find  that  three  states:  New  York.  Pennsylvania,  and  California, 
pay  their  Superintendent  of  Banks  $10,000.00  per  year;  that  three  pay 
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$7,500.00  per  year;  that  six  pay  $6,000.00  per  year;  that  12  pay  $5,000.00 
and  that  all  the  rest  pay  a  lesser  sum  ranging  as  low  as  $3,000.00  per 
annum. 

We  find  that  Examiners  are  paid  all  the  way  from  $100.00  per  month 
in  Wisconsin,  to  $22.00  per  day  in  New  York;  that  the  average,  however, 
.seems  to  be  from  $200  to  $300  per  month  throughout  the  States  of  the 
Union. 

We  recommend  that  consideration  be  given  the  feasibility  of  charg- 
ing the  State  for  services,  the  same  as  other  public  corporations  that  are 
objects  and  subjects  of  examination  by  this  Department. 

We  recommend  that  limited  additional  facilities  be  provided  for  the 
Department,  consisting  of  filing  cases  for  the  vault  and  open  office,  shelv- 
ing for  the  open  office  and  for  a  store  room  which  should  be  provided  in  the 
basement  with  work-table,  chairs,  lights  and  heat  so  that  records  may  be 
consulted  in  the  room  as  a  work-room  in  a  practical  manner. 

In  regard  to  reduction  of  cost  of  the  Department,  it  is  not  apparent 
where  same  could  be  done  under  the  present  law  and  the  present  volume 
of  work  to  be  done.  However,  we  do  feel  that  the  office  of  Second  Assist- 
ant Scate  Examiner  who  examines  cities  and  towns,  should  be  abolished. 

As  the  law  now  stands,  towns  of  under  300  population,  are  supposed  to 
become  automatically  disincorporated.  Experience  shows  that  this,  how- 
ever, is  never  done.  We  would  recommend,  therefore,  that  towns  whose 
population  has  fallen  below  the  300  mark,  be  examined  only  at  the  op- 
tion of  the  department  or  upon  request  of  the  Town  Council,  under  the 
law  of  special  examinations. 

Likewise,  it  is  found  that  many  Irrigation  Districts  have  become  prac- 
tically inactive  and  we  would  recommend  that  examination  of  them  be  dis- 
continued, except  at  the  option  of  the  State  Examiner,  or  on  request  of 
the  Commissioners  of  the  District,  under  the  law  of  special  examinations. 

To  make  the  above  effective,  however,  it  is  to  be  observed  that  the 
law,  as  it  now  stands,  would  have  to  be  amended.  These  changes  would 
have  a  tendency  to  reduce  the  volume  of  work  in  the  department,  which 
would  be  expected  to  be  followed  by  a  reduction  of  the  cost  thereof. 

The  official  in  charge  advise  that  if  the  Budget  Law  passes  the  appro- 
priation would  have  to  be  increased  because  of  additional  requirements  that 
will  be  imposed  on  this  department.  The  Bill  provides  that  the  depart- 
ment prescribe  forms,  etc.,  and  we  would  suggest  that  the  department 
should  not  only  prescribe  but  furnish  forms  for  the  sake  of  uniformity  and 
efficiency. 

It  would  appear  that  since  so  many  banks  in  the  State  have  closed  that 
the  number  of  examiners  could  be  reduced,  but  your  Committee  understands 
that  heretofore  it  was  necessary  to  rush  the  work  of  examining  and  in 
some  instances  these  hurry-up  examinations  have  not  added  to  the  effi- 
ciency of  the  task,  and  perhaps  now  more  time  can  be  taken  and  more 
thorough  examination  made.  We  are  frank  to  say  that  in  order  for  us  to 
pass  intelligently  on  every  activity  of  this  department  and  to  regulate  its 
expenditures  it  would  require  more  time  than  is  given  us.  In  this  con- 
nection we  cannot  refrain  from  suggesting  that  after  all  the  efficiency  of 
this  office  depends  on  its  head,  and  the  utmost  care  should  be  taken  in 
selecting  the  proper  man  who  has  had  plenty  of  banking  experience.  This 
committee  is  even  bold  enough  to  suggest  an  increase  in  salary  to  the  head 
of  this  department,  assuming  that  this  would  bring  us  high-class  timber 
and  would  be  money  well  spent.

The  wide  difference  in  these  amounts  was  explained  to  us  as  be- 
ing on  account  of  help  working  in  the  Motor  Vehicle  Department 
having  been  paid  from  the  General  Fund  as  the  appropriation 
in  the  Motor  Vehicle  Department  was  not  sufficient. 

After  appropriations  are  made  in  this  session  of  the  Legislature,  the 
necessary  deduction  will  be  made  from  the  Motor  Vehicle  Fund  to  be 
credited  to  the  General  Fund  to  balance  this  amount. 

We  find  that  the  salary  of  the  Deputy  has  been  raised  from  $175 
per  month  to  $250  per  month  since  March  1923  through  the  recommenda-

The  special  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  State  Board  of 
Hail  Insurance  submitted  the  following  report: 

Mr.  President:  We,  your  Special  Committee,  appointed  to  investigate 
the  State  Board  of  Hail  Insurance,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

As  we  understand  it,  the  object  of  the  investigation  of  these  spe- 
cial committees  is  to  furnish  information  to  the  Senate  and  especially  to 
the  Finance  and  Claims  Committee  that  will  enable  them  to  cut  appro- 
priations where  possible,  and  as  the  State  Hail  Department  is  self-sus- 
taining and  no  appropriation  is  made,  therefore  it  is  not  possible  for  this 
Committee  to  fulfill  the  object  intended. 

For  your  information  we  will  offer  a  few  of  our  observations:  dur- 
ing the  eight  years  that  this  department  has  been  in  operation  sixteen 
thousand  farmers  have  insured  with  the  department,  over  four  thou- 
sand seven  hundred  loss  claims  were  adjusted  and  paid,  amounting  to 
more  than  $1,200,000.00.  Also,  during  the  eight  years  there  have  been 
only  two  years  when  the  losses  were  not  paid  in  full. 

When  the  adverse  conditions  obtaining  on  the  farm  during  the  last 
several  years  are  taken  into  consideration,  this  record  speaks  well  for  the 
management.  We  find  the  office  work  conducted  with  a  minimum  of 
expense,  the  force  consisting  of  the  manager  and  one  stenographer. 

A  statement  of  the  past  years  business  will  be  found  on  page  6  of 
the  annual  report  of  this  department. 

Since  loss  from  hail  constitutes  one  of  the  greatest  menaces  to  the 
agricultural  interest  of  this  State,  we  feel  that  any  measure  that  will 
increase  the  efficiency  of  this  department  and  lessen  the  cost  of  insur- 
ance to  the  farmers  should  have  your  support. 

One  of  the  greatest  needs  of  the  present  Montana  Hail  Insurance  law 
is  an  adequate  provision  for  a  surplus  fund  that  will  equalize  the  losses 
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over  a  period  of  years.  There  is  also  some  need  of  a  simpler  method 
of  accepting  the  insurance  and  collecting  the  levies.  After  looking  the 
situation  over  carefully  we  make  the  following  recommendations: 

1st.  That  a  constitutional  amendment  be  submitted  to  the  voters  of 
the  state  for  approval  that  is  similar  to  the  ones  adopted  in  Canada  and 
the  Dakotas. 

2nd.  That  the  limit  under  which  an  addition  to  the  surplus  fund  may 
be  made  be  increased  from  70c  to  80c  per  acre  (see  Section  352  of  the 
hail  law). 

3rd.  That  the  limit  of  the  rate  be  raised  from  $1.00  per  acre  to 
$1.20  per  acre. 

We  make  the  second  and  third  recommendation  with  the  idea  that 
the  farmers  would  rather  be  liable  for  a  higher  rate  than  to  take  the 
chance  of  having  the  losses  pro  rated. 

We  make  the  first  recommendations  on  account  of  the  fact  that  the 
hail  insurance  laws  in  Canada  and  the  Dakotas  have  been  so  success- 
ful. Their  loss  payments  have  been  made  in  full  in  practically  all  cases 
and  the  departments  are  patronized  very  largely  by  the  farmers.  Rec- 
ords show  that  more  than  90%  of  all  the  hail  insurance  written  in  North 
Dakota  is  written  by  the  State  Hail  Insurance  Department.  The  patron- 
age is  almost  as  good  in  South  Dakota  and  the  Canadian  Provinces. 

We  respectfully  recommend  that  careful  consideration  be  given  to 
the  three  points  mentioned  and  that  bills  be  introduced  to  accomplish 
the  purpose  mentioned.

lot, may  vote  at  such  election  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Section  2.  That  Section  716  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana,  1921,  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  716.  Application  for  Ballot.  At  any  time  within  thirty  days 
next  preceding  such  election,  any  voter  expecting  to  be  absent  on  the  day 
of  election  from  the  county  in  which  his  voting  precinct  is  situated,  or  who 
is  so  far  incapacitated  by  illness  or  personal  injuries  as  to  be  unable  to  ap- 
pear in  person  at  the  polling  place  where  he  is  entitled  to  cast  his  ballot, 
may  make  application  to  the  county  clerk  of  such  county,  or  the  city  or 
town  clerk,  in  the  case  of  a  municipal  general,  special,  or  primary  election, 
for  an  official  ballot  or  official  ballots  to  be  voted  at  such  election  as  an 
absent  or  incapacitated  voter's  ballot  or  ballots.

"Section  717.    Form  of  Application.    Application  for  such  ballots  shall 
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be  made  on  a  blank  to  be  furnished  by  the  county  clerk  of  the  county  of 
which  the  applicant  is  an  elector,  or  the  city  or  town  clerk,  if  it  be  a  mu- 
nicipal general,  special  or  primary  election.  If  application  is  made  by  a 
voter  who  expects  to  be  absent  on  such  election  day  such  application  shall 
be  in  substantially  the  following  form:

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REPORTS  OF  SELECT  COMMITTEES 

The  special  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  State  Industrial 
School  submitted  the  following  report: 
Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  Senate: 

We,  your  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  State  Industrial 
School,  submit  the  following  report: 

Your  committee,  after  examining  the  affairs  of  this  institution,  find 
that  the  Superintendent  is  to  be  commended  for  the  efficient  and  economi- 
cal management.  We  also  desire  to  commend  the  educational  features, 
in  making  desirable  citizens  of  the  wayward  boys. 

The  appropriation  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1924,  was  $61,840.35, 
of  which  they  used  $60,351.50,  and  the  appropriation  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1925,  is  $59,515.35. 

We  recommend  a  teacher  of  auto  mechanics  at  a  salary  not  to  ex- 
ceed $1,200.00  per  year. 

We  believe  it  advisable  to  employ  a  parole  officer  at  a  salary  not  to 
exceed  $1,500.00  per  year. 

The  institution  has  165  acres  of  tillable  land  with  eleven  main  and 
eighteen  minor  buildings,  and  has  an  inmate  attendance  at  present  of  120 
boys. 

We  find  that  three  new  buildings  have  been  added  during  the  past 
three  years  at  a  cost  of  $95,865.60,  which  were  erected  and  paid  for  from 
the  Educational  Bond  Fund. 

The  amount  of  coal  used  during  1923-1924  was  $7,097.10  and  that  the 
request  for  1926-1927  was  only  for  $6,000.00  each  year.  We  do  not  be- 
lieve this  to  be  sufficient  and  therefore  recommend  that  this  item  be 
increased  to  $7,000.00  per  year. 

We  find  that  this  institution  produces  more  than  sufficient  garden 
products  for  their  own  needs.  We  therefore  recommend  that  the  Pur- 
chasing Agent  be  required  to  provide  a  market  at  the  other  institutions 
of  the  state  for  the  surplus  production  and  that  the  Industrial  School 
receive  due  credit  and  the  proceeds  be  deposited  in  the  State  Treasury 
to  the  crdit  of  the  Industrial  School  Revolving  Appropriation. 

In  view  of  the  above  facts  your  committee  does  not  believe  that  this 
institution  can  function  for  less  than  the  amount  spent  during  1923-1924 
and  therefore  recommend  that  the  appropriation  be  fixed  at  $61,000.00 
for  each  year. 

Your  committee  wishes  to   express   our  appreciation   to   the  State 
Accountant  for  the  able  assistance  given  us  in  preparing  this  report.

REPORTS  OF  SELECT  COMMITTEES 

The  joint  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  rural  schools  sub- 
mitted the  following  report: 

Report  of  Joint  Committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  problem  of  the 
rural  schools: 

Montana  requires  annually  approximately  $12,000,000  to  maintain  the 
elementary  and  high  schools  on  a  greatly  reduced  program  such  as  has  been 
offered  the  children  of  the  state  the  past  two  years.  Of  that  amount  more 
than  $6,500,000  was  last  year  provided  by  the  special  levies  of  school  dis- 
tricts, over  $4,000,000  by  the  counties  and  less  than  $1,000,000  by  the  state, 
i  The  committee  believes  such  a  distribution  of  responsibility  is  the  reverse 
of  what  it  should  be  if  a  "uniform,  thorough  system  of  public,  free  common 
schools"  called  for  in  the  constitution  is  to  be  provided. 

A  study  of  systems  of  school  finance  in  other  states  reveals  the  fact 
that  there  is  a  decisive  movement  toward  increased  responsibility  on  the 
part  of  the  state.  The  following  states  supply  more  than  20%  of  their 
public  school  revenues: 

Arizona,  Arkansas,  California,  Delaware,  Florida,  Georgia,  Kentucky, 
Louisiana,  Maine,  Maryland,  Michigan,  Minnesota,  Mississippi,  Nevada,  New 
Jersey,  New  Mexico,  Texas,  Utah,  Vermont,  Virginia,  Washington, 
Wyoming. 

Montana  provides  only  about  1%  of  the  required  school  revenues.  In- 
equalities in  tax  levies  as  well  as  in  length  of  school  terms  are  removed 
by  the  policy  of  larger  support  from  the  state  and  smaller  requirements 
from  the  local  districts  in  the  form  of  special  levies. 

Montana's  unequal  distribution  of  the  burden  of  school  support  forces 
many  districts  to  greatly  overburden  themselves  by  excessive  special  levies 
amounting  to  40,  50  and  60  mills  or  more,  at  the  same  time  that  other  dis- 
tricts may  finance  their  program  upon  very  low  special  levies  or  no  special 
levies  at  all. 

In  suggesting  any  plans  for  a  reform  in  the  method  of  school  support 
the  committee  is  obliged  to  take  note  of  the  fact  that  it  is  doubtful  if  suf- 
ficient revenues  can  be  provided  by  the  state  without  a  constituional  amend- 
ment authorizing  an  increase  in  state  revenues.  A  constitutional  amend- 
ment means  a  delay  of  two  years  while  conditions  in  hundreds  of  school 
districts  demand  immediate  relief.  Scores  of  over-age  boys  and  girls  in 
third,  fourth  and  fifth  grades  in  many  rural  schools,  whose  school  days  will 
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soon  be  past,  point  to  the  sacrifice  in  citizenship  of  the  state  occasioned  by 
short  terms  or  no  school  facilities.  Montana  last  year  had  in  the  first  grade 
20  boys  and  13  girls  who  were  13  years  of  age  or  over;  second  grade,  56 
boys  and  27  girls  who  were  13  years  of  age  or  over;  third  grade,  109  boys 
and  87  girls  who  were  13  years  of  age  or  over;  fourth  grade,  326  boys  and 
195  girls  who  were  13  years  of  age  or  over;  fifth  grade,  840  boys  and  546 
girls  who  were  13  years  of  age  or  over.  Thirteen  is  the  age  when  many 
city  children  are  almost  ready  to  enter  high  school.  The  injustice  of  the 
present  system  of  school  support  forces  the  committee  to  the  conclusion 
that  some  form  of  prompt  assistance  must  be  provided. 

The  limited  amount  of  state  support  which  might  be  made  available 
soon  in  the  form  of  new  state  revenues  would  probably  be  most  useful  as 
an  equalization  fund  to  assist  districts  seriously  handicapped  by  excessive 
special  levies.   A  considerable  number  of  districts  do  not  need  any  state  aid. 

Minnesota  extends  help  to  districts  with  special  levies  in  excess  of  20 
mills.  The  state  of  Maine  gives  $500  annually  to  consolidated  districts  for 
the  encouragement  of  consolidation.  Such  a  plan  would  doubtless  help  to 
close  many  of  Montana's  very  small  schools  and  provide  for  children  else- 
where. Michigan  gives  $200  state  aid  to  districts  with  one-room  schools 
which  are  obliged  to  levy  12  mills  or  more  for  a  seven  months'  term.  Penn- 
sylvania pays  25%  of  the  teacher's  salary  in  the  wealthier  districts,  35% 
in  less  wealthy  and  and  50%  in  the  lowest  classes. 

The  distribution  of  the  state  income  fund  from  school  lands  on  the 
census  basis  is  unfair,  but  a  constitutional  amendment  would  be  required 
to  change  it.  The  larger  cities  receive  a  very  unfair  share  of  it  for  those 
persons  on  the  school  census  who  are  under  the  age  of  twenty-one,  but  not 
in  the  public  schools.  As  the  amount  of  this  apportionment  is  only  about 
$6.00  per  child,  it  is  recommended  that  the  constitutional  amendment  re- 
quired to  alter  this  method  of  distribution  be  postponed  to  a  later  date. 

Other  state  revenues  now  provided  for  the  schools,  however,  the  oil 
royalties,  oil  license  tax,  inheritance  tax  and  metal  mines  tax,  should  be 
distributed  by  a  uniform  method  and  the  unfair  census  basis  should  be 
abandoned  for  the  teacher  and  attendance  basis  now  provided  in  the  in- 
heritance tax  law.  There  is  no  justice  in  allotting  to  city  districts  large 
revenues  for  children  whom  they  are  not  educating  while  smaller  schools 
are  seriously  handicapped  by  meager  allotments. 

Immediate  help  for  needy  districts  might  be  provided  by  the  state  in 
the  form  of  a  poll  tax  or  a  luxury  tax.  Revenues  from  such  sources  under 
the  administration  of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  the  county  superintend- 
ents and  other  county  officers  could  be  made  to  assist  in  adjusting  in- 
equalities. 

But  the  larger  revenues  which  the  state  should  eventually  provide  as  a 
permanent  policy  so  as  to  relieve  the  heavy  responsibility  now  carried  by 
the  local  districts  would  require  a  constitutional  amendment.  The  com- 
mittee recommends  that  such  a  constitutional  amendment  making  it  pos- 
sible for  the  state  to  furnish  one-third  or  more  of  the  required  revenues 
from  a  uniform  property  tax  be  introduced. 

The  committee  further  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  large  sums  of 
money  approximating  a  total  of  $1,000,000  were  diverted  over  a  period  of 
years  by  the  state  of  Montana  from  the  common  school  interest  and  income 
fund  and  used  by  the  state.  These  moneys  with  interest  since  1920,  when 
the  practice  was  stopped,  should  be  repaid.  The  committee  recommends 
that  definite  action  on  this  matter  should  not  be  longer  delayed. 

There  is  serious  question  in  the  minds  of  the  committee  as  to  whether 
the  costs  of  foreclosure  proceedings  in  connection  with  farm  loans  should 
continue  to  be  paid  from  the  common  school  interest  and  income  fund. 
This  question  should  be  definitely  determined  before  the  practice  is  allowed 
to  continue  further. 

County  Revenues — The  second  taxation  unit  for  school  support  is  the 
county.  While  the  county's  share  in  the  total  support  is  more  nearly  what 
it  should  be  than  is  the  share  of  either  the  state  or  the  district,  the  county 
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levy  is  not  producing  as  much  as  should  be  provided  by  the  counties  nor 
as  much  as  this  six-mill  levy  did  produce  a  few  years  ago  before  valuations 
were  lowered.  The  decrease  in  revenues  from  this  levy  has  been  over 
$500,000  since  1920. 

Neither  is  the  distribution  of  this  six-mill  county  levy  on  the  census 
basis  just,  for  the  same  reasons  mentioned  before  regarding  the  distribution 
of  the  state  income  fund.  The  public  schools  of  Butte,  Helena,  Great  Falls, 
Missoula  and  other  larger  cities  receive  apportionment  from  these  funds  for 
large  numbers  of  children  attending  other  schools  as  well  as  for  those  not 
in  any  school  who  are  under  twenty-one  years  of  age.  The  distribution  of 
these  funds  should  be  changed  to  the  teacher  and  attendance  basis,  as  now 
provided  in  the  inheritance  tax  law.  A  change  in  the  plan  of  distributing 
these  funds  would  give  a  larger  share  to  the  smaller  schools. 

District  Revenues — The  third  source  of  revenues  and  the  one  which 
has  broken  down  from  the  heavy  load  in  recent  years  is  the  district  special 
levy.  While  99  districts  in  the  state  required  no  special  levy  last  year,  1379 
districts  were  obliged  to  have  levies  in  excess  of  10  mills;  234  of  these  were 
in  excess  of  20  mills;  79  schools  were  unopened  because  of  lack  of  funds 
and  336  schools  were  obliged  to  maintain  shortened  terms  for  the  same 
reason.  Deer  Lodge,  Meagher,  Powell  and  Silver  Bow  counties  had  no  spe- 
cial levies  in  excess  of  10  mills  in  1923-24,  while  special  levies  in  seventeen 
other  counties  were  in  excess  of  30  mills. 

The  unequal  distribution  of  natural  resources  and  centralization  of 
wealth  and  population  are  responsible  for  the  contrasting  abilities  of  dis- 
tricts to  finance  a  satisfactory  educational  program.  Only  one  county  at 
1  present  has  the  distribution  of  such  wealth  equalized  within  its  third  class 
districts.  Carbon  county  has  all  third  class  districts  grouped  as  a  unit  for 
the  purpose  of  the  uniform  special  district  levy  required  to  give  each  dis- 
trict a  nine  months'  school.  All  children  have  the  opportunity  to  attend 
school  nine  months  in  that  county.  Schools  enrolling  fewer  than  five  chil- 
dren are  closed  and  the  children  are  placed  in  other  schools.  The  cost  of 
operation  was  less  in  1923-24  than  the  last  year  under  the  district  system. 

If  such  a  plan  were  adopted  for  a  uniform  system  for  the  state,  cer- 
tain amendments  to  the  present  county  unit  law  are  recommended. 

1.  That  each  sub-district  should  retain  its  present  funds  and  present 
indebtedness  and  continue  to  meet  this  indebtedness  by  its  own  special  levy. 

2.  That  each  sub-district  should  finance  its  own  building  program. 

3.  That  the  county  board  should  consist  of  seven  members,  the  chair- 
j  man  of  the  board  of  county  commissioners,  the  county  superintendent  of 
5  schools,  the  county  treasurer  and  four  members  from  four  sub-divisions  of 
i  the  county  elected  by  the  voters  of  those  sub-divisions,  no  elective  officer 
;   to  be  chairman  of  the  board. 

4.  That  those  districts  offering  high  school  work  should  finance  their 
own  program  of  high  school  instruction  if  funds  in  addition  to  the  county 
tax  for  high  schools  are  required. 

I  Other  provisions  of  the  present  county  unit  law  which  have  encouraged 

better  management  of  school  funds  than  exist  under  the  district  system 
are  the  requirement  of  itemized  budgets  by  each  board  of  trustees  of  the 

I  sub-districts,  the  closing  of  schools  enrolling  fewer  than  five  children  and 
providing  for  them  in  other  districts,  the  countersigning  of  all  warrants 
except  for  salaries  by  the  county  superintendent,  and  a  salary  schedule  of 
teachers  based  on  training  and  experience  of  teachers. 

Help  required  is  not  confined  to  third  class  districts.  A  large  number 
of  second  class  districts  have  excessive  special  levies  of  20,  30  and  40  mills. 
While  the  county  unit  plan  would  relieve  the  serious  conditions  in  many 
third  class  districts,  the  suggested  state  equalization  fund  from  such  special 

v  state  revenues  as  the  luxury  tax,  poll  tax  or  similar  sources  could  be  so 
distributed  as  to  help  wherever  excessive  levies  are  found. 

Training  of  Teachers — The  committee  would  also  call  attention  to  the 
meager  training  of  many  rural  teachers  and  the  state's  responsibility  in 
making  it  possible  for  the  rural  schools  to  be  served  by  teachers  more  ade- 
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quately  prepared  for  their  work.  Every  assistance  possible  should  be 
given  to  increasing  the  effectiveness  of  the  teaching  in  all  schools,  whether 
rural  or  city.  To  that  end,  the  committee  also  recommends  that  our  teacher 
training  institutions,  including  high  school  normal  training  departments  as 
well  as  the  State  Normal  College  and  departments  of  education  of  the  State 
University  and  State  College,  include  as  a  part  of  their  courses  of  instruc- 
tion for  prospective  teachers  the  cultivation  of  thrift,  industry,  honesty  and 
obedience  to  law.  Students  should  not  leave  teacher  training  institutions 
believing  that  the  aim  of  teaching  is  merely  to  impart  information.  Teachers 
can  do  little  to  assist  the  home  in  the  ethical  training  of  children  if  they 
have  not  made  a  study  of  ways  in  which  children's  character  may  be 
moulded. 

Summarized,  the  findings  of  the  committee  are  as  follows: 

1.  Montana  has  imposed  too  heavy  a  burden  upon  the  school  districts. 

2.  Increased  state  support  is  imperative. 

3.  The  most  serious  problems  are  where  to  get  the  revenues  and  how 
to  distribute  them. 

4.  But  limited  state  revenues  can  be  provided  immediately.  These 
should  be  used  as  equalization  funds.  Luxury  tax  and  poll  tax  are  recom- 
mended for  this  purpose. 

5.  State  income  from  school  lands  is  not  wisely  distributed  on  census 
basis.  Committee  recommends  postponing  change  in  method  since  a  con- 
stitutional amendment  is  required. 

6.  The  method  of  distributing  oil  royalties,  oil  license  tax,  inheritance 
tax  and  metal  mines  tax  should  be  uniform  on  teacher  and  attendance  basis. 

7.  A  constitutional  amendment  making  possible  a  uniform  property 
tax  for  greatly  increasing  the  state's  share  in  school  support  is  recom- 
mended. 

8.  Legislation  providing  for  a  definite  acknowledgment  of  the  state's 
indebtedness  to  the  common  school  interest  and  income  fund  and  also  pro- 
viding a  method  of  repaying  the  state's  obligations  should  not  be  longer 
delayed. 

9.  The  distribution  of  the  six-mill  county  levy  on  the  census  basis  is 
unjust  to  small  districts.  A  change  to  teacher  and  attendance  basis  is  rec- 
ommended. 

10.  For  the  immediate  relief  of  rural  school  conditions  in  all  third 
class  districts  a  very  much  amended  form  of  county  unit  is  recommended 
providing  for  a  uniform  levy  over  all  such  districts  with  distribution  of 
funds  in  accordance  with  the  needs  of  each  district. 

Amendments  to  county  unit  law: 

1.  The  law  be  put  in  operation  in  all  counties. 

2.  Each  sub-district  should  retain  present  indebtedness  and  present 
funds. 

3.  Each  sub-district  should  finance  its  own  building  program. 

4.  County  board  should  consist  of  the  chairman  of  board  of  county 
commissioners,  county  superintendent  of  schools,  county  treasurer  and  four 
members  elected  from  four  sub-divisions  of  county.  No  elective  officer 
may  be  chairman  of  the  board. 

5.  Districts  offering  high  school  work  should  finance  their  own  pro- 
gram, if  county  funds  for  high  schools  are  insufficient. 

6.  The  state  should  give  greater  attention  to  the  training  of  its 
teachers,  particularly  in  ways  of  assisting  the  home  in  the  cultivation  of 
such  virtues  as  will  tend  to  establish  high  moral  standards  among  children. 

In  conclusion  the  committee  believes  that  a  changed  program  of  school 
support  is  inseparably  connected  with  the  colonization  program  now  in 
progress  in  Montana.  A  contented  rural  population  must  be  acknowledged 
as  vital  to  the  success  and  prosperity  of  the  towns  and  cities  of  the  state. 
Only  when  the  farmer  can  rear  and  educate  his  children  in  the  community 
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in  which  he  resides  will  there  be  contentment  or  permanency  in  the  rural 
population  of  Montana.

The  special  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  State  Fair  submitted 
the  following  report: 

Your  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  Montana  State  Fair  re- 
spectfully submits  the  following  report: 

Two  years  ago  the  sum  of  §60,000  was  submitted  to  the  Legislative 
!    Assembly  as  the  lowest  possible  figure  on  which  the  State  Fair  could  be 
|    maintained.    The  legislature  agreed  with  this  statement  after  due  con- 
sideration and  made  this  appropriation.    This  amount  in  itself  was  a  reduc- 
;    tion  of  twenty  per  cent  below  the  average  appropriation  for  previous  fairs. 

Following  this,  first  by  executive  and  then  legislative  action,  the  appropria- 
i    tion  was  cut  another  15  per  cent  and  placed  at  $51,000.    This  called  for  a 
total  reduction  of  35  per  cent  and  has  proved  to  be  more  than  this  institution 
could  assimilate. 

Our  examination  of  the  reports  of  the  Montana  State  Fair  Advisory 
Board  and  those  of  the  State  Fair  officials  discloses  that  strenuous  efforts 
were  made  to  conform  to  this  budget  figure.  The  cost  of  the  fair  was  held 
to  below  $60,000.  In  1923  the  gross  cost  of  the  State  Fair  was  $55,150.53 
and  the  net  cost  to  the  state  $41,918.57.  In  1924  the  gross  cost  of  the  fair 
was  $57,269.51  and  the  net  cost  $43,702.11.  In  order  to  assimilate  the  en- 
tire 35  per  cent  reduction  it  would  have  been  necessary  for  the  department 
and  advisory  board  to  slash  premiums  and  standards  far  below  that  of  the 
other  fairs  of  the  Northwest,  thereby  seriously  crippling  the  fair  from  its 
educational  standpoint. 

Our  investigation  shows  that  the  1923  and  '24  fairs  were  conducted  at 
a  saving  of  30  per  cent  below  the  average  expenditures  for  the  five-year 
period  preceding,  but  notwithstanding  this  reduction  we  find  the  following 
situation  to  exist: 

Deficiency  account   $  4,624.16 

Refund  to  revolving  fund,    account  premiums

It  must  be  taken  into  consideration  that  the  fire  insurance  policy  of  the 
state  has  been  changed  and  premiums  paid  for  three  years  in  advance.  The 
budget  appropriation  was  therefore  charged  with  $1,619.47  which  is  not  in- 
cluded in  the  budget  estimate.  Final  responsibility  for  the  existing  deficit, 
however,  would  seem  to  rest  with  the  weather,  which,  in  so  far  as  your  com- 
mittee can  determine,  is  not  under  the  direct  control  of  any  human  agency. 
Thursday  furnishes,  according  to  averages  of  past  years,  35  per  cent  of  the 
weeK's  total  attendance.  On  Thursday  of  last  year  weather  conditions  were 
such  that  the  gates  of  the  fair  were  not  even  open  and  Friday,  another  of 
the  outstanding  attendance  days,  it  was  not  decided  until  noon  that  the 
weather  would  permit  the  staging  of  the  show.  Decent  weather,  based  on 
the  averages  of  previous  years,  would  have  made  a  big  difference  in  the 
showing.  It  must  also  be  remembered  that  practically  every  cent  expended 
is  distributed  to  Montana  people  in  premiums,  etc. 
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From  an  educational  standpoint  we  find  that  the  fair  was  a  remarkable 
success.  The  number  and  character  of  the  agricultural,  livestock,  poultry, 
arts  and  Boys'  and  Girls'  Club  exhibits  were  of  such  class  as  to  elicit  the 
following  comment  from  George  H.  Cutler  of  the  University  of  Alberta, 
Canada,  one  of  the  outstanding  judges  of  the  continent  and  consequently 
familiar  with  all  of  the  important  fairs  of  the  country: 

"Your  exhibit  of  farm  crops  is  the  biggest,  finest,  most  complete  and 
maintains  far  and  above  the  highest  average  of  any  show  on  the  continent." 

The  conclusions  of  your  committee  are: 

First.  That  the  Montana  State  Fair  has  justified  its  maintenance  from 
an  educational  and  exhibit  standpoint. 

Second.  That  the  State  of  Montana  has  here  an  investment  of  $220,000 
which  it  cannot  afford  to  permit  to  remain  idle  at  a  time  when  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  dollars  are  being  spent  by  the  railroads  and  other  agencies 
in  the  upbuilding  of  Montana  and  which  should  be  adequately  maintained 
and  kept  from  deteriorating.  That  the  legislature  should  keep  in  mind 
provisions  for  replacements  and  betterments  when  financial  conditions  per- 
mit, but  that  actual  maintenance  costs  alone  should  be  considered  at  the 
present  time. 

Third.  That  the  appropriation  of  $60,000  asked  for  be  reduced  30  per 
cent,  or  to  $42,000,  with  the  understanding  that  the  receipts  be  returned  to 
the  general  fund  as  now  provided  and  with  the  further  provision  that  if 
the  Pari  Mutual  bill  now  pending  becomes  a  law,  and  that  the  receipts  from 
this  source  may  be  applied  to  the  expenses  incident  to  entertainment.  This 
should  mean  a  net  cost  to  the  State  of  less  than  $30,000.00.  In  the  year 
1914,  the  general  receipts  of  the  State  Fair  were  $69,015.55,  as  compared  to 
$20,441.42  in  the  year  1924.  It  is  not  the  opinion  of  your  committee  that 
the  receipts  of  the  fair  would  return  at  once  to  the  figure  of  1914,  but  we 
do  believe  that  interest,  which  showed  strong  symptoms  of  reviving  last 
year  despite  the  weather,  would  be  greatly  stimulated  on  the  passage  of 
the  Pari  Mutual  measure  and  that  every  fair  in  Montana  would  be  directly 
benefited.

REPORTS  OF  SELECT  COMMITTEES 

The  special  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  State  Board  of 
Health  submitted  the  following  report: 

Mr.  President:  We,  your  special  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the 
State  Board  of  Health,  after  careful  examination  and  investigation  beg 
leave  to  report  as  follows: 

The  building  on  the  Capitol  grounds  was  especially  planned  for  this 
work  and  is  fully  equipped  at  the  present  time  with  all  laboratory  facil- 
ities necessary  to  take  care  of  this  most  important  department.  The  force 
in  charge  seem  to  be  doing  the  best  of  work,  which  is  satisfactory  to  all 
who  call  upon  them  for  reports  and  advice.  The  last  legislature  cut  the 
State  Board  of  Health  appropriation  $17,551.58  for  each  of  the  years  1923 
and  1924.  This  cut  applied  to  all  of  the  divisions  except  the  child  Wel- 
fare. This  appropriation  was  increased  approximately  $4,000.00  to  meet 
the  Federal  appropriation  under  the  Sheppard-Towner  Act.  All  the  lab- 
oratory activities  in  the  state  were  consolidated  in  the  State  Board  of 
Health  Building  at  Helena  and  a  saving  of  $3,000.00  per  year  effected. 

The  Water  Division  and  the  Hygienic  Division  being  short  on  funds, 
the  Secretary  decided  to  take  this  matter  up  with  the  International  Health 
Board  of  the  Rockefeller  Foundation  and  on  investigation  they  felt  that  the 
work  being  done  by  this  division  was  of  such  importance  that  they  gave 
$4,000.00  for  the  year  1923  and  $4,000.00  for  the  year  1924,  but  this  is  prom- 
ised only  for  the  years  1923  and  1924.  Therefore,  unless  this  Legislature 
provides  this  $8,000.00  for  the  years  1925  to  1926  and  1926  to  1927,  the  effi- 
ciency of  this  division  will  be  reduced. 

The  water  laboratory  collects  fees  approximating  $4,000.00  each  year, 
which  reverts  to  the  General  Fund  of  the  State,  and  the  Food  Division 
collects  $6,000.00  per  year,  which  returns  to  the  General  Fund. 

Your  Committee  recommends  that  a  division  known  as  Records  of 
Marriages  and  Divorces  be  created  in  connection  with  the  Vital  Statistics 
Division.  As  per  estimate  this  would  bring  an  additional  revenue  to  the 
General  Fund  of  $14,000.00  each  year,  making  a  total  revenue  to  the  State 
of  $24,000.00  each  year  from  this  Department. 

Your  Committee  does  not  feel  that  it  would  be  advisable  to  remove 
any  of  the  laboratory  work  being  done  in  this  Department  to  the  State 
Hospital  at  Warm  Springs,  Montana.  Inasmuch  as  you  would  have  to  trans- 
fer the  laboratory  facilities  and  equipment  and  also  competent  workers 
as  well. 

The  appropriation  requested  for  the  year  1925  to  1926  is  $50,889.91, 
and  the  appropriation  requested  for  the  year  1926  to  1927  $50,889.92.  In 
view  of  the  importance  of  this  department  to  the  health  and  well  being  of 
the  citizens  of  the  State  of  Montana,  your  Committee  recommends  that 
there  be  appropriated  for  the  year  1925  to  1926  $44,000.00;  for  the  year 
1926  to  1927,  $44,000.00.

SENATE  RESOLUTION  NO.  5 
Introduced  by  Porter 

WHEREAS,  Conditions  existing  in  Montana  for  the  past  five  years 
have  been  most  serious  and  people  engaged  in  the  livestock  industry  and  in 
framing  have  suffered  to  a  greater  extent  than  any  other  particular  lines 
of  business, 

NOW  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  in  the  interest  not 
only  of  the  people  of  the  State  of  Montana  but  to  the  income  to  be  de- 
rived by  the  School  Fund  from  the  rentals  of  the  state  lands  for  agricul- 
tural or  grazing  purposes  that  the  State  Land  Board  is  hereby  authorized 
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and  it  is  now  recommended  by  the  legislature,  now  assembled,  that  the 
minimum  grazing  rental  fee  for  state  lands  shall  be  set  at  forty  dollars 
($40.00)  per  section  per  year,  and  that  the  agricultural  rental  for  state 
lands  shall  be  set  at  fifty  cents  (50c)  per  acre  per  year.  It  is  believed 
that  if  this  recommendation  is  adopted  and  authorized  that  it  will  result 
in  greatly  increasing  revenues  from  the  state  lands  and  also  will  be  of 
great  benefit  to  the  people  engaged  in  agricultural  pursuits  and  to  the 
livestock  industry.

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the  years  1907  to  1924  inclusive,  and  to  provide  for  the  refunding  and 
payment  thereof. 

Whereas,  the  Enabling  Act  approved  February  22,  1889,  admitting 
Montana  into  the  Federal  Union,  provides  that  the  sections  of  public  lands 
number  16  and  36  in  each  township  and  range,  within  the  state,  shall  be 
granted  in  trust  to  the  state  for  the  support  of  the  common  schools  and 
educational  purposes.  This  munificent  grant  of  approximately  6,000,000 
acres  was  to  constitute  a  permanent  school  fund,  the  interest  of  which  only 
shall  be  expended  in  the  support  of  the  public  schools;  and 

Whereas,  by  Ordinance  No.  1,  Section  7  of  the  State  Constitution,  the 
State  of  Montana  accepts  this  grant  of  lands  thus  donated  by  the  Federal 
Government  to  the  schools  and  higher  educational  institutions  of  the  state 
and  agreed  to  administer  the  trust  so  created  as  part  of  its  sovereign 
powers  and  duty;  and 

Whereas,  the  State  Constitution  in  Article  XI,  Section  2,  3,  5  and  12, 
declares  that  the  "public  school  fund"  of  the  state  shall  consist  of  the  pro- 
ceeds of  such  lands  as  have  heretofore  been  granted,  or  may  be  known  as 
school  lands  and  shall  forever  remain  inviolate,  guaranteed  by  the  state 
against  loss  or  diversion.  The  interest  on  the  public  school  fund,  and  all 
rents  accruing  from  the  leasing  of  the  granted  land  shall  be  apportioned 
among  the  several  school  districts  of  the  state  which  maintain  a  public 
free  school  for  at  least  three  months  each  year;  this  income  so  obtained 
was  likewise  guaranteed  by  the  state  against  loss  or  diversion;  and 

Whereas,  large  sums  of  money  were  derived  from  the  sale  and  leasing 
of  these  school  lands  and  was  deposited  in  the  various  banks  within  the 
state  and  interest  of  2V2%  paid  thereon,  per  annum,  which  was  wrongfully 
deposited  in  the  general  fund  thereby  causing  loss  to  the  public  school  fund 
and  in  the  very  large  sum  of  $253,004.36  dollars,  prior  to  1921;  and 

Whereas,  the  expenses  of  the  State  Land  Office  for  all  the  years  prior 
to  January  1,  1921,  were  paid  out  of  the  income  obtained  from  interest  and 
rentals  of  the  public  school  lands,  which  expense  totals  the  staggering  sum 
of  $892,468.54.  Had  these  various  items  paid  out  of  said  income  fund  been 
loaned  in  the  usual  course  of  other  investments  made  by  the  State  Land 
Board,  these  different  sums  thus  diverted  would  have  earned  for  the  public 
schools  of  the  state  the  neat  sum  of  $760,422.59; 

Whereas,  all  claims  for  said  salaries,  traveling  expenses,  office  furni- 
ture, stationery  and  record  books,  to  maintain  and  operate  the  State 
Land  department  from  its  creation  as  a  branch  of  the  State  Government 
up  to  January  1st,  1921,  have  been  presented  to  the  different  Boards  of 
State  Examiners  of  Montana  and  said  claims  approved  and  ordered  paid 
from  the  Income  and  Investment  fund,  made  up  of  interest  from  the  in- 
vested Permanent  School  Funds  and  rentals  of  the  State  School  Lands. 
Warrants  have  been  drawn  by  the  State  Auditor  in  payment  of  said  claims, 
so  presented  and  allowed.  All  of  said  warrants  so  drawn  were  immediately 
presented  by  the  different  holders  thereof  to  the  State  Treasurer  and  by 
him  paid  out  of  the  money  on  deposit  to  the  credit  of  the  common  schools 
and  other  educational  institutions  of  the  state; 

Now  Therefore  Be  It  Resolved,  By  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Montana, 
the  House  of  Representatives  concurring,  That  the  State  Board  of  Ex- 
aminers of  Montana,  should  be  authorized  and  directed  by  proper  enact- 
ment to  transfer  from  the  General  Fund  of  the  State,  to  the  Income  and 
Investment  fund  all  money  heretofore  unlawfully  diverted  and  paid  out 
of  said  Income  and  Investment  fund,  in  payment  of  salaries,  expenses, 
office  equipment  of  the  State  Land  Department,  together  with  interest 
earned  on  school  money  deposited  in  the  banks  of  the  State  with  interest 
included  on  the  different  items  and  amounts  at  5%  per  annum,  from  the 
date  such  sums  were  erroneously  and  unlawfully  diverted  which  now  make 
the  grand  total  of  $1,905,895.49; 

Be  It  Further  Resolved,  That  upon  investigation  by  the  State  Board 
of  Examiners,  it  is  found  that  the  General  Fund  of  the  State  will  not 
permit  of  the  transfer  of  so  large  a  sum  of  money  at  one  time  to  the  In-

come  and  Investment  Fund,  that  the  State  Board  of  Examiners  should  be 
directed  and  authorized  by  proper  enactment  to  issue  refunding  certificates 
of  indebtedness  drawn  on  the  General  Fund  and  made  payable  to  the  In- 
come and  Investment  Fund  of  the  Public  Schools  of  the  State  of  Montana 
in  such  form,  number  and  different  amounts  as  said  Board  may  deem  neces- 
sary to  meet  the  condition  of  the  General  Fund  at  the  date  such  refunding 
certificates  of  indebtedness  are  to  become  due  and  payable. 

The  State  Board  of  Examiners  should  be  empowered  and  authorized 
by  proper  enactment  to  sign  said  refunding  certificates  of  indebtedness  and 
affix  the  Great  Seal  of  the  State  of  Montana  and  to  do  any  and  all  things 
required  to  be  done  to  repay  the  Income  and  Investment  Fund,  the  amount 
that  has  been  heretofore  diverted  unlawfully,  with  interest  thereon  at  5% 
per  annum. 

The  State  Treasurer  may  be  empowered  by  said  Board  to  create  a 
special  "Public  School  Redemption  Fund"  by  transferring  from  the  moneys 
accruing  in  the  General  Fund,  from  time  to  time,  to  said  Public  School  Re- 
demption Fund,  the  amount  necessary  to  pay  off  the  refunding  certificates 
of  indebtedness  at  such  date  as  said  refunding  obligations  become  payable. 

Provided,  however,  the  State  Board  of  Examiners  should  be  directed,

Whereas,  Information  has  come  to  the  Community  club  of  Valier, 
Montana,  to  the  effect  that  at  the  present  time,  owing  to  transfer  of  man- 
agement of  the  irrigation  projects  on  the  Blackfeet  Indian  Reservation,  in 
Montana,  there  is  no  available  appropriation  for  the  operation  of  the  said 
project  for  the  farming  season  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  July  1,  1926;  and 

Whereas,  The  facts  are  shown  to  be  as  follows: 

1.  There  are  four  divisions  of  the  said  Blackfeet  Irrigation  Projects, 
viz:  Two  Medicine,  Badger-Fisher,  Birch  Creek  and  Piegan;  and  that 
these  contain  and  embrace  in  all  approximately  20,000  acres  of  irrigable 
lands  under  the  ditches  constructed; 

2.  The  settlers  and  lessees  now  residing  on  these  projects  market  their 
products  and  do  their  trading  in  the  town  of  Valier;  and 

3  The  lessees  and  settlers  on  these  projects  have  expended  large  sums 
in  developing  the  lands  of  these  projects  by  the  construction  of  buildings, 
fences  and  roads  and  by  the  planting  of  alfalfa  and  the  making  of  other  per- 
manent improvements;  and 

4.  The  cost  of  such  improvements  and  low  prices  of  farm  products 
have  so  reduced  the  finances  of  these  lessees  as  to  make  them  unable  to 
meet  water  rental  payments  in  the  past,  but  now  under  more  normal  prices 
for  such  products  additional  lands  have  been  leased  until  practically  all 
available  lands  has  been  contracted  for;  and 

5.  The  leases  have  been  entered  into  with  the  understanding  that 
water  would  be  available  for  all  time  for  irrigation  purposes;  and 

6.  The  productivity  of  the  lands  covered  by  these  leases  is  largely 
dependent  on  the  use  of  irrigation  water  on  growing  crops;  and 

7.  The  failure  to  supply  such  water  may  mean  the  loss  of  many  thou- 
sands of  acres  of  crops  and  consequent  suffering  among  the  lessees  de- 
pending on  such  crop  for  a  livelihood;  and 

Now  Therefore  Be  It  Resolved,  That  such  a  failure  would  reflect  in  a 
very  discreditable  manner  on  our  government  as  a  breach  of  confidence 
and  work  a  great  hardship  directly  on  the  settlers  and  indirectly  on  this 
entire  community;  and  therefore  we  members  of  the  Valier  Community 
club  in  meeting  assembled  do  hereby  respectfully  petition  that  you  do  all 
in  your  power  to  secure  an  appropriation  in  the  sum  of  $25,000,  to  the 
end  that  the  emergency  of  keeping  the  irrigation  of  the  projects  above 
mentioned  in  operation,  be  thereby  met;  and 

Be  It  Further  Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  sent  to  our 
Senator  T.  J.  Walsh,  to  our  Senator  B.  K.  Wheeler,  to  our  Representative 
Scott  Leavitt,  and  to  the  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs,  and  thereby  call 
attention  of  these  gentlemen  to  the  matter  of  this  resolution  and  respect- 
fully urge  upon  them  that  they  use  their  best  efforts  in  obtaining  the  ap- 
propriation by  them  deemed  necessary  in  the  premises.

Philadelphia,  Penn.,  February  16,  1925. 
President  or  Presiding  Officer  of  State  Senate,  Helena,  Montana: 

After  conferring  today  with  a  delegation  of  prominent  Pennsylvanians 
headed  by  the  mayor  of  Philadelphia  and  vigorously  supported  by  Secre- 
tary Hoover,  President  Coolidge  signified  his  approval  of  the  coming 
sesqui  centennial  exhibition  and  the  scope  by  dispatching  within  the  hour 
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a  special  message  to  Congress  recommending  that  immediate  action  be 
taken  by  that  body  on  appropriate  legislation.  The  President  will  offi- 
cially invite  all  foreign  governments  to  participate  and  will  request  that 
units  of  their  naval  fleets  be  dispatched  to  Philadelphia  for  participation 
in  the  celebration  and  to  remain  during  the  term  of  the  exhibition.  The 
international  aspect  of  the  sesqui  centenial  is  now  assured  and  we  are 
confident  that  more  foreign  governments  will  be  represented  on  this  oc- 
casion of  the  celebration  of  the  birth  of  our  independence  than  have  ever 
before  participated  in  any  exposition.  The  State  Department  will  imme- 
diately notify  the  nations  of  the  world  by  cable  through  diplomatic  chan- 
nels and  the  formal  invitation  will  be  sent  by  mail,  and  we  have  every 
assurance  that  foreign  participation  will  be  on  a  large  scale.  The  exhibi- 
tion will  open  on  June  fourteenth,  Flag  Day,  nineteen  twenty-six,  and  will 
extend  well  into  the  fall  of  that  year.  Ample  space  has  been  provided  for 
state  buildings  on  the  ground  or  if  desired  arrangements  can  be  made  for 
space  in  our  building.  The  time  is  short  but  it  gives  us  one  more  oppor- 
tunity to  display  American  initiative  and  capability.  Many  states  have 
made  provision  for  representation  and  if  your  state  has  not  already  done 
so  may  we  urge  upon  you  the  necessity  of  prompt  action  in  order  that 
you  may  be  adequately  represented  at  the  first  great  exposition  to  be  held 
in  the  eastern  center  of  population  since  eighteen  seventy-six,  held  as  that 
was  in  the  same  cradle  of  American  liberty.  We  suggest  that  your  par- 
ticipation if  possible  take  form  of  an  appropriate  building  to  house  the 
official  educational  and  commercial  exhibits  as  selected  by  your  state 
departments  to  demonstrate  to  the  world  your  manufactures,  commerce, 
mineral  and  agricultural  products.  May  we  ask  your  support  and  invalu- 
able aid  in  the  Senate  for  this  important  project.    Let's  go.

SENATE  RESOLUTION  NO.  8 
By  Committee  on  Federal  Relations. 

WHEREAS,  The  Columbia  river  and  its  tributaries  are  interstate 
streams  havng  their  sources  in  a  drainage  area  of  approximately  250.000 
square  miles,  said  streams  flowing  through  the  states  of  Montana,  Idaho, 
Washington,  and  the  Columbia  river  forming  the  boundary  between  the 
states  of  Washington  and  Oregon;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  above  named  states  are  vitally  interested  in  the  pos- 
sible development  of  the  Columbia  river  and  its  tributaries  for  irrigation, 
power,  domestic  and  navigation  uses;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  in  a  letter  to  the  President 
dated  December  11,  1924,  has  pointed  out  that  plans  for  future  reclamation 
development  must  take  into  consideration  the  needs  of  the  states  and  the 
water  right  problems  of  interstate  streams  and  stated  that  efforts  to  reach 
an  agreement  for  the  economic  apportionment  of  water  of  interstate 
streams  by  the  states  concerned  "have  the  cordial  approval  and  support  of 
this  department";  and 

WHEREAS,  It  is  advisable,  in  order  that  the  interest  of  the  people  of 
the  State  of  Montana  may  be  properly  safeguarded,  and  that  the  members 
of  the  Legislature  may  be  properly  informed  regarding  the  matters  as 
herein  set  forth,  that  an  authorized  representative  be  appointed  to  confer 
with  like  representatives  from  the  other  states  and  the  government  of  the 
United  States, 

BE  IT  RESOLVED,  By  the  Senate,  the  House  of  Representatives 
jointly  concurring:  That  the  Governor  shall  appoint  the  State  Engineer 
who  shall  serve  without  additional  compensation  as  the  representative  of

the  State  of  Montana  on  a  joint  commission  composed  of  one  representative 
from  each  of  the  states  of  Montana,  Idaho,  Washington  and  Oregon  and 
two  duly  authorized  representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America,  the 
principal  duty  of  which  commission  shall  be  to  negotiate  and  enter  into 
an  agreement  between  the  several  states  hereinabove  mentioned  and  be- 
tween the  said  states  and  the  United  States  of  America,  subject  to  the 
consent  of  Congress,  respecting  the  further  use  and  disposition  of  the 
waters  of  the  Columbia  river  and  streams  tributary  thereto,  and  fixing 
and  determining  the  rights  of  each  of  said  states  and  the  rights  of  the 
United  States  in  and  to  the  use,  benefit  and  disposition  of  the  waters  of 
the  Columbia  river  and  its  tributaries;  provided,  however,  that  any  agree- 
ment so  entered  into  by  said  states  and  the  United  States  of  America  shall 
not  be  binding  or  obligatory  upon  any  of  the  high  contracting  parties 
thereto  unless  and  until  such  agreement  shall  have  been  ratified  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Legislature  of  each  of  the  above  mentioned  states  and  by 
the  Congress  of  the  United  States. 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Governor  of  Montana,  immediately  after  such 
representative  of  the  State  of  Montana  has  been  appointed  and  has  quali- 
fied, shall  notify  the  governor  of  each  of  the  above  mentioned  states  of  the 
appointment  of  the  said  representative  of  this  state,  giving  his  name  and 
address,  but  said  representative  shall  not  enter  upon  the  performance  of 
his  duties  until  a  representative  to  serve  upon  said  joint  commission  shall 
have  been  named  and  qualified  for  each  of  the  states  named. 

RESOLVED,  That  said  representative  from  the  State  of  Montana  shall 
have  full  authority  to  make  any  and  all  investigations  of  the  Columbia 
river  and  the  drainage  area  thereof,  which  may  become  necessary  in  order 
to  sufficiently  advise  said  representative  of  the  physical  conditions  obtain- 
ing upon  said  streams,  and  of  the  present  and  future  need  of  the  State  of 
Montana  and  its  citizens  to  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  waters  of  said 
stream.  To  that  end  said  representative  shall  have  power  to  administer 
oaths,  examine  and  require  the  attendance  of  witnesses  and  to  perform 
such  other  duties  as  may  be  necessary  to  sufficiently  apprise  said  repre- 
sentative of  the  facts  and  furnish  him  with  adequate  information  in  order 
that  he  may  properly  perform  his  duties  as  representative  of  the  State  of 
Montana  upon  said  joint  commission.

WHEREAS,  The  Camas  Hot*  Springs,  located  at  Hot  Springs,  Mon- 
tana, are  owned  by  the  Flathead  Indians  under  supervision  of  the  United 
States  Indian  Department  and  are  now  being  operated  by  the  Hot  Springs 
Development  Association;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  medical  qualities  of  the  springs  are  beneficial  for 
human  ailments;  the  temperature  being  approximately  119  degrees  Fahren- 
heit, and  contain  the  following  parts  per  million:

WHEREAS,  It  has  come  to  our  knowledge  that  the  said  Camas  Hot 
Springs  are  about  to  be  leased  to  a  private  party  for  a  period  of  ten  years, 
on  the  stipulation  that  the  lessee  expend  five  thousand  dollars  on  improve- 
ments during  the  current  year;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Patrons  of  the  springs  deem  it  an  imposition  on  the

Amend  Section.  3  by  adding  the  following  sentence  at  the  end  of  the 
section,  "It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  superintendent  of  schools  to 
assist  in  the  preparation  of  the  budget  for  all  third  class  districts  and  to 
see  to  it  that  every  third  class  district  has  its  preliminary  budget  prepared 
by  the  second  Monday  in  July." 

Amend  Section  4,  paragraph  2,  by  adding  subdivision  4  at  the  end  of 
said  paragraph  as  follows: 

"(4)    a  statement  of  the  warrants  outstanding." 

Amend  Section  5  by  striking  out  the  entire  section  and  substituting 
in  lieu  thereof  the  following  to  be  known  as  Section  5: 

The  county  superintendent  shall  give  notice  in  the  official  newspaper 
of  the  county  that  all  boards  of  trustees  have  prepared  their  preliminary 
budgets  which  are  on  file  with  the  district  clerks  of  the  respective  dis- 
tricts, that  the  budgets  may  be  inspected  or  that  copies  may  be  made  by 
any  interested  person  or  persons  and  that  public  hearings  will  be  held  by 
all  boards  on  the  third  Monday  of  July  when  the  board  will  meet  for  the 
purpose  of  fixing  and  adopting  the  budget.  The  board  shall  at  that  time 
permit  any  taxpayer  to  appear  and  be  heard  for  or  against  any  part  of 
the  budget. 

Amend  Section  6  by  inserting  in  line  4  thereof  after  the  word  "year" 
the  following: 

"Provided  that  in  case  a  district  has  at  the  date  when  this  Act  takes 
effect  outstanding  warrants  to  the  amount  of  50%  or  more  of  the  esti- 
mated budget  for  current  expenses,  the  appropriation  contained  in  the 
completed  budget  for  current  expenses  shall  not  exceed  85%  of  the  total 
estimated  revenue  required  for  the  ensuing  year  for  current  expenses  and 
the  redemption  of  a  part  of  the  outstanding  warrants;  provided  farther 
that  in  case  a  district  has  at  the  date  when  this  Act  takes  effect  outstand- 
ing warrants  to  the  amount  of  less  than  50%  and  more  than  25%  of  the 
estimated  budget  for  the  current  year,  the  appropriation  contained  in  com- 
pleted budget  for  current  expenses  shall  not  exceed  90%  of  the  total  esti- 
mated revenue  required  for  the  ensuing  year  for  current  expenses  and  the 
redemption  of  a  part  of  the  outstanding  warrants;  and  provided  further 
that  in  case  a  district  has  at  the  date  when  this  Act  takes  effect  outstand- 
ing warrants  to  the  amount  of  less  than  25%  of  the  estimated  budget  for 
the  current  year,  the  appropriation  contained  in  the  completed  budget  for 
current  expenses  shall  not  exceed  95%  of  the  total  estimated  revenue  re- 
quired for  the  ensuing  year  for  current  expenses  and  the  redemption  of  a 
part  of  the  outstanding  warrants,  and" 

Amend  Section  8,  line  9,  by  inserting  the  following  after  the  word 
"provided"  in  said  line:  At  a  regular  or  special  meeting  called  as  provided 
in  Section  1006  the  board  of  trustees  by  an  affirmative  vote  of  two  trus- 
tees in  third  class  districts,  or  by  the  affirmative  vote  of  at  least  four 
trustees  in  second  class  districts  or  rural  school  district,  or  by  an  affirma- 
tive vote  of  at  least  five  trustees  in  first  class  districts  or  county  high 
schools  may  pass  a  resolution  stating  the  facts  constituting  such  emergency 
and  may  prepare  a  supplemental  budget  and  may  authorize  the  issuance 
of  warrants  against  the  general  funds  of  the  district  to  meet  such  emerg- 
ency.   The  county  treasurer  upon  receipt  of  such  resolution  is  authorized 
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to  pay  such  warrants  out  of  any  surplus  which  will  remain  to  the  credit 
of  the  district  after  all  regular  appropriations  for  the  current  year  shall 
have  been  met  and  if  there  will  be  no  surplus,  or  if  the  surplus  will  be 
insufficient,  then  such  emergency  warrants  amounting  to  $100,  in  third 
class  districts  having  a  taxable  valuation  of  $50,000  or  less,  amounting  to 
$200  in  third  class  districts  having  a  taxable  valuation  from  $50,000  to 
$100,000,  amounting  to  $300  in  third  class  districts  having  a  taxable  valua- 
tion from  $100,000  to  $200,000,  amounting  to  $400  in  third  class  districts 
having  a  taxable  valuation  from  $200,000  to  $500,000  and  amounting  to 
$500  in  districts  having  a  taxable  valuation  in  excess  of  $500,000,  or  more 
than  $1000  in  a  second  class  district,  or  more  than  $2500  in  a  rural  school 
district  or  $5000  in  first  class  district  or  county  high  school  may  be  issued 
bearing  interest  at  6%  to  cover  such  deficiency.  For  the  payment  of  such 
warrants  a  special  tax  shall  be  levied  the  next  ensuing  year;  but  if  such 
deficiency  exceeds  the  amount  specified  for  such  district  or  high  school, 
then  no  emergency  warrants  may  be  issued  until  the  question  of  whether 
the  cost  of  meeting  such  emergency  shall  be  met  by  a  bond  issue  or  by  a 
special  levy  shall  be  submitted  to  the  qualified  electors  of  the  district  or 
county,  as  the  case  may  be.  Any  election  herein  authorized  to  be  held  may 
be  ordered  by  the  board  of  trustees  or  by  the  board  of  county  commis- 
sioners in  the  case  of  a  county  high  school  without  any  petition  being  pre- 
sented therefor.  In  all  other  respects  the  laws  governing  the  issuance  of 
bonds  or  the  making  of  special  levies  shall  apply  and  govern  such  elec- 
tions, provided  that  the  registration  books  shall  close  without  notice  on 
the  tenth  day  prior  to  such  special  election. 

Amend  Section  9,  line  8,  by  striking  out  the  word  "unanimous"  and  in- 
serting in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "two-thirds."

following.  The  county  commissioners  shall  appoint  precinct  judges  and 
clerks  and  the  election  shall  be  conducted  in  accordance  with  the  general 
election  law  of  the  state,  and  the  judges  and  clerks  of  such  election  shall! 
serve  without  compensation.  The  place  of  election  in  each  precinct  shall 
be  the  established  polling  place  in  each  precinct.  All  registered  electors 
residing  in  the  proposed  rural  school  district  and  whose  names  appear  upon 
the  registration  books  of  the  county  upon  the  day  of  calling  such  election, 
shall  be  entitled  to  vote  upon  such  election.  The  polling  books  of  any 
precinct  shall  not  contain  the  namesof  any  registered  electors  residing  in 
any  district  of  the  first  and  second  class.  The  county  clerk  shall  give 
twenty  days'  notice  of  such  election  by  publication  in  the  official  paper  of 
the  county  that  the  question  of  adopting  the  county  unit  system  for  rural 
schools  will  be  submitted  to  the  qualified  electors  in  all  third  class  districts 
of  the  county  at  the  time  designated.  It  shall  not  be  necessary  to  give  no- 
tice of  closing  of  registration  books  of  the  county  in  elections  held  pursu- 
at  to  the  provisions  of  this  act.  But  the  registration  books  of  the  county 
for  such  election  shall  automatically  close  upon  the  day  of  calling  such  elec- 
tion. The  qualified  electors  of  the  proposed  rural  school  district  shall  vote 
by  ballot  for  or  against  the  adoption  of  the  county  unit  system  for  rural 
schools.  An  elector  desiring  to  vote  for  such  adoption  shall  do  so  by  mark- 
ing (X)  on  his  ballot  before  the  phrase,  "For  the  rural  School  District"; 
an  elector  desiring  to  vote  against  such  adoption  shall  do  so  by  marking 
(X)  on  his  ballot  before  the  phrase,  "Against  the  Rural  School  District." 

"After  the  election  the  ballots  shall  be  counted  and  the  votes  canvassed 
and  returns  shall  be  made  to  the  county  clerk  in  the  manner  prescribed  in 
the  general  election  laws.  If  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  the  election  is 
in  favor  of  the  county  unit,  the  board  of  county  commissioners  shall  make 
and  enter  an  order  creating  such  rural  school  district  and  establish  the 
boundaries  of  each  subdivision,  and  this  act  shall  become  effective  in  so 
far  as  the  county  is  concerned. 

"If  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  such  election  is  against  organiza- 
tion of  the  rural  school  district,  another  election  upon  the  question  of  organ- 
izing a  rural  school  district  cannot  be  held  until  after  the  expiration  of  two 
years."

)f  trustees  of  the  rural  school  district  requesting  the  dissolutio.n  of  such 
school  district,  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  rural  school  district  shall  sub- 
mit such  petitions  to  the  county  clerk,  and  the  county  commissioners  shall 
jail  an  election  which  shall  be  held  in  all  third  class  districts  of  the  county 
md  conducted  in  the  manner  prescribed  for  the  adoption  of  the  rural  school 
district  as  set  forth  in  section  1  of  this  act.  If  a  majority  of  votes  cast  at 
such  election  shall  be  in  favor  of  the  dissolution  of  the  rural  school  dis- 
trict, the  board  of  county  commissioners  shall  make  an  order  to  that  effect 
and  on  and  after  July  first  the  rural  school  district  shall  be  dissolved  and 
the  several  subdistricts  shall  thereupon  become  school  districts  of  the  third 
class. 

If  the  election  for  the  dissolution  of  such  school  district  should  fail  to 
carry,  another  election  upon  the  question  of  dissolution  of  such  school  dis- 
trict may  not  be  held  until  after  the  expiration  of  two  years. 

The  board  of  county  commissioners  shall  distribute  funds  of  the  rural 
school  district  and  apportion  the  indebtedness  of  the  rural  school  district  in 
the  following  manner.  Each  school  district  (formerly  a  subdistrict)  shall 
thereupon  become  the  owner  of  all  the  property  of  the  rural  school  district 
located  within  its  boundaries.  The  county  commissioners  shall  apportion 
to  each  school  district  that  portion  of  the  funds  of  the  rural  school  district 
other  than  sinking  funds,  which  is  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  school 
census  children  taken  within  the  school  district.  Provided  that  in  the 
ounties  where  the  rural  school  district  was  organized  prior  to  the  passage 
of  this  act  the  county  commissioners  of  the  county  shall  continue  to  levy 
the  taxes  upon  all  the  property  located  within  the  territory  which  former- 
ly constituted  the  rural  school  district,  until  the  interest  and  the  principal 
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of  all  bonds  issued  by  the  rural  school  district  shall  have  been  paid  in  full."

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REPORTS  OF  SELECT  COMMITTEES 

The  special  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  State  Prison  sub- 
mitteed  the  following  report: 

Mr.  President:  We,  your  special  committee  appointed  for  the  purpose 
of  investigating  the  State  Prison,  and  making  recommendations  concerning 
the  appropriation  necessary  therefor  for  the  coming  bi-annium,  beg  leave 
to  submit  the  following  report: 

That  your  committee  made  a  personal  inspection  of  the  State  Prison 
at  Deer  Lodge  and  found  contained  there  approximately  four  hundred 
prisoners.  That  the  appropriation  for  the  upkeep  of  the  prison  for  the  year 
beginning  July  1,  1924,  and  ending  June  30,  1925,  is  $157,894.75. 

That  your  committee  went  through  the  entire  plant  at  Deer  Lodge  and 
found  that  the  prison  is  being  conducted  at  the  present  time  under  the 
wardenship  of  John  W.  Cole  in  an  efficient  and  businesslike  manner.  That 
we  attended  the  serving  of  the  Sunday  noon  meal  and  it  is  the  opinion  of 
your  committee  that  a  wholesome  meal  was  served  of  such  a  variety  as  to 
meet  the  needs  of  men  confined  indoors  without  labor. 

We  find  that  there  is  an  urgent  demand  by  a  large  percentage  of  the 
prisoners  for  some  sort  of  work  to  engage  their  idle  hours.  That  a  large 
per  cent  of  the  men  remain  idle  the  most  of  the  time.  .  This  condition  is 
not  the  most  economical  way  of  handling  the  State  Prison,  nor  is  it  the 
most  satisfactory  way  of  satisfying  the  mind  and  training  the  prisoner 
for  his  life  after  he  leaves  the  prison.  If  a  system  of  employment  was 
worked  out  for  the  prisoner  it  would  fit  him  for  the  duties  of  life  when  he 
leaves  the  prison  and  it  would  reduce  the  cost  of  his  maintenance  while  he 
is  held  in  the  prison.  Your  committee  therefore  recommends  that  some 
plan  be  devised  whereby  the  prisoners  should  be  kept  busy. 

Should  some  scheme  or  plan  be  devised  whereby  prisoners  may  be  em- 
ployed in  manufacturing,  there  are  ample  buildings  now  erected  for  the 
accommodation  of  such  equipment  as  might  be  necessary  for  the  housing 
and  carrying  on  of  such  trades  or  manufacturing  enterprises.  The  prison 
is  now  equipped  with  a  brickyard  and  necessary  equipment  for  its  operation, 
and  a  sawmill  with  necessary  equipment,  but  there  is  quite  a  supply  of  both 
manufactured  brick  and  lumber  now  on  hand,  with  small  demand  for  either, 
hence  little  opportunity  for  the  employment  of  prisoners  in  these  lines. 
Prison  labor  has  been  used  to  a  limited  extent  in  the  building  of  roads  by 
counties  and  state,  but  there  seems  to  be  a  prejudice  or  sentiment  against 
the  use  of  such  labor  on  road  work.  At  the  present  time  there  is  one  road 
gang  of  about  thirty  men  employed  on  road  work.  While  so  employed  the 
county  using  these  men  furnishes  them  with  food  and  clothing.  This  re- 
lieves the  state  and  taxpayer  of  the  expense  of  maintenance  of  men  so  em- 
ployed and  also  furnishes  exceedingly  cheap  labor  for  the  building  of  roads. 

We  recommend  this  use  of  prison  labor  and  suggest  that  more  counties 
avail  themselves  of  this  opportunity  for  reasonable  road  construction. 

The  purchase  of  the  Valiton  ranch  by  the  state  two  years  ago  was  a 
move  in  the  right  direction,  but  it  does  not  meet  the  reqiurements  or  needs 
of  the  prison.  At  present  the  prison  dairy  herd  is  kept  on  this  ranch. 
Most  of  this  land  is  only  fit  for  pasture  and  even  when  so  used  it  does  not 
furnish  sufficient  pasture  for  the  dairy  herd.  A  portion  of  this  land  raises 
very  fine  alfalfa,  but  there  is  not  enough  suitable  for  alfalfa  to  yield  suffi- 
cient hay  for  the  dairy  herd.  At  present  the  dairy  herd  consists  of  sixty- 
five  milch  cows  and  some  young  stock.  Of  this  herd  thirty-five  cows  are 
owned  by  the  state  and  thirty  are  owned  by  individuals,  but  are  kept  by 
the  state  for  their  keep,  the  state  receiving  all  milk,  cream  and  butter  pro- 
duced by  such  cows  and  one-half  of  the  increase.  Although  it  is  desirable 
that  the  state  should  absolutely  own  their  own  dairy  herd  the  present  plan 
will  in  time  realize  such  ownership. 

The  dairy  farm  and  herd  furnish  employment  for  a  number  of  prisoners 
and  the  herd  produces  all  the  milk,  cream  and  butter  used  by  the  prison, 
besides  producing  some  revenue  from  the  sale  of  dairy  products.  This  dairy 
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farm  is  about  a  mile  to  the  south  and  east  of  the  prison.  To  the  north  of  the 
prison  about  three  or  four  .miles  is  a  section  of  state-owned  land,  held  and 
used  by  the  prison  under  lease.  Only  about  30  acres  of  this  land  is  tillable, 
the  balance  being-  pasture  lands  of  little  use  to  the  prison,  located  at  the  dis- 
tance it  is  from  the  dairy.  On  this  place  the  prison  hog  and  poultry  in- 
dustries are  maintained.  Here  the  prison  produces  sufficient  pork  to  meet 
the  needs  of  the  prison,  besides  some  for  sale.  The  poultry  and  egg  pro- 
duction here  is  very  considerable.  Between  twenty  and  thirty  acres  of 
tillable  land  on  this  place  is  all  the  land  at  the  disposal  of  the  prison  for 
the  growing  of  vegetables  for  the  use  of  the  prison.  This  amount  of  land 
is  entirely  inadequate  for  the  needs  of  the  prison. 

The  past  year  the  prison  leased  and  farmed  on  shares  a  place  of  about 
four  thousand  acres  situated  about  twelve  miles  from  the  prison.  There 
was  produced  on  this  place  large  amounts  of  hay  and  grain,  but  no  vege- 
tables. With  land  values  in  the  Deer  Lodge  valley  and  reasonably  near  the 
prison,  now  well  under  what  we  might  call  normal,  and  with  lands  with 
first  class  water  rights  available  at  almost  our  own  terms,  we  feel  that  the 
time  is  opportune  for  action  by  the  state  that  will  secure  to  the  state 
lands  sufficient  and  suitable  for  the  production  of  vegetables  and  grain 
sufficient  to  meet  not  only  the  needs  of  the  prison,  but  the  needs  of  the 
Galen  Sanatorium  and  the  State  Hospital  at  Warm  Springs,  both  of  these 
institutions  being  within  reasonable  trucking  distance  of  the  prison. 

With  these  conditions  of  the  prisoners  without  labor  to  either  employ 
their  time  or  help  relieve  the  taxpayer  of  his  burden  for  their  support, 
and  with  practically  no  state  owned  lands  upon  which  prisoners  may  be 
employed  in  the  production  of  vegetables,  hay  and  grain,  we  recommend 
that  the  State  Board  of  Examiners  be  authorized  to  make  suitable  investi- 
gation as  to  the  necessities  of  the  institution  in  the  way  of  agricultural 
lands  and  that  they  be  authorized  to  buy  for  the  benefit  of  the  prison  such 
lands  as  they  may  deem  necessary  and  that  an  appropriation  be  made 
therefor  on  such  terms  as  the  legislature  may  prescribe. 

Your  committee  was  especially  interested  in  the  new  theater  which 
was  built  at  the  State  Prison  under  the  wardenship  of  Frank  Conley.  This 
is  a  beautiful  theater,  built  entirely  by  prison  labor  at  a  cost  of  ten  thou- 
sand dollars  ($10,000.00)  for  materials  not  capable  of  being  produced  at  the 
prison  and  required  to  be  bought  for  the  construction  of  this  building.  This 
ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000.00)  was  donated  by  Mr.  W.  A.  Clark,  Jr.  The 
interest  of  Mr.  Clark  in  the  affairs  of  the  prison  and  this  handsome  dona- 
tion has  made  it  possible  for  the  prisoners  to  have  an  assembly  place  where 
religious  services  are  conducted  every  Sunday,  where  moving  picture  shows 
are  held,  where  the  band  and  orchestra  give  concerts  and  is  a  wonderful 
means  of  aiding  in  the  discipline  of  the  prisoners.  Warden  Cole  informed 
your  committee  that  prisoners  are  especially  careful  of  their  conduct  be- 
cause they  do  not  wish  to  be  deprived  of  the  privilege  of  attending  the 
services  held  in  this  theater.  It  was  a  very  generous  gift  on  the  part  of 
Mr.  Clark  and  has  aided  wonderfully  in  the  control  and  discipline  of  the 
prisoners. 

Your  committee  wishes  to  further  call  the  attention  of  the  Senate  to 
the  library  at  the  prison.  This  library  consists  of  a  large  number  of  vol- 
umes of  good  books  and  has  been  contributed  largely  to  the  institution  by 
Mr.  W.  A.  Clark,  Jr.  Mr.  Clark  has  invested  five  thousand  dollars  ($5,- 
000.00)  in  books  for  this  library  and  has  made  wise  selections  covering  the 
latest  standard  works  in  all  lines  of  publication  suitable  and  proper  for 
such  a  library.  It  is  very  kind  and  generous  in  Mr.  Clark  to  think  of 
helping  these  men  in  this  manner.  The  prisoners  are  very  much  interested 
in  this  library  and  make  extensive  use  of  the  same  and  the  generosity  of 
Mr.  Clark  has  relieved  the  tenseness  of  many  an  idle  hour  at  the  prison  for 
the  men  confined  therein. 

In  addition  to  the  above  Mr.  Clark  has  already  expended  the  sum  of 
twenty-five  hundred  dollars  ($2500.00)  for  the  purchase  of  musical  instru- 
ments for  the  prison  band.  Besides  this  amount  he  has  ordered  new  in- 
struments amounting  to  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000.00)  for  the 
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use  of  the  prison  band.  This  last  installment  of  instruments  is  expected 
any  time  and  the  addition  of  the  new  instruments  to  those  now  owned  by 
the  band  will  splendidly  equip  it  for  future  work.  This  makes  it  possible 
to  conduct  a  large  and  well  disciplined  band  at  the  prison  without  expenses 
or  cost  to  the  state.  It  gives  instruction  and  discipline  to  thirty  or  forty 
men  and  furnishes  a  means  of  entertainment  for  the  rest  of  the  institution. 

Your  commitete  most  heartily  commends  Mr.  Clark  for  his  expenditure 
of  almost  twenty  thousand  dollars  (|20,000.00)  at  the  prison  for  the  benefit 
of  the  prisoners,  and  we  believe  that  his  generosity  has  helped  many  a 
prisoner  to  see  and  realize  the  better  things  in  life.  We  unhesitatingly 
commend  such  efforts  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Clark  and  recommend  that  the 
Senate  of  the  State  of  Montana  express  its  thanks  and  appreciation  to  Mr. 
W.  A.  Clark,  Jr.  for  his  interest  in  and  expenditures  at  the  State  Prison. 

Your  committee  finds  it  impossible  to  recommend  a  cut  in  the  appro- 
priations made  for  the  present,  and  last  fiscal  years  below  the  amount 
appropriated  for  said  years.  The  productive  income  of  the  prison  last 
year,  was  about  $17,000.00.  This  income  is  arrived  at  by  charging  the  in- 
stitution with  the  vegetables,  grain,  meats,  dairy  and  poultry  products  pro- 
duced by  prison  labor.  This  seems  to  be  the  only  source  of  income  pos- 
sible of  development  at  the  prison.  Productive  employment  of  prisoners 
on  agricultural  lands  seems  to  your  committee,  to  be  the  only  avenue 
offered  for  a  realization  of  this  most  desired  end,  except  the  use  of 
prisoners  in  some  manufacturing  enterprise,  if  the  expense  of  installing 
such  enterprise  is  not  prohibitive;  to  acquire  farm  lands  necessary  and 
adequate  to  employ  our  idle  prisoners  and  to  make  the  prison  largely,  if 
not  entirely  self  supporting,  would  not  require  a  very  large  amount  of 
money.  We  therefore  recommend  the  appropriation  of  such  sum  by  the 
Nineteenth  Legislative  Assembly,  as  will  enable  the  State  Board  of  Ex- 
aminers to  at  least  contract  for  the  purchase  of  such  agricultural  lands, 
reasonably  near  the  state  prison,  as  will  secure  for  the  state  the  lands 
necessary  to  make  this  institution  largely,  or  possibly  entirely  self  sup- 
porting. A  contract  providing  for  the  purchase  of  lands  on  installment 
payments  spread  over  a  number  of  years  would  make  possible  the  purchase 
of  the  lands  needed,  without  the  expenditure  of  a  large  amount  of  money 
at  this  time. 

If  a  reduction  is  made  in  all  appropriations  for  the  support  of  our 
various  state  institutions,  the  prison  should  stand  a  reduction  in  its  appro- 
priation on  the  same  basis,  but  we  feel  the  present  cost  of  maintenance  of 
the  state  prison  has  been  reduced  about  as  far  as  is  possible  to  reduce  it 
until  some  productive  industries  are  added  to  the  prison.

"(c)  If  none  of  the  subscribing  witnesses  reside  in  the  county  at  the 
time  appointed  for  proving  the  will;  and  it  is  made  to  appear  to  the  court 
that  the  execution  of  the  will  cannot  conveniently  be  proven  under  either 
of  the  foregoing  subdivisions  of  this  section,  the  court  may  admit  the 
testimony  of  other  witnesses  to  prove  the  sanity  of  the  testator  and  the 
execution  of  the  will;  and,  as  evidence  of  such  execution,  it  may  admit  proof 
of  the  handwriting  of  the  testator  and  of  the  subscribing  witnesses,  or  any 
of  them."

That  H.  B.  No.  192  be  amended  in  Section  1  by  striking  out  lines  3  to 
10  both  inclusive,  and  that  part  of  line  11  reading,  "the  southwest  corner  of 
Section  27,  T.  8  S.,  R.  5E,"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words: 

"Commencing  at  the  Southeast  corner  Sec.  19,  T.  9S.,  R.  8E.,  which  sec- 
tion corner  is  on  line  with  the  North  boundary  of  the  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  thence  North  one  mile  along  East  line  of  said  section,  thence  West 
one  mile,  thence  North  one  mile,  thence  West  two  miles,  thence  North 
three  miles,  thence  West  two  miles,  thence  North  two  miles  to  the  section 
corner  common  to  Section  16-17-20  and  21,  T.  8S.,  R.  7E.,  which  corner  is  on 
the  divide  between  Cottonwood  Creek  and  Sphnix  Creek,  thence  West  along 
said  divide  to  the  Northwest  corner  of  Sec.  19,  T.  8S.,  R.  7E.,  thence  South 
and  West  along  the  divide  between  Tom  Miner  Creek,  Mol  Heron  and

The  committee  on  Counties  and  Towns  submitted  the  following  report: 
Mr.  President:    We,  your  Committee  on  Counties  and  Towns,  having 
had  under  consideration  Senate  Bill  No.  161,  beg  leave  to  report  and  recom- 
mend that  said  bill  be  amended  as  follows,  and  that  as  so  amended,  it  do 
pass. 

That  the  title  be  amended  to  read  as  follows:  A  Bill  for  an  Act  regu- 
lating public  dances,  dance  halls  and  other  like  places  of  amusement;  de- 
fining the  powers  of  boards  of  county  commissioners,  city  and  town  councils 
and  city  commissioners  in  relation  thereto;  governing  the  attendance  of 
minors  thereat;  providing  for  the  licensing  and  regulation  thereof,  and 
fixing  penalties  for  the  violation  of  this  Act." 

That  Section  1  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"Section  1.  In  addition  to  the  powers  heretofore  conferred  upon  them 
by  law  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  shall  have  power  and  it  shall 
be  their  duty  to  license,  regulate  and  control  all  public  dances,  dance  halls 
and  pavilions  and  other  like  places  of  amusement  situated  within  their  re- 
spective counties  and  outside  the  corporate  limits  of  any  incorporated  city 
or  town.  Like  authority  is  hereby  conferred  upon  the  city  and  town  coun- 
cils and  city  commissioners  to  license,  regulate  and  control  the  activities 
aforesaid  within  the  corporate  limits  of  incorporated  cities  and  towns  sub- 
ject to  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  Act  .  The  power  of  control  hereby 
delegated  shall  include  authority  to  regulate  the  hour  of  closing  of  all 
public  dances." 

That  Section  2  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"Section  2.  The  proprietor  of  any  public  dance  hall  or  pavilion  or 
other  like  place  of  public  resort  in  which  dancing  is  conducted  and  to  which 
the  public  is  admitted  shall  pay  a  license  fee,  the  amount  of  which,  if  said 
dance  hall  or  like  place  of  amusement  be  located  outside  the  corporate 
limits  of  any  city  or  town,  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Board  of  County  Commis- 
sioners; if  within  the  corporate  limits  of  any  city  or  town  the  amount  of 
such  license  shall  be  fixed  by  the  ity  or  town  council  or  commissioner,  and 
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such  license  fee  shall  not  in  any  event  exceed  the  sum  of  $25.00  per 
quarter." 

That  Section  3  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"Section  3.  Any  person  or  persons  not  conducting  a  dance  hall  or 
pavilion  who  shall  desire  to  give  a  public  dance  must  likewise  obtain  from 
the  authorities  specified  in  the  preceding  Section,  and  pay  therefor  such 
license  fee  as  may  be  provided  by  said  county,  city  or  town  authorities, 
but  such  license  fee  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  $5.00  for  each  dance; 
Provided  that  occasional  dances  conducted  in  school  houses  situated  in  rural 
districts  shall  not  come  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act." 

That  Section  5  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"Section  5.  The  Board  of  County  Commissioners  within  its  jurisdiction 
as  specified  in  this  Act,  and  city  and  town  councils  or  commissioners  within 
their  jurisdiction  shall  have  authority  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  after  notice 
to  the  party  affected,  and  after  a  public  hearing  upon  the  charge,  to  revoke 
any  license  granted  under  this  Act,  in  the  event  that  it  shall  appear  that 
the  proprietor  or  manager  of  such  dance  hall,  pavilion  or  other  licensed 
place  of  amusement  has  knowingly  and  wittingly  permitted  the  use  of  in- 
toxicating liquors  in  or  vulgar  language  or  disturbance  at  such  dance  hall, 
pavilion  or  other  place  of  amusement  or  on  the  premises  during  the  hold- 
ing of  a  public  dance,  or  if  it  shall  appear  that  there  has  been  knowingly 
allowed  at  any  such  dance  the  presence  of  intoxicated  persons  or  of  children 
of  sixteen  years  of  age  or  under,  unaccompanied  by  the  parents  or  lawful 
guardian,  or  the  use  of  vulgar  language  or  disturbance,  or  if  it  shall  appear 
that  said  dance  hall,  dance  pavilion  or  other  place  of  amusement  is  being 
conducted  in  a  disorderly  manner  or  that  any  person  in  a  state  of  intoxica- 
tion has  been  knowingly  permitted  upon  the  floor  of  said  dance  hall  or 
other  place  of  amusement.  The  right  of  appeal  from  any  such  order  re- 
voking such  license  is  hereby  created.  Appeals  may  be  taken  from  any 
such  order  to  the  District  Court  of  the  Judicial  District  within  which  such 
dance  hall,  dance  pavilion  or  other  place  of  amusement  is  situated,  and  such 
appeal  shall  be  taken  in  such  manner  and  within  the  time  provided  by  lav/ 
for  appeals  from  Justice  Courts  to  District  Courts  in  civil  cases." 

That  Section  6  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"Section  6.  No  person  shall  conduct  any  public  dance  or  conduct  or 
manage  any  dance  hall,  dance  pavilion  or  other  like  place  of  amusement 
subject  to  license  under  this  Act  without  first  obtaining  the  license  re- 
quired by  this  Act.  A  violation  of  this  section  shall  constitute  a  misde- 
meanor and  shall  be  punishable  accordingly.  Any  person  or  persons  con- 
ducting such  dance  hall  or  pavilion  in  such  manner  that  the  same  con- 
stitutes a  public  nuisance  shall,  in  addition  to  being  punishable  for  misde- 
meanor, be  liable  for  damages  to  any  person  proximately  injured  or  dam- 
aged, to  be  recoverable  in  a  civil  action  brought  for  that  purpose  in  any 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction." 

That  Section  7  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"'Section  7.  No  person  who  is  the  proprietor  of  any  dance  hall,  dancing 
pavilion  or  other  place  of  public  resort  subject  to  this  Act  shall  knowingly 
permit  during  any  public  dance  held  in  such  hall,  pavilion  or  other  resort, 
the  use  of  any  intoxicating  liquor  or  the  presence  of  any  intoxicated  person 
in  such  dance  hall,  pavilion  or  other  place  of  resort  in  or  on  the  premises 
on  which  such  dance  hall,  pavilion  or  other  place  of  resort  is  situated;  nor 
shall  there  be  knowingly  permitted  the  presence  at  any  such  dance  of  any 
child  of  sixteen  years  of  age  or  less  unless  accompanied  by  the  parent  or 
guardian  of  such  child.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  be  punishable  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $25.00  or  more 
than  $250.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  not  less  than  thirty 
days  nor  more  than  six  months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment, 
and  in  addition  thereto  and  as  a  part  of  such  penalty  the  court  may  revoke 
the  license  if  any  has  been  granted  to  such  person  under  the  terms  of  this 
Act." 

That  Section  9  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 
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"Section  9.  The  power  herein  conferred  shall  be  in  addition  to  those 
already  provided  for  by  law,  and  nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  as  re- 
pealing any  of  the  existing  laws  regulating  dances,  dance  halls  and  other 
like  places  of  amusement,  and  shall  not  apply  to  amusement  parks  having 
an  investment  of  $100,000.00  or  more."

The  Committee  on  Banks  and  Banking  submitted  the  following  report: 
Mr.  President:    We,  your  Committee  on  Banks  and  Banking,  having 
had  under  consideration  Senate  Bill  No.  104,  beg  leave  to  report  and  recom- 
mend that  same  do  pass. 

HENDERSON,  Chairman. 

Report  adopted. 

The  following  majority  report  of  the  Committee  on  Fish  and  Game  was 
submitted: 

Mr.  President:  We,  your  Committee  on  Fish  and  Game,  having  had 
under  consideration  Senate  Bill  No.  149,  introduced  by  Muffly,  beg  leave  to 
report  as  follows: 

We,  the  majority  of  your  committee,  approve  of  the  present  commis- 
sion form  of  administering  the  affairs  of  the  fish  and  game  department, 
and  are  also  of  the  opinion  the  majority  of  the  sportsmen  of  the  State 
who  support  this  department  are  in  favor  of  retaining  this  form  of  man- 
agement of  this  department.  We  further  believe  the  interests  of  the  people 
of  Montana  with  reference  to  the  conservation  of  wild  life  can  best  be 
served  by  keeping  the  affairs  and  management  of  this  department  out  of 
politics,  and  in  so  far  as  possible  make  it  a  non-partisan  organization. 

While  there  has  possibly  been  some  discrepancies  in  the  management 
of  this  department  under  the  present  commission,  we  appreciate  the  fact 
that  it  requires  considerable  time  to  build  up  the  efficiency  of  any  organ- 
ization, and  that  this  rule  is  particularly  applicable  to  a  matter  of  this 
kind  in  a  state  as  large  and  diversified  as  Montana;  and  we  further  be- 
lieve that  if  the  present  commission  plan  is  given  time  to  systematize  its 
work,  as  will  naturally  result  from  a  more  complete  knowledge  of  the  con- 
ditions and  requirements  of  the  various  localities  in  the  state,  and  that  the 
ultimate  result  will  be  far  more  beneficial  and  satisfactory  to  all  concerned 
than  can  be  accomplished  by  the  abolition  of  the  Fish  and  Game  Commission 
at  this  time,  and  permitting  the  affairs  of  this  department  to  revert  back 
to  the  old  system  of  political  control.  For  these  reasons  we  beg  leave  to 
report  that  said  bill  do  not  pass.

The  following  minority  report  of  the  Committee  on  Fish  and  Game 
was  submitted: 

MINORITY  REPORT 

We,  a  minority  of  the  Committee  on  Fish  and  Game,  having  had  under 
consideration  S.  B.  No.  149,  by  Muffly,  relating  to  abolishing  the  presen' 
Fish  and  Game  Commission  and  amending  Section  3653,  report  as  follows: 
At  the  hearing  Senator  Muffly,  in  explaining,  represented  that  his  bill 
would  abolish  the  State  Game  and  Fish  Commission,  at  present  composed 
of  five  members,  that  it  would  repeal  those  sections  of  the  1921  Codes 
relating  to  their  appointment,  term  of  office,  meetings  and  compensation. 
Also  repeal  the  commission's  right  to  create  and  establish  game  preserves 
and  game  refuges  and  re-invest  the  legislature  with  that  right.  Also  deny- 
ing authority  to  the  commission  to  appoint  a  biological  agent  or  establish 
or  maintain  such  a  department. 

Section  1  of  the  bill  reads:  "There  is  hereby  appointed  a  Fish  and 
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Game  Commission  of  the  State  of  Montana,  composed  of  a  single  commis- 
sioner, the  Governor  of  the  state  shall  be  ex-officio,  the  Fish  and  Game 
Commission  of  Montana,  and  shall  have  and  possess  all  the  powers  and 
perform  all  the  duties  prescribed  by  law  to  be  had  or  performed  by  the 
said  commission." 

Mr.  Muffly  represented  that  the  present  Fish  and  Game  Commission 
is  a  sovereign  body,  that  is,  it  is  independent  and  supreme;  not  compelled 
to  report  to  or  answer  for  its  acts  to  any  state  board  or  state  official.  He 
represented  that  the  present  commission  is  extravagant  and  wasteful  of 
funds;  that  the  most  recent  act  was  the  appointment  of  M.  S.  Carpenter 
at  a  yearly  salary  of  $3000,  and  S3000  as  expenses  to  travel  about  the  state 
and  teach  and  lecture  on  wild  life. 

Senator  Muffly  saying  as  far  as  he  could  learn  that  it  was  not  claimed 
by  Mr.  Carpenter  or  his  friends  that  he  was  a  naturalist  or  anything  else 
than  a  newspaper  reporter  and  organizer  of  rod  and  gun  clubs  in  the  state. 
That  the  $6000  expended  for  Mr.  Carpenter  annually  means  that  in  the 
two  years  covered  by  the  program  six  thousand  citizens  of  this  state  will 
have  paid  license  tax  of  two  dollars  each  to  meet  that  outlay. 

That  $6000  would  cover  a  bounty  of  $25.00  each  on  200  mountain  lions. 
The  destruction  of  two  hundred  mountain  lions  would  theoretically  save 
ten  thousand  deer. 

Mr.  Sidney  Logan,  at  the  hearing,  remarked  to  this  committee  that 
the  $6000  would  buy  60,000  quarts  of  milk  for  the  under-nourished  babies 
of  Montana. 

Mr.  Muffly  exhibited  petitions  containing  589  names  from  residents 
citizens  of  Montana  protesting  that  the  people  of  this  state  are  not  in  need 
of  instruction  from  any  person  on  -the  subject  of  game  protection  or  con- 
servation. That  the  grade  school  children  acquire  in  school  more  knowl- 
edge concerning  the  advantage  of  conservation  of  game,  timber  and  other 
natural  resources  of  the  state  than  any  lecturer  would  be  able  to  furnish. 

Some  petitions  say  if  the  Fish  and  Game  Commission  has  at  its  dis- 
posal more  funds  than  is  necessary  for  legitimate  purposes,  that  the  legis- 
lature should  relieve  the  over-burdened  taxpayer  by  a  reduction  of  the 
license  tax  to  a  point  where  there  will  be  no  temptation  on  the  part  of  the 
commission  to  waste  its  funds. 

Since  the  hearing  the  following  figures  have  been  furnished  by  the  . 
State  Accountant,  from  the  records  of  the  State  Budget,  giving  a  basis 
for  comparisons  between  the  administration  of  the  Fish  and  Game  Depart- 
ment under  the  old  Game  Warden  system  and  the  present  Game  Commis- 
sion system. 

The  biennial  period  showing  the  highest  expenditures  under  the  Game 
Warden  system  was  March  1,  1918,  to  February  28,  1920.  The  next  bi- 
ennial period  was  the  following  March  1,  1920,  to  February  28,  1921,  then 
a  skip  of  four  months  on  account  of  the  change  in  the  appropriation  years, 
and  the  next  full  appropriation  years  was  July.  1,  1921,  to  June  30,  1922. 
The  third  biennial  period  was  the  next  two  full  appropriation  years,  July 
1,  1922,  to  June  20,  1924. 

It  was  ascertained  that  during  the  years  of  the  first  period  it  cost 
$36,091.11  for  general  office  expense,  $92,672.14  for  deputies  salaries  and 
expenses,  and  other  administrative  expenses,  and  $63,544.36  for  hatcheries 
and  a  total  of  $3,501.57  for  capital  outlay  for  improvements,  or  a  total 
expenditure  for  the  entire  department  of  $195,809.18. 

The  second  two  years  it  cost,  under  the  commission  system,  $75,740.54 
for  general  office  expense;  $106,856.47  for  deputies  salaries  and  expenses 
and  other  administrative  expenses;  $87,126.33  for  hatcheries  and  a  total  of 
$23,230.78  for  capital  outlay  for  improvements,  or  a  total  expenditure  for 
the  entire  department  of  $292,954.12. 

The  third  two  years,  also  under  the  commission  system,  it  cost  $92,- 
366.48  for  general  office  expenses;  $106,367.96  for  deputies  salaries  and 
expenses  and  other  administrative  expenses;    $103,607.89  for  hatcheries  and 
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for  capital  outlay  $15,964.00  or  a  total  expenditure  of  $318,306.33.  It  will 
be  noted  from  the  above  figures  that  the  administrative  costs  of  the  de- 
partment jumped  from  thirty-six  thousand  the  first  period  to  almost 
seventy-six  thousand  the  second  or  an  increase  of  about  110%.  The  third 
period  the  administrative  costs  jumped  to  over  ninety-two  thousand  or  an 
increase  over  the  first  period  of  155%.  These  increases  were  in  the  ad- 
ministrative department  alone.  There  was  a  steady  increase  in  the  other 
branches  of  the  work  too,  but  nothing  to  compare  with  the  increase  in  the 
"overhead  expenses." 

The  total  expenditures  for  the  three  periods,  of  $195,809.18;  $292,954.12 
and  $318,306.33  show  a  tremendous  increase.  There  being  an  increase  of 
nearly  50%  the  second  biennium  over  the  first  and  an  increase  of  about  62% 
the  third  year  over  the  first  year.  In,  short,  it  has  cost  50  to  60  per  cent 
more  to  run  the  department  under  the  commission  form  than  it  did  with 
just  a  Game  Warden,  and  the  biggest  portion  of  the  increase  in  the  ex- 
pense has  been  for  administration  or  "overhead." 

Another  item  that  has  been  brought  to  the  attention  since  the  hearing 
on  the  bill,  is  the  automobile  purchases.  Prior  to  the  forming  of  the  game 
commission,  it  was  possible  to  get  along  with  a  few  Ford  trucks  and  cars, 
but  since  the  commission  started  to  function  it  has  required  such  cars  as 
Chandler  and  Studebaker  Big  Sixes  and  Nash  touring  cars,  to  say  nothing 
of  a  Studebaker  coupe.  And  it  now  required  $1,800.00  Graham  trucks  in 
place  of  Fords.  During  the  first  37  months  of  the  commission's  adminis- 
tration of  the  department  there  was  purchased  by  this  department  nine 
new  automobiles  and  trucks  at  a  cost  of  $9,657.08. 

It  is  claimed  that  the  Rod  and  Gun  Clubs  and  sportsmen's  associations 
of  the  state  oppose  the  Muffly  bill.  Upon  very  good  authority  it  is  stated 
that  there  are  not  to  exceed  1,500  members  of  these  organizations  in  the 
entire  state.  According  to  the  statement  of  the  State  Game  Warden  there 
is  collected  approximately  $130,000.00  per  year  in  game  licenses  sold. 
Allowing  $5,000  for  alien  and  non-residence  licenses,  this  leaves  $125,000.00 
residence  licenses,  or  62,500  purchasers  of  licenses.  What  about  the  wishes 
and  desires  of  the  61,000  persons  who  voluntarily  pay  this  tax  into  the 
funds  of  the  commission  Are  their  desires  in  the  matter  to  be  considered? 
Are  we  to  allow  one  purchaser  of  a  license  in  every  forty  to  dictate  the 
policy  of  the  commission  ? 

The  average  purchaser  of  a  game  license  feels  and  knows  that  he  is 
paying  a  state  tax  when  he  buys  his  license,  but  he  does  not  want  that 
money  squandered,  nor  does  he,  at  the  time  of  buying  this  license  delegate 
his  vote  upon  how  the  money  is  to  be  expended,  to  a  few  politicians  organ- 
ized as  a  Rod  and  Gun  Club. 

We  your  committee  recommend  the  bill  for  passage.

The  special  committee  appointed  to  draft  resolutions  on  the  death  of 
the  late  Senator  Esp  submitted  the  following  resolution: 

Whereas,  It  has  been  the  will  of  Divine  Providence  to  call  from  the 
walks  of  mortal  life  one  of  the  most  honorable  past  members  of  this  Body; 

Therefore  Be  It  Resolved,  That  the  members  of  this  Senate  desiring 
to  express  our  sorrow  over  the  recent  death  of  Honorable  John  T.  Esp,  and 
to  commemorate  his  memory  in  some  appropriate  and  permanent  form, 
therefore  present  this  memorial,  for  preservation  to  be  entered  upon  the 
records  of  this  Senate. 
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Senator  John  T.  Esp  was  born  in  Norway  in  the  year  1865,  and  would 
have  been  sixty  years  of  age  oil  June  the  1st  of  the  present  year.  He  came 
to  this  country  in  the  year  1884,  and  settled  in  what  was  then  a  compara- 
tively new  and  undeveloped  part  of  the  great  west,  and  what  now  com- 
prises the  county  of  Sweetgrass  in  this  State. 

On  October  2,  1890,  Senator  Esp  married  Miss  Jennie  Lee.  Besides 
his  wife,  he  leaves  to  mourn  his  loss  one  daughter,  Mrs.  Clarence  Flattum, 
and  four  sons,  Tilmor,  Albert,  Leonard  and  Roy,  all  of  whom  are  now  re- 
siding at  Grey  Cliff,  Montana. 

Although  confronted  with  the  many  disadvantages  and  handicaps  with 
I  which  the  early  settlers  of  that  time  had  to  contend,  Senator  Esp,  by  the 
persistence  of  his  indomitable  will,  hard  work,  self-sacrifice,  and  honest 
dealing,  solved  the  many  problems  that  obstructed  the  pathway  to  success, 
and  became  one  of  the  most  prosperous,  influential,  and  esteemed  citizens 
'■■  in  the  community  where  he  resided.    Senator  Esp  was  a  particularly  enter - 
i  prising  and  public-spirited  man.    Besides  the  labor  and  effort  required  to 
;  make  a  pronounced  success  of  his  personal  affairs,  he  always  found  time 
to  devote  a  part  of  his  time  to  public  affairs  and  the  development  of  the 
\  community  in  which  he  lived.    Because  of  his  sound  ideas  and  honesty  of 
|  purpose,  he  was  recognized  as  having  contributed  a  valuable  service  in  the 
.  upbuilding  of  his  adopted  state.    He  was  for  many  years  an  active  member 
1  of  the  school  board,  and  also  served  several  terms  as  county  commissioner. 
As  further  expression  of  the  confidence  of  the  people  of  his  county,  he 
was  at  the  general  election  in  1920  elected  state  senator  from  Sweetgrass 
county,  and  served  in  that  capacity  in  the  Seventeenth  and  Eighteenth  ses- 
'  sions  of  the  legislature.    By  the  evident  high  ideals,  honesty  and  sincerity 
of  purpose  that  always  characterized  his  attitude  in  the  deliberation  of 
matters  relating  to  public  welfare,  he  soon  won  the  unanimous  respect 
i  and  esteem  of  his  colleagues,  and  was  looked  upon  as  one  of  the  intel  - 
ligent, fair-minded,  and  conservative  members  of  that  body. 

We  deplore  the  death  of  this  estimable  man  as  a  material  and  un- 
timely loss  to  this  great  commonwealth,  which  still  needs  in  its  further 
;  development  the  counsel  and  guidance  of  men  of  such  sterling  qualities 
•  as  he  whose  memory  we  are  called  upon  to  commemorate  on  this  occasion, 
i         While  we  deplore  the  taking  away  of  this  useful  and  honorable  life, 
1  it  is  with  a  full  appreciation  that  we  of  necessity  must  co-ordinate  our 
minds  to  the  will  of  a  higher  power,  and  accept  the  loss  we  suffer  through 
the  death  of  the  Honorable  John  T.  Esp  as  the  inevitable  close  of  life's 
drama  in  accordance  with  nature's  fundamental  laws;  and, 

Be  it  Further  Resolved,  That  this  Senate  in  these  terms  express  our 
!  profound  sorrow,  and  extend  to  the  bereaved  wife  and  family  our  deepest 
sympathy,  and  join  with  them  in  their  sorrow  over  the  loss  of  a  devoted 
husband,  and  father,  and  faithful  public  servant.

REPORTS  OF  SELECT  COMMITTEES 

The  special  committee  appointed  m  accordance  with  Senator  Pauline's 
resolution,  adopted  February  2,  submitted  the  following  report: 
To  the  Honorable  President  and  Members  of  the  Senate  of  the 
Eighteenth  Legislative  Assembly  of  Montana: 

Gentlemen:  We,  your  Committee  appointed  under  and  by  virtue  of 
the  Pauline  Resolution,  do  hereby  beg  to  report  as  follows: 

Pursuant  to  said  resolution  and  through  courtesy  and  assistance  of 
the  State  Examiner  and  the  State  Accountant,  we  have  made  a  careful  sur- 
vey of  the  several  matters  as  set  forth  in  said  resolution  and  will  sbumit 
our  report  under  four  subdivisions  or  headings. 

First — Cash  accounts  carried  in  banks  by  officers  and  boards  at  Hel- 
ena, exclusive  of  the  accounts  of  the  State  Treasurer. 

We  find  that  on  the  first  day  of  February,  1925,  there  were  State 
funds  carried  in  separate  bank  accounts  and  not  under  the  control  or  juris- 
diction of  the  State  Treasurer,  aggregating  the  amount  of  $241,220.76  and 
that  throughout  the  year  these  funds  would  average  approximately  $180,- 
000.00.  These  funds  consist  of  the  various  fee  accounts,  revolving  funds, 
collection  accounts  and  special  accounts  of  the  several  officers  and  boards 
of  the  State  of  Montana,  an  itemized  list  of  which  is  attached  and  made  a 
part  of  this  report. 

We  find  that  of  this  amount,  only  $47,500.00  is  protected  by  bond  or 
other  security  and  that  the  cost  of  such  protection  is  being  paid  by  the 
State  of  Montana. 

We  find  that  none  of  these  deposits  are  drawing  interest  as  it  would, 
were  such  funds  handled  through  the  office  of  the  State  Treasurer. 

Therefore,  we  submit,  that  these  funds  are  practically  unprotected  and 
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that  the  State  of  Montana  is  losing  an  earning  of  interest  which  would 
approximate  $4,500.00  per  year,  both  of  which  would  be  remedied  if  such 
funds  could  be  deposited  direct  with  the  State  Treasurer.  Such  a  pro- 
cedure would  necessitate  the  employment  of  an  additional  clerk  in  the 
office  of  the  State  Treasurer  at  an  expense  of  probably  $2,000.00  per  year, 
but  even  with  this  added  expense,  the  State  would  still  realize  a  profit  of 
approximatly  $2,500.00  and  the  funds  would  be  properly  protected. 

Section  192  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  1921,  provides  that  all  state  officers 
or  employees,  shall  deposit  with  the  State  Treasurer  on  the  10th  and  25th 
days  of  each  month,  all  moneys  coming  into  his  possession  since  the  last 
preceding  remittance  or  settlement.  Some  of  the  officers  have  interpreted 
this  to  mean  that  on  the  10th  of  the  month  they  shall  remit  the  fees  col- 
lected from  the  15th  of  the  preceding  month  to  the  1st  of  the  current  month, 
and  that  on  the  25th  of  the  month,  they  shall  remit  the  fees  collected  from 
the  1st  to  the  15th  of  the  current  month.  By  so  doing,  such  officers  never 
make  a  full  and  complete  settlement  up  to  date  and  at  all  times  have  in 
their  possession,  collections  for  a  period  from  10  to  25  days.  We  do  not 
feel  that  this  is  a  proper  interpretation  of  the  law  and  we  believe  that  on 
the  10th  and  25th  of  each  month,  all  officers  should  make  a  full  and  com- 
plete settlement  up  to  that  date,  which  would  materially  reduce  the  amount 
of  cash  necessarily  carried  in  the  office  or  bank  awaiting  remittance  to  the 
State  Treasurer. 

Second — Cash  accounts  carried  in  banks  outside  of  Helena  by  the  sev- 
eral institutions. 

We  find  that  on  the  1st  day  of  January,  1925,  the  several  State  in- 
stitutions had  on  deposit  in  the  banks  of  the  State,  a  sum  aggregating 
$167,929.48  and  that  the  estimated  average  of  such  deposits  during  the  en- 
tire year  was  approximately  $163,000.00.  These  accounts  are  the  inmates 
deposits,  students'  collections,  dormitory  funds,  self-supporting  activities 
and  other  similar  accounts,  a  detailed  list  of  which  is  likewise  attached 
hereto.  In  the  time  available,  we  were  unable  to  determine  as  to  whether 
or  not  such  funds  were  protected  by  bonds  or  securities.  We  find  that  of 
this  amount,  approximatly  $97,000.00  is  earning  interest,  most  of  which 
is  on  the  basis  of  the  daily  deposit,  the  same  as  is  received  by  the  counties 
and  the  State.  We  find  that  the  Agricultural  College  and  the  Normal 
School  are  receiving  interest  on  all  of  their  deposits  and  the  School  of 
Mines  on  most  of  its  funds.  We  can  see  no  reason  why  the  deposits  of  the 
other  institutions  should  not  be  handled  in  a  similar  manner  and  the  State 
receive  an  interest  earning  thereon  of  approximately  $1,650.00  per  year, 
and  at  the  same  time  such  funds  should  be  entitled  to  the  same  protection 
as  other  public  funds. 

Third — Old  inactive  accounts  of  former  State  officers  in  Helena  banks. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  during  the  past  year,  an  old  inactive  bank  bal- 
ance was  discovered  in  one  of  the  local  banks  in  the  amount  of  $3,279.96, 
which  had  been  deposited  some  years  ago  and  which  belonged  to  the  State 
of  Montana  and  in  view  of  the  further  fact  that  a  rumor  prevailed  that 
there  was  another  such  deposit  in  the  amount  of  approximately  $25,000.00 
in  some  bank  and  of  which  there  was  no  record,  your  committee  requested 
the  State  Examiner  and  Superintendent  of  Banks  to  conduct  a  special  ex- 
amination of  the  banks  of  Helena  in  an  effort  to  ascertain  if  there  were 
any  old  inactive  accounts  of  this  nature. 

Pursuant  to  such  request,  the  State  Examiner  has  conducted  such  ex- 
amination and  reports  the  existence  of  several  small  accounts  of  this 
nature,  carried  in  the  names  of  former  officers  or  employees  and  aggregat- 
ing $354.55,  a  detailed  list  of  which  is  as  follows:

The  other  four  Helena  banks  rendered  every  possible  courtesy  and 
assistance,  but  the  National  Bank  of  Montana  refused  the  Examiner  access 
to  the  records  of  the  bank  and  two  accounts  as  above  indicted  were  taken 
from  a  letter  received  from  the  bank  and  the  accounts  of  such  bank  were 
not  verified  by  the  Examiner. 

All  of  the  above  accounts  are  undoubtedly  the  property  of  the  State 
of  Montana  and  we  feel  that  the  same  should  be  properly  recovered  for  the 
State  by  the  State  Board  of  Examiners  and  properly  deposited  with  the 
State  Treasurer. 

Fourth — Accounts  in  banks  and  in  the  hands  of  administrators  that 
should  escheat  to  the  State  of  Montana. 

While  inquiring  into  the  matter  of  old  inactive  accounts,  we  find  that 
there  are  a  great  many  unclaimed  balances  in  the  several  banks  of  the 
State  of  Montana  and  that  under  the  law,  all  such  balances  properly  escheat 
to  the  State.  We  also  find  that  there  are  a  great  many  balances  carried  by 
Administrators  in  estates  to  which  there  are  no  known  heirs  and  which  under 
the  law,  likewise  escheat  to  the  State.  For  instance,  in  Deer  Lodge  County 
such  estates  amounted  to  the  sum  of  $2,727.73  in  December,  1924,  and  would 
amount  to  more  than  $1,000.00  in  many  of  the  counties,  and  would  amount 
to  several  thousand  dollars  over  the  entire  State. 

Section  No.  206  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  1921,  make  it  the  duty  of  the 
Attorney  General  to  institute  investigations  for  the  purpose  of  discovering 
property  that  should  escheat  to  the  State  and  to  institute  suit  in  the  District 
Court  for  the  purpose  of  recovering  said  property  in  the  name  of  the  State. 
It  would  appear  that  this  Section  of  our  statutes  has  not  been  observed 
in  the  past  and  it  would  further  appear  that  a  considerable  amount,  of 
money  could  be  realized  by  the  State  of  Montana  through  a  strict  observ- 
ance of  this  law. 

Conclusion — In  accordance  with  the  findings  of  this  committee  as 
above  set  forth,  we  are  submitting  for  your  consideration,  a  Resolution 
which  we  believe  will  be  of  material  benefit  to  the  Statp  of  Montana  and 
we  sincerely  hope  that  the  same  may  be  adopted.

Whereas,  There  is  a  considerable  amount  of  money  belonging  to  the 
State  of  Montana,  which  is  deposited  in  banks  by  the  various  officers  and 
employees  in  the  form  of  fee  accounts,  revolving  funds,  collection  accounts 
and  special  accounts  of  similar  nature,  none  of  which  are  carried  in  the 
name  of  the  State  Treasurer  and  practically  all  of  which  are  not  protected 
by  bond  or  other  security  and  none  of  which  is  earning  interest  for  the 
State  of  montana;  and 

Whereas,  It  would  appear  that  such  funds  could  be  properly  secured 
and  a  considerable  revenue  realized  in  the  form  of  interest  by  having  all 
such  funds  and  collections  handled  direct  through  the  office  of  the  State 
Treasurer;  and 

Whereas,  It  would  appear  that  some  of  the  State  officers  are  not 
properly  construing  Section  192  of  the  Revised  Codes,  relative  to  the  re- 
mittance of  collections  to  the  State  Treasurer;  and 
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Whereas,  It  would  appear  that  some  of  our  institutions  are  overlooking 
the  item  of  interest  on  deposits  carried  in  their  local  banks;  and 

Whereas,  There  are  several  inactive  accounts  carried  in  banks  in  the 
names  of  former  officers  of  the  State  of  Montana,  all  properly  belonging 
to  the  State  of  Montana;  and 

Whereas,  It  would  appear  that  there  is  a  considerable  amount  of  money 
in  the  form  of  unclaimed  balances  in  the  several  banks  of  the  State  and 
also  that  there  is  considerable  money  in  estates  with  no  heirs,  all  of  which 
should  properly  escheat  to  the  State  of  Montana; 

Now,  Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved,  That  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Mon- 
tana, request  that  the  State  Board  of  Examiners  endeavor  to  put  into  effect 
a  system  whereby  the  bank  accounts  herein  referred  to,  which  are  at  this 
time  unprotected  and  are  not  earning  interest,  shall  be  eliminated  by  the

THIRD  READING  OF  BILLS 

S.  B.  No.  55,  being  a  Constitutional  amendment,  and  having  been  read 
at  length  three  several  times,  was  passed  by  the  necessary  two-thirds  vote 
of  membership  as  required  by  law.  In  accordance  with  provisions  of  the 
State  constitution,  the  bill  is  copied  below  in  its  entirety.  The  vote  on 
S.  B.  No.  55  immediately  follows  the  copy  of  the  bill. 

Senate  Bill  No.  55,  introduced  by  Greenup:  A  Bill  for  an  Act  entitled: 
"An  Act  to  provide  for  the  submission  to  the  qualified  electors  of  the  State 
of  Montana  of  an  amendment  to  Article  XII  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State 
of  Montana,  relating  to  revenue  and  taxation  by  adding  a  new  section 
thereto  providing  for  the  levying  of  taxes  for  the  purposes  of  insuring 
growing  crops  against  loss  or  damage  by  hail." 

Be  It  Enacted  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana: 

Section  1.    That  Article  XII  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Mon- 
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tana  be  amended  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  that  the  question  of  said 
amendment  be  submitted  to  the  qualified  electors  of  the  State  of  Montana 
at  the  next  general  election. 

Section  2.  That  Article  XII  of  the  Constitution  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby  amended  by  adding  thereto  a  new  section  to  be  known  as  Section  19 
and  to  read  as  follows. 

"Section  19.  The  providing  of  insurance  against  loss  or  damage  to 
crops  by  hail  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  public  purpose,  provided,  however, 
that  no  such  tax  shall  be  levied  against  lands  in  any  county  until  a 
majority  of  the  qualified  electors  of  such  county  shall,  at  any  regular 
election  or  at  an  election  held  for  such  purpose,  have  voted  in  favor  of 
submitting  their  lands  and  the  crops  growing  thereon  to  the  provisions  of 
the  State  hail  insurance  laws,  or  unless  the  owner  of  any  tract  of  land  in 
any  county  shall  have  consented  in  writing  to  the  imposition  of  such  tax. 
And  the  Legislative  Assembly,  is  authorized  and  empowered  to  provide  for 
the  levy  and  collection  annually  of  a  tax  upon  agricultural  land  for  said 
purpose.  Said  tax  shall  be  levied  upon  such  classification  of  said  lands 
and  with  such  exemptions  as  may  be  provided  by  law.  The  Legislative 
Assembly  may  divide  the  State  into  hail  insurance  districts  on  such  basis 
as  shall  seem  just  and  necessary  to  secure  an  equitable  distribution  of  the 
burden  of  taxation  among  such  lands  and  may  classify  the  lands  within 
such  district  and  the  rates  of  tax  therein  may  vary  in  accordance  with  the 
risk  incurred.  The  Legislative  Assembly  may  determine  the  rates  and  may 
levy  the  tax  in  the  different  districts  or  may  provide  that  such  rates  may 
be  determined  and  such  tax  levied  by  the  State  Board  of  Equalization.  The 
provisions  of  Section  9  of  this  article  limiting  the  rate  of  tax  for  such 
purposes,  shall  not  apply  to  the  tax  herein  provided  for,  but  such  tax 
shall  be  in  addition  thereto." 

Section  3.  Separate  official  ballots  shall  be  provided  at  the  general 
election  to  be  held  in  November,  1926,  which  shall  have  printed  thereon  all 
of  Section  2  of  this  Act,  and  below  the  same  shall  be  printed  the  words: 

For  the  above  written  amendment  to  the  Constitution: 

Against  the  above  written  amendment  to  the  Constitution. 

Each  elector  shall  designate  his  preference  by  marking  an  X  in  the 
square  before  the  proposition  for  which  such  elector  desires  to  vote. 

Section  4.  The  votes  for  and  against  the  amendment  above  proposed 
shall  be  canvassed,  determined  and  declared  as  provided  by  the  general 
election  laws  of  the  State  of  Montana. 

Section  5.  All  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts  in  conflict  herewith  are  hereby 
repealed. 

Section  6.  This  Act  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage  and  approval.

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throughout  the  state  to  arrest  any  person  in  the  act  of  violating  or  at- 
tempting to  violate  in  his  presence  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act  and 
are  hereby  made  peace  ofifcers  of  this  state  for  that  purpose. 

"Any  peace  officer  of  this  state  shall  have  the  authority  and  is  hereby 
required  to  use  reasonable  diligence  in  ascertaining  whether  the  owner 
and  operators  of  motor  vehicles  are  complying  with  the  provisions  of  this 
Act."

The  Committee  on  Fish  and  Game  submitted  the  following  report: 

Mr.  President:  We,  your  Committee  on  Fish  and  Game,  having  had 
under  consideration  House  Bill  No.  435,  introduced  by  Committee  on  Fish 
and  Game,  beg  leave  to  report  that  said  bill  be  amended  as  follows: 

Amend  the  title  by  striking  out  the  figures  "3818"  in  line  three. 

Amend  Section  two  (2)  by  adding  in  line  thirty-one  (31)  after  the 
word  "disposal"  the  following  words: 

"Subject  to  and  by  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Governor,"  and 
by  adding  in  line  thirty-six  (36),  after  the  word  "necessary"  the  following 
words,  "Subject  to  and  by  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Governor,"  and 
by  adding  after  the  word  "Authority"  in  line  twenty-two  (22)  the  follow- 
ing words,  "Subject  to  and  by  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Governor," 
and  by  inserting  in  line  forty-eight  (48)  after  the  word  "purpose,"  the  fol- 
lowing words,  "Subject  to  and  by  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Gov- 
ernor," and  by  striking  out  beginning  with  the  word  "it"  all  remaining 
parts  of  the  paragraph  including  the  word  "Act"  in  line  eighty-four  (84) 
of  the  printed  bill. 

Also  to  amend  Section  three  (3)  by  inserting  in  line  five  (5)  after  the 
words  "Game  Warden"  the  following  words:  "by  and  with  the  consent  and 
approval  of  the  Governor"  and  by  striking  out  the  balance  of  the  sentence 
on  line  five  (5)  viz:  "Who  shall  continue  in  office  at  the  pleasure  of  said 
commission,"  and  further  amend  by  striking  out  after  the  word  "Office" 
in  line  sixteen  (16)  the  words,  "by  said  Commission." 

And  to  amend  section  four  (4)  by  striking  out  the  word  "Commis- 
sion" in  line  four  (4)  and  inserting  the  word  "Warden,"  and  further  amend 
Section  four  (4)  by  striking  out  in  line  seven  (7)  the  word  "Commission" 
and  inserting  the  word  "Warden,"  and  by  striking  out  the  word  "Commis- 
sion" in  line  eight  (8)  after  the  word  "said"  and  inserting  therefor  the 
word  "Warden"  and  by  striking  out  the  words  "by  it"  on  line  nine  (9). 

And  to  amend  Section  eight  (8)  by  striking  out  in  line  five  (5)  after 
the  word  "and"  the  word  "shall"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "may," 
and  by  adding  after  the  word  "Commission"  in  line  four  (4),  the  words 
"With  the  approval  of  the  Governor." 

And  move  to  amend  Section  nine  (9)  by  striking  out  after  the  word 
"Employed"  in  line  four  (4)  the  words  "By  the  Commission"  and  by  in- 
serting in  line  four  (4)  after  the  word  "Fisheries,"  the  word  "if." 

And  to  amend  Section  ten  (10)  by  adding  the  following  sub-section: 
"A"  That  Section  3669  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana  1921  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows:  "All  funds,  appropriations 
and  moneys  provided  for  the  purpose  of  administering  or  enforcing  the 
present  fish  and  game  laws  of  this  state  and  all  funds  appropriations  and 
moneys  belonging  to  the  fish  and  game  fund  of  this  state  and  now  under 
the  control  or  in  the  possession  of  any  officer,  person  or  department  of 
this  state  shall  be  and  hereby  are  placed  under  the  control  of  the  Com- 
mission hereby  created  and  shall  be  collected  and  disbursed  bv  said  Com- 
mission by  and  with  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Governor." 

Also  to  amend  Section  sixteen  (16)  of  the  printed  bill  by  placing  a 
comma  (,)  instead  of  a  period  (.)  after  the  word  "fish"  in  line  forty  (40) 
and  adding  the  following  words:  "After  the  same  has  been  hooked  by 
angling  as  above  specified,  nor  does  it  prevent  the  taking  of  minnows  other 
than  game  fish  variety  by  the  use  or  aid  of  a  small  hand  net." 

It  shall  be  unlawful  to  catch  any  game  fish  through  the  ice,  except  in 
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such  waters  as  are  designated  under  proper  order  of  the  State  Fish  and 
Game  Commission.  In  case  any  game  fish  is  unintentionally  taken  con- 
trary to  the  prohibitions  or  restrictions  contained  in  this  Act  such  fish 
shall  be  immediately  liberated  and  returned  to  the  water  without  unneces- 
sary injury.  Any  person  who  shall  take,  capture,  shoot,  hunt,  or  kill  any 
fish,  game,  game  birds  or  fur-bearing  animals  of  this  state  in  any  manner 
contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and  on  conviction,  shall  be  punished  accordingly;  providing,  how- 
ever, that  it  shall  be  unlawful  and  a  misdemeanor,  punishable  accordingly, 
for  any  person  between  the  fifteenth  (15)  day  of  March  and  the  twentieth 
(20)  day  of  May,  both  dates  inclusive,  of  the  same  year,  to  catch  or  at- 
tempt to  catch,  in  the  public  waters  of  this  state  any  fish  whatsoever, 
except  when  license  has  been  given  to  seine  or  net  carp,  buffalo  and  suck- 
ers; provided,  however,  the  Fish  and  Game  Commission  shall  have  the 
power  to  change  or  suspend  the  closed  season  on  game  fish  so  as  to  meet 
local  conditions." 

And  by  amending  Section  17  of  the  printed  bill  by  adding  in  line 
thirty-one  and  a  half  (31%)  after  the  word  "beginning"  the  words  "Also 
that  portion  of  Lewis  and  Clark  county  lying  north  of  the  North  Fork 
of  the  Dearborn  River  not  included  within  a  game  preserve." 

Also  to  amend  in  Section  eighteen  (18)  of  the  printed  bill  by  inserting 
in  line  twenty-four  (24)  after  the  word  "skull"  the  following  words  "Pro- 
vided, however,  that  it  shall  not  be  unlawful  to  take  one  deer  of  either 
sex  in  Mineral,  Lake,  Flathead,  Lincoln,  Sanders  and  Ravalli  Counties," 
and  further  amend  Section  eighteen  (18)  by  striking  out  in  line  twenty- 
six  (26)  beginning  with  the  word  "it"  all  the  rest  of  that  paragraph  down 
to  and  including  the  words  "one  year,"  in  line  twenty-nine  (29). 

And  to  amend  Section  twenty-six  (26)  of  the  printed  bill  by  adding 
at  the  end  of  said  section  the  following: 

"Provided,  however,  it  shall  be  lawful  to  use  a  seine  in  Flathead  lake 
for  taking  of  non-game  fish  and  Dolly  Varden  trout  and  Black  Bass,  all 
seining  in  said  lake  to  be  done  under  rules  and  regulations  prescribed  by 
the  Commission,  and  under  the  supervision  of  said  Commission,  and  all 
such  non-game  fish  and  Dolly  Varden  trout  and  Black  Bass  so  taken  may 
be  possessed  and  sold  in  such  manner  and  under  such  restrictions  as  the 
Commission  may  direct." 

And  to  amend  Section  twenty-seven  (27)  of  the  printed  bill  by  striking 
out  the  entire  section  and  re-numbering  the  succeeding  sections  to  conform 
thereto. 

And  to  amend  Section  Thirty-three  (33)  of  the  printed  bill  by  strik- 
ing out  in  line  twelve  (12)  after  the  word  "and"  the  word  "may"  and  in- 
serting in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "shall,"  and  by  striking  out  in  line  ten 
(10)  the  words  and  figures  fifteen  dollars  ($15)  and  inserting  in  lieu 
thereof  the  words  and  figures  five  dollars  ($5),"  and  inserting  after  the 
word  "Commission"  in  line  thirteen  (13)  the  following  words:  "Which 
permit  shall  be  issued  by  said  Commission." 

And  as  so  amended,  we  recommend  that  same  be  concurred  in.

The  Speaker,  House  of  Representatives, 
Helena,  Montana. 

Herewith  is  returned  House  Bill  No.  224:  "An  Act  to  amend  Section 
6048  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana  of  1921,  relating  to  dividends,  surplus 
and  losses,  defining  a  bad  debt  and  providing  for  the  charging  off  of  the 
same,"  without  my  approval  and  with  my  objections  thereto. 

It  may  be  that  under  normal  conditions  there  would  be  little  to  com- 
plain of  concerning  the  measure  under  discussion,  but  none  of  us  is  un- 
mindful of  the  fact  that  Montana  has  passed  through  a  severe  financial 
depression,  and  that  bank  failures  have  been  numerous.  Many  of  our 
banks  have  passed  through  the  ordeal  at  great  sacrifice,  but  are  still 
solvent  and  will  probably  remain  so.  It  seems  to  me  that  we  should  not 
at  this  period  in  our  recovery  and  at  the  end  of  our  struggle  to  get  back 
to  normal  impose  new  and  harsh  restrictions. 

The  bill  under  consideration  makes  it  imperative  upon  banks  to  charge 
off  paper  coming  under  the  definition  of  "bad  debts."  The  definition  con- 
tained in  the  bill  is  rather  restrictive.  In  normal  times  it  would  work  out 
all  right,  but  we  all  know  that  a  great  many  banks  at  this  time  have  what 
is  designated  as  "frozen  assets."  These  frozen  assets  sometimes  consist 
of  first  mortgages  and  other  paramount  liens  on  real  estate  and  livestock. 
In  many  instances  there  are  second  mortgages  or  judgment  liens  existing 
against  the  debtor  and  the  property.  To  renew  or  to  liquidate  them  would 
inevitably  involve  the  bank  in  loss.  To  let  them  stand  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  bill  would  necessitate  their  being  charged  off  the  books  of 
the  bank  and  prevent  their  being  further  considered  as  assets.  When  an 
item  is  charged  off  as  a  bad  debt  the  capital  must  be  restored,  and  there  is 
only  one  way  whereby  this  may  be  done,  and  that  is  by  making  an  assess- 
ment on  the  stockholders. 

It  is  true  that  in  larger  banks  this  might  not  involve  any  trouble.  The 
stockholders  of  the  larger  banks  are  generaly  in  a  position  to  pay,abut  in 
many  instances  the  small  country  banks  number  in  their  list  of  stock- 
holders many  who  have  plenty  of  assets  but  very  little  ready  money.  To 
force  them  to  pay  a  stockholders'  assessment  might  bring  about  disastrous 
results  to  the  bank  and  everyone  behind  it.  Therefore,  it  is  my  idea  that 
this  bill  is  too  harsh  and  restrictive  for  the  present  period. 

Many  people  think  that  financial  condition  is  to  be  remedied  by  legis- 
lation. That  is  not  true.  We  have  found  it  necessary  to  overlook  some  of  the 
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stricter  requirements  in  the  matters  of  banking  in  both  National  and  State 
banks  in  order  to  "get  by."  The  result  has  been  beneficial.  For  instance, 
in  1921  the  Assembly  lowered  the  reserve  requirements  from  fifteen  to  ten 
per  cent.  This  has  enabled  the  banks  to  get  along  and  survive,  when  a 
stricter  requirement  would  have  made  this  impossible.  There  has  been 
some  agitation  and  endeavor  to  impose  stricter  requirements,  but  those 
who  understand  the  real  situation  realize  that  this  cannot  be  accomplished 
safely  at  this  time,  that  it  would  only  result  in  making  it  more  difficult 
for  the  banks  that  have  weathered  the  days  of  stress  to  get  back  to  normal. 

What  I  have  said  in  this  connection  is  actuated  more  by  the  thought 
of  disaster  that  comes  to  the  community  at  large  from  bank  failures  than 
that  part  of  it  visited  upon  the  bankers  and  stockholders  themselves.  More 
grief  and  financial  disaster  have  come  to  creditors,  depositors  and  others, 
where  only  secondary  hurt  has  come  to  the  owners  of  the  failed  bank:..  I 
want  to  prevent  the  failure  of  banks  and  get  back  to  normal.  That  is  a 
condition  for  which  we  are  all  striving. 

We  might  have  been  in  a  position  to  tighten  our  banking  law  if  the 
good  crop  of  1924  had  been  general  throughout  the  state,  but  unfortunately 
there  were  parts  of  Montana  where  good  crops  were  not  produced.  In  those 
sections  it  will  require  further  time  to  thaw  out  the  frozen  assets.  If  that 
can  be  accomplished  without  injury  to  anyone  it  should  be  done. 

I  have  heretofore  recommended  that  there  should  be  changes  in  our 
banking  code,  but  certainly  these  should  be  worked  out  with  the  greatest 
care  and  at  a  time  when  the  needed  changes  may  be  accomplished  without 
danger  of  disaster.  We  cannot  at  this  critical  time  of  recuperation  afford 
to  do  anything  that  will  hamper  our  institutions  in  their  diligent  efforts 
to  continue  to  function  so  that  there  may  be  no  loss  to  our  people. 

Feeling  this,  I  am  constrained  to  withhold  my  approval  from  House 
Bill  No.  224. 

Governor. 

At  the  request  of  Senator  Stewart,  the  history  on  H.  B.  No.  224  was 
read. 

Senator  Stewart  thereupon  rose  to  a  point  of  order,  contending  that 
the  history  of  H.  B.  No.  224  in  the  House  was  incomplete.

The  following  copy  of  the  Governor's  letter  to  the  House  concerning 
his  action  on  H.  B.  No.  226  was  received. 

February  28,  1925. 

The  Speaker,  House  of  Representatives, 
Helena,  Montana. 

I  am  returning  herewith  House  Bill  No.  226:  "An  Act  to  amend  Sec- 
tion 6109  of  Chapter  13  of  Part  III  of  the  Civil  Code  of  the  Revised  Codes 
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of  Montana  of  1921,  as  enacted  and  added  to  said  Chapter  18  by  Chapter  90 
of  the  Laws  of  the  Eighteenth  Legislative  Assembly,  relating  to  banks 
going  into  voluntary  liquidation,"  without  my  approval  and  with  my  ob- 
jections thereto. 

While  it  is  true  that  the  bill  before  me  contains  no  very  marked 
changes  in  our  existing  laws,  there  is  an  objectionable  feature  in  that  this 
measure  provides  that  liquidation  must  be  accomplished  within  two  years 
"after  going  into  liquidation,"  the  provision  continuing  to  the  effect  that 
if  the  liquidation  be  not  accomplished  within  the  period  prescribed  the 
Superintendent  of  Banks  "may  forthwith  take  possession  of  the  property 
and  business  of  such  bank  and  complete  the  liquidation  thereof  in  the  same 
manner  provided  in  case  of  insolvency." 

There  is  now  no  provision  in  our  laws  for  the  liquidation  of  a  bank 
by  the  Superintendent  of  Banks  or  by  his  department.  It  might  be  strained 
construction  be  held  that  the  provision  in  this  bill  contemplated  that  the 
Superintendent  of  Banks  should  take  charge  of  the  bank  and  turn  it  over 
to  a  court  for  the  appointment  of  a  receiver  in  order  that  the  liquidation 
might  be  consummated  in  that  manner.  This  bill,  however,  leaves  that 
question  open  to  speculation. 

Experience  has,  I  believe,  demonstrated  that  a  closed  bank  cannot 
always  be  liquidated  within  two  years,  without  a  sacrifice  of  assets,  and 
that  persons  who  are  interested  in  the  institution,  if  honest  and  efficient, 
can  liquidate  a  bank  more  economically  than  can  a  stranger  who  might  be 
appointed  to  the  receivership. 

Conceivably,  no  one  would  desire  to  undertake  the  liquidation  of  a 
bank  and  guarantee  the  accomplishment  of  the  task  within  a  period  of  two 
years,  and  therefore  the  question  of  voluntary  liquidation  would  be 
virtually  eliminated. 

Because  of  these  objectionable  features,  I  am  impelled  to  withhold 
my  approval.

The  following  copy  of  the  Governor's  letter  to  the  House  concerning 
his  action  on  H.  B.  No.  247  was  received: 

February  28,  1925. 

The  Speaker,  House  of  Representatives, 
Helena,  Montana. 

Herewith  I  am  returning  House  Bill  No.  247:  "An  Act  to  amend  Sec- 
tion 6036  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana  of  1921,  as  amended  by  Chapter 
9  of  the  Laws  of  the  Eighteenth  Legislative  Assembly,  relating  to  liability 
of  stockholders  in  State  banks  and  providing  means  for  paying  and  col- 
lecting said  liability,"  without  my  approval  and  with  my  objections  thereto. 

In  considering  this  measure  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  in  the 
main  it  is  a  re-enactment  of  a  provision  of  the  law  that  has  been  upon  our 
statute  books  for  years.  In  1923  the  statute  was  re-enacted  in  Chapter  9, 
Laws  of  1923,  there  being  then  added  to  it  a  provision  to  the  effect  that 
in  cases  where  banks  are  liquidated  by  receivers  the  receiver  may  institute 
and  maintain  suits  in  the  courts  of  this  State  for  the  enforcement  of  the 
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stockholders'  liability,  and  that  he  may  accept  and  receipt  for  payments 
for  the  same.  There  was,  under  the  added  provision,  no  change  in  the  lia- 
bility, but  receivers  were  enabled  to  bring  suits  in  the  State  courts  for 
collection. 

It  was  held,  however,  that  a  receiver  might  not  maintain  an  action  in 
a  court  without  the  State  of  Montana,  and  it  was  in  order  to  cure  this 
defect  that  House  Bill  No.  247  was  introduced.  But  during  its  course 
through  the  two  branches  of  the  Assembly  the  measure  was  amended  so 
that  it  now  carries  several  additional  provisions. 

One  of  the  amendments  to  the  bill  provides  that  estate  funds  can  be 
liable  for  stockholders'  liability  only  if  the  claim  has  been  presented 
against  the  estate  and  allowed  within  the  time  for  presentation  of  ordinary 
claims  against  estates.  Thus,  where  an  estate  in  effect  remains  a  stock- 
holder after  the  death  of  a  stockholder,  the  liability  would  cease  at  the 
termination  of  the  period  provided  for  the  presentation  of  ordinary  claims 
against  the  estate.  In  estates  of  $10,000  or  more  at  the  end  of  ten  months, 
and  in  estates  of  less  than  that  sum,  at  the  end  of  four  months,  the  lia- 
bility would  cease,  although  the  estate  should  remain  open  and  the  property 
continue  in  the  hands  of  the  executor  or  administrator  without  distribu- 
tion for  a  longer  period  of  time. 

The  Supreme  Court  of  Montana,  speaking  of  stockholders'  liability, 
made  this  declaration  in  the  case  of  Barth  vs.  Pock,  51  Montana,  page  430: 

"The  liability  is  several  and  individual,  created  by  statute  in  favor  of 
all  who  are  creditors  at  the  date  of  the  bank's  failure." 

Viewed  in  the  light  of  that  pronouncement  from  the  highest  court  of 
the  State,  it  appears  that  the  provisions  of  House  Bill  No.  247,  that  a 
claim  must  be  presented  and  allowed  within  either  the  four  or  ten  months' 
period,  has  the  effect  of  abolishing  the  stockholders'  liability  after  the 
period  mentioned. 

Another  amendment  finding  its  way  into  the  bill  during  its  journey 
through  the  two  Houses,  provided  that  the  holder  of  bank  stock  should  be 
liable  on  his  shares  for  six  months  after  transfer — an  indefinite  and  un- 
certain provision,  meaning  in  effect  a  duplicate  liability.  We  thus  find 
that  one  who  is  no  longer  a  stockholder,  having  sold  his  holdings,  is  yet 
likewise  liable.  It  seems,  therefore,  that  with  this  amendment  the  law 
would  operate  to  impose  a  full  stockholders'  liability  for  the  six  months' 
period  upon  both  seller  and  buyer  and  upon  each  one  separately,  and  for 
the  full  amount  of  the  capital  stock  involved.  The  unfairness  of  such  a 
provision  seems  so  manifest,  as  to  render  argument  unnecessary.  If  this 
rule  is  to  obtain,  there  should  be  a  further  provision  clearly  defining  the 
extent  of  liability  of  both  buyer  and  seller. 

In  the  light  of  these  objectionable  features,  I  cannot  give  my  approval 
to  House  bill  No.  247.

Mr.  Speaker:  We,  the  majority  of  your  Committee  on  Townships  and 
Counties,  having  had  under  consideration  Senate  Bill  No.  47,  introduced 
by  Kane,  respectfully  report  as  follows: 

That  Senate  Bill  No.  47  be  amended. 

1.  Strike  out  the  last  sentence  of  Section  1.  starting  with  the  words 
"Said  irrigation  district  shall  pay"  in  line  11  of  said  section  and  insert  in 
lieu  thereof  the  following: 

"For  the  purpose  of  paying  such  taxes,  assessments,  interest  and  penal- 
ties, the  Commissioners  of  such  irrigation  district  shall  have  the  power 
and  authority  to  create  by  resolution  a  fund  to  be  known  and  designated 
as  the  "Revolving  Fund  for  the  purchase  of  Tax  Certificates  and  Titles" 
and  to  provide  funds  for  such  revolving  fund  by  levy,  bond  issue,  or  other- 
wise, and  the  district  may  pay  such  taxes,  assessments,  interest  and  penal- 
ties by  issuing  a  warrant  to  the  County  Treasurer  against  such  fund,  pro- 
vided that  there  shall  be  sufficient  money  in  such  fund  to  pay  same  in  full 
upon  demand.  When  taxes  are  paid  by  the  district  as  in  this  Act  pro- 
vided, the  County  Treasurer  shall  not  distribute  that  portion  of  said  tax 
belonging  to  the  irrigation  district  to  the  several  funds  as  designated  in 
the  tax  levy  and  assessment,  but  the  total  amount  due  the  irrigation  dis- 
trict shall  be  credited  by  him,  to  the  revolving  fund  above  specified.  At 
the  time  of  the  sale  by  the  district  of  the  tax  sale  certificate  or  of  the 
property  obtained  through  such  certificate,  such  funds  as  are  realized  from 
such  sale  must  be  deposited  with  the  County  Treasurer  and  he  shall  credit 
the  proceeds  of  such  sale,  pro  rata  to  the  several  funds  of  the  district  in 
accordance  with  the  original  levy  and  assessment.  No  expenditures  shall 
be  made  from  the  revolving  fund  except  for  the  purposes  as  herein  spe- 
cified and  when,  by  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Irrigation  District  Commis- 
sioners, such  fund  shall  be  deemed  inactive,  the  balance  remaining  in  said 
fund  shall  be  transferred  to  a  sinking  fund  to  be  applied  upon  any  in- 
debtedness which  may  have  been  incurred  by  the  district  by  reason  of  the 
creation  of  such  revolving  fund,  if  any  there  may  be." 

2.  Strike  out  in  line  7,  of  Section  2,  the  words  "Except  irrigation  dis- 
trict taxes  and  assessments." 

3.  Strike  out  the  last  sentence  of  Section  2  starting  with  the  words 
"Such  payment  shall  be  made"  in  line  9  of  said  section,  and  insert  in  lieu 
thereof  the  following: 

"Such  payment  shall  be  made  by  the  Commissioners  of  such  district 
issuing  and  delivering  to  the  County  Treasurer,  a  warrant  drawn  against 
the  revolving  fund  of  said  district,  provided  there  shall  be  sufficient  money 
in  said  fund  to  pay  same  in  full  upon  demand,  and  thereupon,  such  Treas- 
urer shall  assign  such  certificate  of  tax  sale  to  such  irrigation  district  as 
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in  the  case  of  the  purchase  thereof  by  any  other  person,  or  the  Commis- 
sioners of  the  county  shall  convey  such  lands  to  said  district  in  case  tax 
deed  therefore  has  been  issued  to  the  county." 

4.  Add  the  following  to  Section  6: 

"The  Board  of  Commissioners  of  any  irrigation  district  shall  be  and 
they  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  do  any  and  all  things  neces- 
sary to  carry  out  the  provisions  and  intentions  of  this  Act." 

5.  Add  the  following  section: 

"Section  8.  This  Act  shall  apply  only  when  or  after  said  irrigation 
district  shall  have  commenced  delivery  of  water  to  any  lands  included  in 
such  irrigation  district."

MOTIONS  AND  RESOLUTIONS 
The  following  resolution  was  submitted: 

Whereas,  God  in  his  divine  wisdom  has  seen  fit  to  call  from  our  midst 
to  his  final  reward  William  Andrews  Clark,  who  died  at  his  New  York 
residence  on  the  second  day  of  March,  1925;  and 

Whereas,  We  the  Senate  of  the  Nineteenth  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Montana,  deploring  the  demise  of  this  most  eminent  and  excellent 
citizen  of  Montana,  desiring  to  express  in  enduring  form  our  estimate  of 
his  life  and  exalted  activities  during  his  long  sojourn  with  us,  present  this 
memorial  for  preservation  in  the  records  of  this  Assembly. 

William  Andrews  Clark,  son  of  John  and  Mary  Andrews  Clark,  Was 
born  near  Connellsville,  Fayette  county,  State  of  Pennsylvania,  January  8, 
1839.  He  was  of  North  Ireland  and  Huguenot  extraction.  He  and  his 
father's  family  emigrated  to  Iowa  in  1856,  where  young  Mr.  Clark  received 
his  final  academical  edlucation  and  matriculated  in  law  at  the  University 
of  Mount  Pleasant,  Iowa.  Thence  he  emigrated  to  Colorado,  where  he 
taught  school  for  one  season.  His  next  move  was  to  Montana,  arriving  at 
Bannock  in  1863,  at  the  age  of  24  years.  He  worked  a  claim  at  Horse 
Prairie  Creek  for  two  seasons,  and  finally  cleaned  up  fifteen  hundred  dol- 
lars. That  was  the  foundation  of  the  immense  fortune  which  he  accumu- 
lated during  his  activities  in  this  state;  that  fortune  is  numbered  among 
the  greatest  fortunes  of  the  world. 

He  immediately  began  merchandizing  with  this  small  sum  at  Bannock, 
and  as  his  capital  increased,  afterwards  at  Missoula,  Helena  and  Deer 
Lodge.  In  1868  he  went  to  New  York  and  former  a  mercantile  partnership 
with  R.  W.  Donnell,  beginning  their  operations  at  Helena.  The  firm  after- 
wards became  Donnell,  Clark  and  Larabie.  This  firm  became  a  banking 
house  at  Deer  Lodge  in  1870,  and  in  1877  at  Butte,  and  thereafter  the  W.  A. 
Clark  and  Brothers  Bank  at  Butte. 

He  was  married  to  Miss  Kate  L.  Stafford  in  1869  at  Connelsville, 
Pennsylvania,  a  lady  of  great  refinement  and  stability.  There  was  born 
of  this  marriage,  six  children,  four  of  whom  are  now  living.  Mrs.  Clark 
died  in  October,  1893.  Later  Mr.  Clark  married  Miss  Anna  LaChappelle. 
Of  this  marriage  two  children  were  born,  only  one  of  whom  is  now  living. 

While  engaged  in  banking  at  Butte  he  purchased  various  mining  prop- 
erties which  later  became  famous  for  their  products  and  added  greatly  to 
his  fortune.  Among  these  claims  was  the  Original  Colusa,  Mountain  Chief 
and  the  Gambetta.  In  order  to  become  more  thoroughly  conversant  with 
the  technical  phases  of  mining,  during  1872-73  he  took  a  course  in  Columbia 
College  School  of  Mines  at  New  York  City,  although  then  engrossed  in  a 
multitude  of  business  activities. 

The  first  stamp  mill  in  Butte  was  built  with  his  aid.  The  first  smelter 
in  Butte  was  built  by  the  Colorado  and  Montana  Smelting  Company,  or- 
ganized by  Mr.  Clark.  This  smelter  became  one  of  the  foremost  smelters 
in  the  west.  He  organized  the  Molton  Mining  Company  and  formed  the 
Colusa  Parrott  Mining  and  Smelting  Company  and,  subsequently,  the  Butte 
Reduction  Works.  Although  scarcely  forty  years  of  age  he  had  become  one 
of  the  greatest  mining  men  of  the  west.  His  fortune  had  then  reached 
considerable  proportions  and  his  holdings  and  activities  were  extending  to 
many  parts  of  the  Territory,  and  shortly  embraced  a  great  majority  of  the 
most  vital  industries  and  developments  thereof,  and,  later,  of  the  state. 
He  purchased  and  developed  the  United  Verde  mine  of  Arizona,  one  of  the 
greatest  of  copper  mines  in  the  world.  He  built  the  San  Pedro,  Los  Angeles 
and  Salt  Lake  railroad.  At  the  time  of  his  demise  his  vast  holdings  ex- 
tended from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific,  and  from  the  Canadian  line  to  the 
Gulf  of  Mexico. 
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William  Andrews  Clark  was  always  profoundly  interested  in  public 
affairs  and  in  the  growth  and  expansion  of  his  adopted  state,  Montana.  On 
account  of  his  personal  worth  and  varied  industrial  interest  he  was  drawn 
into  state  politics.  He  was  a  member  of  and  president  of  the  first  Con- 
stitutional Convention  in  1884  and  also  of  the  second  convention  of  1889. 
He  thoroughly  appreciated  these  honors,  and  was  ever  pleased  at  the  dis- 
tinction. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Pioneer  Society  of  Montana  and  a  member 
of  the  Masonic  Order,  and  in  1877  was  elected  Grand  Master.  In  1888  he 
was  nominated  for  delegate  in  Congress  but  was  defeated,  principally  by 
other  than  political  interests.  He  met  a  like  opposition  when  seeking  the 
office  of  United  States  Senator  in  1893.  He  was  elected  U.  S.  Senator 
from  Montana  in  1901  and  served  his  full  term.  After  the  expiration  of 
his  term  he  voluntarily  and  permanently  retired  from  politics. 

During  his  arduous  business  activities  Senator  Clark  mastered  both 
the  French  and  German  languages  and  was  able  to  converse  fluently  in 
each.  This  was  accomplished  in  his  private  studies  at  home.  In  this  man- 
ner he  was  accustomed  to  mastering  any  subject  with  which  he  was  not 
familiar,  even  in  the  midst  of  business  or  political  agitation. 

The  true  character  of  William  Andrews  Clark  was  known  only  to  his 
intimates.  He  was  rather  reticent  and  made  no  boastful  display  of  his 
inner  self.  What  he  accomplished  during  an  active  life  in  mental  training 
speaks  a  fruitful  and  active  mind.  He  loved  the  association  of  men.  He 
was  devoted  to  Montana  and  loved  its  citizenship.  He  took  great  pride  in 
its  every  advancement  and  assisted  therein  in  multitudinous  ways.  He 
loved  and  appreciated  all  that  nature  had  endowed  this  commonwealth  with. 
He  was  a  pioneer  of  pioneers,  and  crossed  the  continent  several  times  for 
the  sole  purpose  of  commingling  with  the  members  of  the  Pioneer  society. 
His  employees  honored,  loved  and  respected  him. 

He  loved  nature;  he  loved  art,  and  became  an  acknowledged  con* 
noisseur  thereof.  He  loved  literature  and  the  refinement  of  mind  and  soul. 
He  rejoiced  in  all  of  the  state's  institutions  of  learning,  and  took  much 
pride  in  its  libraries.  A  mind  which  takes  pleasure  in  such  things  is  truly 
spiritual.  A  splendid  citizen  and  a  good  man,  full  of  years  and  honors  has 
gone  from  us  forever.
